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CANADA’S DEMAND FOR INDEPENDENCE. 


The anti-Japanese feeling on Canada’s Pacific slope, 
which manifested itself several years ago in fierce riots 
in British Columbia, about the time that a similar anti- 
Oriental sentiment came to the surface in California and 
other Pacific coast states, doubtless largely shaped the 
proposal of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Premier of Canada, at 
the imperial conference in London, that any dominion 
of the Empire should be permitted to withdraw from any 
treaty made by the British government without impairing 
the treaty with respect to the rest of the Empire. This 
proposal, if granted, would, in effect, extend treaty making 
rights to the colonies, or at least give them the option 
of accepting or rejecting treaties made by the British 
government. At the time that the resentment of the 
American and the Canadian inhabitants along the Pacific 
littoral flared up simultaneously against Japanese immi- 
gration the government of the Mikado appealed to the 
offensive and defensive alliance with Great Britain, and 
thereupon British Columbia found itself bound by the 
terms of a treaty which were obnoxious to it, for under 
that treaty England was compelled to enforce respect in 
the treatment of her allies in any part of her dominions. 

This connection of Canada with Great Britain in 
matters which might be hurtful to the former, but which 
imperial necessity might make the mother country ignore, 
made a deep impression upon Canadian thought, and 
turned the minds of such statesmen as Laurier toward 
the possibility of making each dominion independent of 
the terms of an imperial treaty. Such independence, it 
will be readily seen, would militate strongly against the 
integrity of the Empire, as would have been proved if 
Canada had prevented by force the immigration of 
Japanese. Then Great Britain would have presented the 
spectacle of permitting one of the integral parts of her 
Empire to act in an unfriendly manner toward an allied 
people; an attitude of inconsistency somewhat like the 
United States permitting California to bar out Japanese 
if at the same time we had an offensive and defensive 
alliance with the Mikado’s government. This proposition 
of Sir Wilfrid is one of the most radical suggestions 
looking toward colonial independence that have been 
brought to the attention of the home government, and it 
is worth while to recall that it owes its inception to the 
same race prejudice that exists in the Pacific states of 
America. 

Another proposal of the Dominion Premier has also 
created much comment in the London press. This was 
that the Dominion government should be permitted to 
discuss questions directly through foreign consuls general 
resident in the capitals of the Canadian provinces with 
their governments. Canada now has to “transact all 
diplomatic business through the British Foreign Office or 
improvise diplomatic methods for each case. This plan 
of Sir Wilfrid was at once opposed by the British officials 
at the conference, who seemed to think that such a 
concession would give Canada control of her foreign 
relations, and set up a precedent which other parts of 
the Empire might desire to imitate. These proposals of 
the Dominion Premier, coming at a time when there is 
so much talk about Canada building up a navy of its 
own, leads to the belief that so large a contribution to 
its defense has developed in the Dominion a feeling that 
it ought to have a greater independence of action, which 
may be regarded as a loosening of the ties that bind it 
to the Empire, or as a desire to adapt its political rela- 
tions to the changed conditions of the times, a reform 
which may result in the end in a strengthening of the 
loyalty of all colonials.

enemy’s vessels and capture of New Orleans by the fleet 
under Farragut in April, 1862, the sum of $527,735.84

TO INVESTIGATE ARMY CONDITIONS. 

“To investigate the condition of the Army” is the title 
of a concurrent resolution introduced June 17 by Rep- 
resentative Kahn, of California. Mr. Kahn does not 
take this action in an unfriendly spirit to the personnel 
of the Army, but like a number of Pacific coast members 
he is under the impression that there is something wrong 
with the organization of the Regular Establishment. As 
has been previously stated in the ARMy AND NAVY 
JOURNAL, Mr. Kahn is convinced that no legislation of a 
radical character, such as is embraced in the Hay Om- 
nibus bill, should be passed by Congress until a joint 
committee makes a thorough investigation of the condi- 
tion of the Service. The member from California is in 
thorough sympathy with the recent changes in the Army 
made by General Wood. He is especially impressed by 
the changes in the regulations covering the punishment 
of deserters and in the treatment of garrison prisoners. 
He thinks that the division scheme is a step in the right 
direction, but is under the impression that some legisla- 
tion can be enacted that would go further than General 
Wood is authorized to do in this direction. In discussing 
his resolution Mr. Kahn said: “The bill introduced by 
Mr. Hay, chairman of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, is intended to save some $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 
per annum. If such a sum can be saved without impair- 
ment of the military branch of the Government it ought 
to be done. However, Congress cannot afford to be hasty 
in enacting such important legislation and I think that 
the subject covered by it should be most thoroughly in- 
vestigated. 

“But the more immediate cause for the introduction 
of this resolution to itivestigate the condition of the 
Army is to determine definitely whether we have a mili- 
tary organization that would be an effective force in case 
of hostilities; and if not, what remedial action ought to 
be taken by Congress in order to make our Army an 
effective fighting force. I understand from men who are 
in a position to know that the recent mobilization on the 
Mexican frontier was rather a failure. True, the troops 
were promptly despatched to the places of rendezvous, 
but having arrived at their destination it developed that 
there was such a lack of organization that it required 
several months’ time to make the one division of troops 
that were mobilized in Texas half-way effective. This 
would indicate that under our present system it is im- 
possible to mobilize a single division of troops at war 
strength within any reasonable time. It clearly shows 
that something is radically wrong, and the sooner we 
find out what that something is the better for the country. 
We expend upward of $100,000,000 per annum on our 
Military Establishment. It ought to be in a complete 
state of preparedness for any possible emergency. 

“General Wood has inaugurated some very important 
reforms since he has been Chief of Staff in the matter of 
treating deserters and garrison prisoners and: in the 
organization of divisions, but I am of the opinion that 
something more can be done by legislation. The fact 
that he has found it necessary to make these changes is 
an indication that there is need of a reorganization of 
the Army.’ We recall the fact that when France de- 
clared war against Prussia in 1870 all that Von Moltke, 
the Chief of Staff of the latter government, had to do 
was to issue an order and immediately the entire Ger- 
man army was in motion. Whether we have a small 
Army or a large one our own ought to be equally effi- 
cient. I believe the country expects that much of her 
defenders. The investigation proposed by my resolution 
ought to enable us to show wherein the weakness of our 
present Military Organization lies, so that Congress may 
promptly apply the remedy.” 





Seeking for the reason why no applications have been 
received for the forty vacancies in the West Point class 
that is to enter this year, the Chicago Inter-Ocean says: 
“Of course the explanation of it is not obscure nor remote. 
It is. the shameful product of the teaching of recent years 
that the soldier’s life is to be despised, that there is no 
real good in life that money cannot buy, and that there 
is nothing in this Republic or its institutions which it 
is worth while for men to fight for and to die for if 
need be. It is an astonishing situation, looked at from 
From the viewpoints of 
patriotism, the sense of national honor and the perception 
of public duty, it is a distressing and even a shameful 
situation.” Somewhat in the same line the Inter-Ocean, 
discussing the attempt of some anti-militarists in Chicago 
to develop a new national anthem, says: “There is not 
to-day, there never was and never will be, a national 
hymn really popular and really national that was made 
to order. The ‘Marseillaise’ was an arrow of song shot 
into the air. The author of ‘America’ wrote some verses 
for a local Sunday school festival, and they became the 
expression of a nation’s faith and hope. The author of 
‘The Star-Spangled Banner’ recorded in rhyme a trying 
personal experience of war. All real national hymns are 
fighting chants, expressly or by implication. Not one of 
them ignores the truth that only those nations are real 
whose people kindle quickly to the thought that they are 
worth fighting and dying for. Only such songs grow 
into a nation’s life and become its hymns. The weakness 
of all the proposed made-to-order substitutes is that they 





attempt to be nothing but counsels of sweetness and light. 
They ignore the truth that nations are not made or 
saved by ethical culture precepts, but only by Men willing 
to set their lives upon the cast. They do not encourage 
men to strong doing, but incite to weak yielding.”

Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Mindanao, says that the plan to establish 
a system of industrial trading stations throughout the 
province, by which the government can be brought into 
closer touch with the wild people and other non-Christian 
elements, and the latter can find a convenient market for 
their products, is the most important step that has been 
taken by the Legislative Council since he took command 
of the department. General Pershing makes an observa- 
tion that attests his clear insight into the local conditions 
when he says: “Much of the unrest and discontent among 
these tribes may be accounted for by the fact that they 
have lived a precarious existence and have been made the 
prey of unscrupulous small traders.” There have been 
many cases of injustice to these people, and the trading 
stations are designed to do away with the kind of 
“fleecing” of the natives that has been going on for years. 
The columns of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL have 
already borne adequate testimony to the pacifying effect 
of bringing hostile tribes together at Zamboanga and 
elsewhere in the Philippines in agricultural and athletic 
contests. Half the time of the Moros and wild people 
is taken up in traveling from their homes to the distant 
markets to dispose of their produce, and often they are 
cheated there. If numerous trading stations can be es- 
tablished the natives will have much more time to devote 
to farming, and the agricultural output of the province 
will be greatly increased. Native scouts, constabulary, 
school teachers, etc., would be utilized to manage and 
control these outlying small stations, which will be started 
well up toward the headwaters of the various branches 
of the Cotobato River and back of the hills around the 
Gulf of Davao, in the remote islands of the Sulu 
Archipelago, and in various other parts of Mindanao. 





Officers of the Army who are doing duty with the 
Maneuver Division continue to report the enervating 
effects of the terrible heat, and suggest that the good 
results of the mobilization will be largely lost unless the 
division is moved to a cooler region. They assert that 
no good can be obtained from drill and instruction when 
the mercury stands at more than a hundred degrees in 
the shade. Under such a strain the hardening effects 
of the previous weeks will give way to an enfeebled and 
exhausted condition. The six thousand animals attached 
to the division have been tied along the picket lines 
without shelter, and members of the San Antonio branch 
of the Texas Humane Society have read with interest the 
statement that five per cent. of these animals are suffer- 
ing from eye troubles on account of the fierce glare of 
sunlight and the dust. It is estimated that $15,000 would 
be needed to provide the animals with proper shelter. 
In the sun the temperature often reaches 135, and even 
touches 145 degrees. With midsummer still some days 
away, some of our correspondents wonder what the middle 
of July will bring in the way of discomfort and distress. 
One officer writes: “The conditions here are becoming 
intolerable. On June 13 the mercury went up to 106 
degrees in the shade of a wall tent with fly and walls up 
all around. If the division must be kept together it 
should be sent out of Texas.” 


One of the most interesting prizes to be shot for at 
the National Rifle Matches, to be held at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, is the enlisted men’s trophy, presented by the en- 
listed men of the U.S. Marine Corps. It is now on ex- 
hibition at the Marine Corps headquarters in Washing- 
ton, but before the match opens will be sent to Camp 
Perry. Only teams of enlisted men of the Army or 
National Guard are eligible to the contest for the trophy. 
On an artistically designed pedestal stands a bronze 
figure of a private soldier in a field uniform, with sleeves 
rolled up, collar open and gun resting across his right 
arm in such a manner that he appears to be ready to 
throw it into position to take another shot at the enemy 
in an instant. The scowl of battle is still on his face, 
and he has all the appearance of having been on the 
firing line for hours in a hot engagement. There is 
nothing of the natty or stiff fashion plate appearance 
which characterizes so many figures in military trophies. 
The trophy cost the enlisted men of the Marine Corps 
$800, but it is regarded by some of the officers as of such 
excellent and artistic design that it could be easily valued 
at four or five thousand dollars. The figure and pedestal 
together are about five feet in height. 


Army Engineers are watching with deep interest every 
step that is being taken in the raising of the Maine. 
Temporary work of such magnitude has never been under- 
taken, and even now grave fears are entertained by some 
of the officers as to whether the cofferdam will ever be 
able to resist a head of thirty feet of water. If no 
accidents occur before the work is completed it will be 
the highest tribute to the Engineers in charge. Civil 
engineers of the highest standing have freely predicted 
that a cofferdam could not be built under such conditions 
that would resist the pressure that is necessary in order 
to lower the water in the cofferdam sufficient to expose 
the entire hulk of the Maine.

The War Department is looking for a suitable retired 
officer to be detailed as Indian agent of the Uintah Indian 
Reservation, Fort Duchesne, Utah. This is a desirable 
detail for an officer liking Indian work. 
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‘Expressing its editorial approval of the reconsideration 
of the order for the withdrawal of the cruiser fleet from 
San Diego, Cal., the Union and Daily Bee of that city, 
under the heading, “A Record Without Parallel,” pays 
a discriminative tribute to the good behavior of the men 
of the fleet when ashore. “A naval record has been made 
here that has never been excelled, and has probably never 
been equaled. The reference here is not to the results 
of the target practice, evolutions and maneuvers. These 
reflect the highest credit for efficiency and skill. The 
reference is to the record which most impresses the 
civilian—the unsurpassed record for good conduct that 
has been made by the thousands of bluejackets and 
marines, and the visiting soldiers, too, who have crowded 
the streets of San Diego during much of the three months 
since the mobilization took place. Of the general conduct 
of the men on shore leave it is hardly possible to speak 
too highly. There are black sheep, of course, in every 
flock, and the Navy does not claim to be an exception. 
But persons who have noted the bearing of these blue- 
jackets and marines while enjoying their holidays in this 
city have rarely noticed a man whose conduct was not a 
credit to himself and his calling. * * * When one 
considers the thousands that have been on shore—the 
three months during which they have been coming to 
the city and going back to their ships—even the most 
critical moralist must concede that the record for good 
conduct is one of which the entire Pacific Fleet may be 
justly proud. But it may be asked why bluejackets and 
marines are to be specially commended because when they 
came ashore they did not indulge in riot and ‘rough house.’ 
For precisely the same reason, to use the fleet com- 
mander’s simile, that a few hundred college students out 
for a good time would be praised for orderly conduct 
while having their fun. When young men who have been 
subject to restraint suddenly find themselves at liberty 
freedom does not always bring discretion, no matter what 
their position in life. In this respect the sailor and_ the 
college youth are deemed on a par. Minor transgressions 
by either are to be viewed leniently, and caeir absence 
may well be cause for commendation. Seldom, if ever, 
has so large a naval force been stationed for so long a 

eriod in the harbor of a small American city. It is 
or this reason that the fine record made by the men of 
the Navy during their three months in the port of San 
Diego must be regarded as unique.” The same paper 
points out that the rendezvousing of the fleet in the harbor 
of San Diego fairly demonstrates the utility of the port 
as a naval harbor. None of the heavier ships of the 
Navy had ventured to enter the bay before the arrival 
of the armored cruisers of Admiral Thomas’s squadron 
in February, and when these ships lifted the naval 
“hoodoo” from the harbor the townspeople were doubly 
cordial toward the sailors.

Henry Mills Alden, editor of Harper’s Magazine, in 
discussing the effect of the Civil War on literature, 
recently said that the struggle caused a quickening of 
the literary life of the United States. Before the war 
it had been narrowly national, but when peace was 
declared it took on cosmopolitanism. The war furnished 
innumerable themes for American novelists and poets. 
During the war itself there was a marked demand for 
books of the standard authors. The Concord School, 
headed by Emerson, and such writers as Longfellow, 
Whittier and Lowell, had most of their best work behind 


them when the war broke out, and at its close q new 
school of writers came to the front. Some of the poems 
written around the war will live forever, such as Mrs. 
Howe’s “Battle Hymn of the Republic,” Whitttier’s 
“Barbara Frietchie,” Read’s “Sheridan’s Ride,” Finch’s 
“The Blue and the Gray,” Randall’s “Maryland, My 
Maryland,” and O’Hara’s “Bivouac of the Dead.” Visitors 
to the National Cemetery at Arlington, Va., will see 
selections from this poem by O’Hara engraved on stone 
tablets scattered about the grounds. Some of Whitman’s 
best poems were inspired by war subjects. His “Captain, 
O My Captain,” written on the death of Lincoln, is 
perhaps the best known of these. Mr. Alden says the 
war produced no epic, no flawless lyric, no superb work 
of fiction. Furthermore, the hostilities seem to him to 
have had a greater effect upon Southern than upon 
Northern writers. The publishing houses of Richmond 
and Mobile printed their books on paper made from 
cotton and rags, and many of their books, for want of 
better material, were bound in wall paper. One of the 
most striking figures in American letters in the last 
fifty years was Sidney Lanier, who fought in the Con- 
federate Army and was taken prisoner. The negro 
writers, as shown by Booker T. Washington, Paul 
Lawrence Dunbar and others, who have sprung up iu 
the air of freedom, have a message for their white 
brethren. This is a sharp arraignment, though probably 
not so intended by Mr. Alden, of those who always view 
war as an obstacle in the path of progress, and who 
cannot see, as did Ruskin, that all the arts are cradled 
in war. j

The Scientific American says: “When it was recently 
announced that the Navy Department had decided to 
return to the reciprocating engine as a drive for battle- 
ships we expressed astonishment that this should be 
done at a time when every other naval Power was using 
the steam turbine exclusively. That the action of the 
Department was based upon fact and sound reasoning, 
however, is shown by the comparative steaming results 
obtained from two sister ships, the North Dakota, which 
is equipped with turbine engines, and the Delaware, 
driven by standard reciprocating engines. Steaming at 
the same speed, of twelve knots, under identical condi- 
tions of wind and weather, the North Dakota consumed 
forty-three per cent. more coal than the Delaware. What 
makes the record of the Delaware so very significant is 
the fact that she recently carried out her annual full 
speed trials, at the close of some 19,000 miles of all but 
continuous steaming, and under conditions which show 
her reciprocating engines to be remarkably reliable, and 
capable without any preliminary preparation of equaling 
and even surpassing the results obtained during the 
original acceptance trials. She reached Boston at 10:30 
April 26, took on a thousand tons of coal and fresh 
provisions. and left at 9 a.m., April 27, for the trial 
course. This was a surprise trial with a vengeance: 
for the ship had just concluded some 19.000 miles of 
steaming without undergoing any dock repair or 
machinery overhauling whatsoever. Nevertheless, the 
Delaware, steaming for four consecutive hours, at full 
power, made an average of 21.86 knots, which is nearly 
a third of a knot more than the 21.56 knots she made 


on her official trials. But she did even better than that; 
for on the twenty-four hour continuous run at full power 
she averaged 21.32 knots, and this in spite of the fact 
that she was pe coal only, had her regular watch 
in the firerooms and was cleaning fires as_ usual. 
further tribute to her engine room efficiency is found in 
the fact that the ship has steamed 30,000 miles without 
any adjustment of her nae. If there is any better 
record of motive power efficiency on a modern Dread- 
—, — this it would give us great pleasure to 
record it.”

A correspondent says: “The quality of some of the 
young men now forming the enlisted force of our Army 
is indicated by the fact that one of the enlisted men 
(Bonnell) of Troop C, 2d Cavalry, now stationed at 
Jolo, P.I., is a great-grandson of John Harper, one of 
the brothers who founded the publishing house of Harper 
Brothers. Young Bonnell is the son of Mr. John Harper 
Bonnell, of New York, whose grandfather, John Harper, 
is known not only as a distinguished publisher, but as 
a former Mayor of New York city. Young Bonnell was 
a participant in the exciting episode in Mindanao when‘ 
Lieutenant Rodney was murdered by a Moro fanatic. 
Bonnell is at present on the Jolo police force with four 
other soldiers, having sixteen native policemen under 
them. Their duty is at the jail where the native prisoners 
are kept and about the city wall and village where the 
natives live. About five o’clock in the afternoon of the 
day in question there came a shout from the cockpit 
about a quarter of a mile away from the jail. Several 
policemen started for the scene. The cockpit was 
crowded that Sunday afternoon with soldiers and chiefly 
peaceful natives. As none of them had any arms they 
were all running as fast as they could for the Walled City 
of Jolo, and behind them about twenty yards was a wild 
Moro with a large bloody knife in his hand. Private 
Bonnell, having only a pistol, did not shoot till the Moro 
was within fifteen feet and heading for him. He brought 
him down with the first shot, and put one more inte 
him to make sure of him. On the other side of 
the cockpit, about twenty yards, the body of Lieutenant 
Rodney was found, all cut to pieces. Two days later one 
sergeant was killed on guard and one soldier wounded. 
Jolo is full of excitement.”

The New York Tribune says: “Much comment and 
some dissatisfaction have been provoked by the decision 
of the International Arbitration Court concerning the 
boundary line between Mexico and the United States at 
Fl Paso. In the dispute the national title to some 
millions of dollars’ worth of property was involved. The 
decision gives to Mexico only about one-fifth of what 


she claimed, but even that means that a strip of land 
a third of a mile wide and three miles long on this side 
of the Rio Grande is declared to be Mexican soil, and 
the river there is no longer the international boundary, 
but lies wholly within Mexico. As a result, occupants 
of that land who have supposed they were on American 
soil find themselves involuntarily expatriated so far as 
residence is concerned, and while one side of a city street 
is United States, the other side is Mexico. The trouble 
lies in the vagrant and capricious habits of the river. 
When Texas was set off from Mexico the river ran much 
further north than it now does. The court decides that 
at least a portion of the land which has thus been shifted 
from one side of the river to the other, or rather that 
portion from one side to the other of which the river 
has shifted, is to be considered as under the same 
national jurisdiction which it was under before the 
changing of the course of the river.” 








An article on “The Historical Collection of Medical 
Classics in the Library of the Surgeon General’s Office,” 
by Fielding H. Garrison, M.D., appears in the Journal 
of the American Medical Association of June 17. It is 
printed by permission of the Surgeon General, U.S. Army. 
Dr. Garrison says: “The recent plan of the librarian, 
Col. Walter D. McCaw, to put the more important 
medical classics under glass, for purposes of safekeeping, 
has resulted in a collection of unique interest and value, 
for the nation’s medical library is singularly rich in these 
literary treasures, the accumulation of which is mainly 
due to the untiring zeal and vigilance of Dr. Billings and 
Dr. Fletcher in the past. The fact that nearly every 
volume in this exhibit is a first edition should interest the 
medical bibliophile, and at the same time an arrangement 
of the classics in strictly chronological order affords a 
bird’s-eye view of the textual history of medicine to the 
student and casual visitor, while giving the specialist 
chapter and verse, as ‘it were. Many of these old medical 
classics are fine specimens of typography in themselves. 
bearing on title page or colophon the statelv names of 
the great printers of the past. This chronological exhibit 
will, when completed, be provided with a_ suitable 
catalogue raisonné.”

The policy recently adopted by the British Admiralty 
in granting the position of warrant officer to a few of 
the large and important body of stokers in the navy is 
meeting with criticism from those who hold that men 
from the stoker class should never be elevated to or 
placed in such a position as to have charge of men who 
have been properly trained as mechanics. Supporters 


of the policy say that in almost every business concern 
ashore men without technical training are placed in 
positions where they have to guide, control and give 
directions to trained operators and artificers whose arts 
and crafts are unknown to them. except by the familiarity 
bred of every-day contact. By offering reasonable opportu- 


nities to the best man of the stoker class they bélieve 
a high standard of recruits may be obtained to man the 
stokeholds of modern men-of-war. Nine out of every 
ten of the engine room artificers in the British navy, 
who subsequently become warrant artificer engineers, 
receive their training, it is held, in the work of the engine 
room, and especially that of driving engines in the navy, 
since many of them never entered a marine engine room 
before they entered the navy.

Writing to Mr. Philip R. Dillon, of New York city, 
Admiral Dewey has corrected some misstatements by his- 
torians about the battle of Manila Bay. The batteries 
on Corregidor Island at no time, he says, fired upon the 
American ships nor did the ships fire at them. It has 
been said that a shot from the U.S.S. Concord killed 
some een in a shore battery, but the Admiral says 
that although a shot from either the Concord, Raleigh or 
McCulloch disabled a gun on El Fraile, there is no record 
of a gunner being killed. The first signal in the night 
was the Ardois signal of Admiral Dewey, after passing 
El Fraile, to the McCulloch and colliers to take station 
on the port quarter of the Olympia. The lead was kept 
going, the leadsman being placed on the disengaged side 
of the ship. The moon was in the second quarter and 
set about midnight. The sky was overcast and cloudy. 
A ship without lights could be seen 2,000 yards that 
night, provided she did not have the shore as a back- 
ground. The megaphone was not used during the passage 
into the bay, nor was any ship ordered to leave the line 
at that time. 





A “much enduring Ulysses” of our Army, in a letter 
calling our attention to a certain matter, says: “Another 
item for your consideration is the uniform question. 
Can’t you urge Congress to stop these eternal (and 
infernal) uniform changes? I have spent:on an average 
of $100 to $200 a year on uniforms now obsolete, and 
which have never been worn but a few times. The latest 
is khaki. We had the best khaki color imaginable. The 
Q.M.D. gets out a brown-green khaki, and we have 
loaded up on it. But it is not satisfactory—is hot and 
ugly—-and the latest news is that we are to return to the 
old color. Seventy dollars more is wasted. This is an 
abuse well worthy of frequent editorial comment.” We 
have called attention to this frequently, but still “fashion 
wears out more apparel than the man.” 








The visit of the Sultan of Turkey to Macedonia, which 
has caused so much talk in Europe in the last fortnight, 
is the first instance of a visit of an Ottoman Sultan to 
that portion of his dominions except as conqueror or con- 
quered in battle. Unfortunately his visit has coincided 
with the spreading of the rebellion in Albania. The 
Mirdites, a Roman Catholic tribe, which can put 10,000 
fighting men into the field, have joined the revolt and 
have proclaimed the autonomy of Albania. This tribe is 
more or less under the control of Austria-Hungary and 
thus the Dual Monarchy is brought indirectly into con- 
flict with the Porte, and the London Army and Navy 
Gazette fears that this augurs ill for the peace of Europe. 
In Montenegro the King has been restraining his people 
and he may be able to avoid open hostilities with the 
Turks on the frontier.

All submarine underway records for the U.S. Navy 
were broken when the Third Submarine Division, con- 
sisting of the flagboat Grayling, Bonita, Narwhal, 
Salmon, Snapper, Stingray and Tarpon, arrived in 
Gloucester, Mass., from Newport, on June 17, a distance 
of about 160 miles. They left Newport on the morning 
of June 15 without tender, and had submerged soon 
after they had shaped their course from Brenton’s Reef 
lightship. All of the submarines stayed _under water 
June 16, during the run from Nantucket to Provincetown, 
for ten hours, while two of the number did not come to 
the surface for eleven hours. The run from Province- 
town to Gloucester on June 17 was made entirely 
beneath the surface_and consumed seven and a_ half 
hours. Lieut. D. C. Bingham commanded the flotilla.

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Some citizens of Huntsville, Texas, have distinguished 
themselves by petitioning the Postmaster General not 
to place on sale in Texas any stamps or postal cards 
bearing the likeness of W. T. Sherman. They say: “If 
W. T. Sherman’s face must be held up to view, send it 
to those who love his character and celebrate his victory 
in song, but not to those whose homes he robbed, whose 
daughters he insulted, whose sons he murdered, and 
whose cities and homes he burned.” As General Sher- 
man never got farther South than the state of Alabama, 
this would appear to be the case of the boy who, while 
attending his father’s funeral, noticed a boy from the 
neighborhood weeping, and sharply rebuked him, saying:

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General Sharpe, Commissary General, has detailed 
Capt. J. E. Bloom, U.S.A., to attend and report for the 
Government upon the testing of cans and canning in 
the preservation of food. It is anticipated that this test, 
which will require one to three years to determine, will 
fix, not only the best type of can for different fruits and 
vegetables, but also the best processes for canning and 
preserving from the standpoint of healthfulness of the 
product. This is the first authentic test of this character 
undertaken on so extensive a scale, and will, it is pre- 
dicted, greatly redound to the benefit of public health 
and of American industry throughout the world. 


Following the opening of the new constituent Assembly 
of Portugal, on June 19, George L. Lorillard, American 
Chargé, delivered to Sefior Machada, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, a note announcing that the U.S. Government 
officially recognized the government of the Portuguese 
Republic. A decree announcing the abolition of the 
monarchy and the banishment from Portugal of the family 
of Braganza was unanimously approved by the Assembly. 
The day was observed as a public holiday throughout 
the country. Demonstrations in honor of the new 
chamber were held, but no disorders occurred.

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TWO NOTABLE SPEECHES AT WEST POINT. 


The graduation exercises at the Military Academy, of 
which we gave an account last week, were notable for 
two things—the first appearance of our new Secretary 
of War before an Army gathering and the last appear- 
ance at an Academy graduation, in official capacity, of 
an able and honored: professor, who will carry with him 
into his retirement the affectionate remembrances and 
cordial good-will of the many officers of the Army who 
have enjoyed his fellowship and profited by his instruc- 
tion during his long term of duty at West Point. 

In introducing the Secretary of War General Barry 
said: 

“We are very much honored in having with us to-day 
a gentleman about whom these hills and valleys and, 
in fact; all the hills and valleys of this grand old state 
resounded not so long ago. There are a great many 
people in the state who still think he should be their 
Governor, but we are very glad that he is not, and we 
are especially gratified to have him as our Secretary. 

“I therefore have pleasure in introducing the Hon. 
Henry Lewis Stimson, Secretary of War.” 

The speech of the Secretary, which follows, will give 
the Army some idea of his quality, and thus serve by 
way of introduction. Mr. Stimson said: 


SPEECH OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


All thoughtful observers unite in believing that during 
the second century of its life this Military Academy 
must perform even’ more important and _ responsible 
functions than during its first. Her graduates will meet 
far greater opportunities for service, and will have to 
measure up to far heavier responsibilities than even the 
illustrious line of distinguished men who have preceded 
them. In this respect the development of that power 
and responsibility is merely similar to that which is 
taking place in the case of all trained specialists every- 
where. The changes in our national methods of life, 
the increasing complexity of our civilization, the fact 
that we have changed from a nation of farmers and 
frontiersmen into a nation largely composed of dwellers 
in cities, throw much greater duties and responsibilities 
upon the trained soldier, as well as upon the trained 
citizen. This is equally true in peace or in war. The 
wars of the future, if the God of Nations decrees that 
we are to have war, must be fought on a scale as much 
greater than those of the past as the scale of our great 
industries: of peace is greater than those of our fore- 
fathers. They must be fought, not with soldiers familiar 
with the weapons of the frontier, but with citizens, 
many of whom have never handled a rifle, and none of 
them are familiar with the modern complicated weapons 
of warfare. The training, the handling the supplying 
of such armies impose new and much greater responsi- 
bilities on the trained men who must take the lead in 
this work. Noe 

In peace the increase of responsibility is. equally great. 
Upon the Engineer Corps, upon the military adminis- 
trator, upon the trained otlicer of every grade, falls more 
and more the weight of the new problems which the 
nation is now facing. Y 

In these respects you will merely share the growth in 
opportunity and in responsibility which, under modern 
conditions, is coming to all trained men in all conditions 
of life. But there is a peculiarity in your condition 
which distinguishes you from all such men. There is 
one incident in your training which imposes on you a 
broader responsibiJity ; you are to be not merely experts 
in the profession in which you have been trained; you 
have been educated by the nation to be devoted to the 
nation’s service. You owe fealty not only to the pro- 
fession which is your pride, but to all the many varied 
requirements of the great country and of the people to 
whose service you are pledged. You are to be experts, 
but experts of the nation. : ) 

Now, just a word of suggestion as to what that in- 
volves. Primarily it only means that you are to be true 
to the great lessons which have been taught you in this 
Academy. You have been selected from every quarter 
of this broad land; you have been trained here under 
conditions of severe simplicity ; such distinctions as exist 
between you are based upon merit and achievement alone. 
Never forget that lesson of democratic simplicity. As 
you pass out into a world where different standards are 
too often flaunted in your faces, never for one moment 
forget that your own chief value and distinction consist 
in your higher and truer standards. In a world where 
money too often is made the measure of men, remember 
that one of the chief reasons why the nation has such 
traditional faith in its officers and in the graduates of 
this Academy is because it believes them to have higher 
ideals and nobler standards. Never allow yourselves to 
be swept from that mooring. 

Again, cling fast to the democracy that has been 
taught you. Strict equality within the corps has been 
the very foundation of your lives. It would be impossible 
for any spirit of favoritism or caste to flourish within 
these walls or under these ennobling traditions. But 
you must hereafter have a broader democracy than even 
that. In any crisis that may arise, even in the routine 
labors of peace, your work must be performed in co- 
operation with thousands of your fellow-citizens. who 
have never shared the advantages which have been yours. 
You must remember that whatever difference there is 
between you and them is mainly one of opportunity ; 
that there is many another man who, had he but been 
vouchsafed the chances which have been yours, would 
have been quite equal to your best, even in your chosen 
line. The great works of our American future must 
be accomplished by you and by him working with mutual 
respect and in earnest co-operation. The greatest lesson 
for any American, whether in or out of West Point, 
is the lesson of that respect which is rightly due, the 
essential character of his fellow-American. ; 

Finally, whatever the disappointments which the 
future may have in store for you, never give up the 
courage or the faith that is in you. I do not, of course, 
refer to mere physical courage, the commonest virtue 
of the soldier, but’ to that higher moral courage most 
needed in a republic—the willingness and ability to face 
the certain discouragements of life, the. undeserved 
calumny, even the defection of friends—with a ready 
cheerfulness and belief in the old standards of right and 
of duty and of honor. I feel confident that you will 
meet ‘this difficult test. I feel confident that your 
characters, trained within these hallowed walls and in- 
spired by the great examples of those who have preceded 
you, will rise to , full measure of that American 
citizenship which the future requires. , : 

i sincerely congratulate you upon reaching this stage 
in your progress, and I shall follow your careers In the 
future with the most earnest and hearty good wishes 
for their highest success. ; 

In introducing Professor Tillman, General Barry said: 

With the graduation of the class of 1911 and the en- 


trance of its members upon the active list of.the Army 
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a distinguished professor of this Academy, after a serv- 
ice of. forty-six years, is about to enjoy the relief and 
rest from official cares and responsibilities which the 
law properly provides for. 

His service since graduation, in 1869, practically his 
whole manhood, has been devoted to the interests of his 
Alma Mater. 

He was my instructor when I was a cadet, has been 
my friend ever since, and as Superintendent I have 
found him a substantial prop on whom I have leaned, 
with absolute safety in all matters, academic and other- 
wise, concerning this institution. 

He is fully as enthusiastic, devoted, conscientious and 
alert in the performance of every detail of every duty 
assigned to him now as he was when, with the enthu- 
siasm of youth, he began his career here. 

Without complaint for honors not bestowed upon him, 
rejoicing in honors conferred on others, he is the em- 
bodiment of the spirit of West Point, and the best type 
of the proper example for the class about to graduate, 
and the many classes in whose graduation he has had 
a helping hand. 

The recital of his experience and whatever advice he 
may favor us with will be beneficial alike to those about 
to graduate and to all connected with the Academy. 

Superintendents, commandants and instructors come 
and go, but the permanent professors stay on and give 
stability to our administration. It is principally their 
teaching and example that make the graduates of this 
institution what they always have been, and always will 
be—the mainstay of this little Army of ours, and conse- 
quently, with our  brother-graduates of the Naval 
Academy, the mainstay of this great country of ours in 
any hour of peril. 

I am honored and have pleasure in introducing Prof. 
Samuel E. Tillman. 


Following the introductory remarks by Major General 
Barry, Professor Tillman, after acknowledging General 
Barry’s compliment, spoke as follows: 

SPEECH OF PROFESSOR TILLMAN. 

_ On the fifteenth of this month, day after to-morrow, 
it will be forty-two years since my class had your places, 
only we stood on the plain yonder, the corps forming 
three sides of a hollow square; the fourth side was 
occupied by the Academic Board and a few spectators, 
and from there General Sherman addressed us and 
handed us our diplomas. The delivery of diplomas had 
been made an official ceremony on only three former 
occasions before this; it has been so annually since. A 
flood of recollections flow in from these forty-two years, 
but under the circumstances I shall resist the tempta- 
tion to indulge in reminiscences or even refer to any 
of the amusing incidents that have come within my 
forty years’ experience at the Academy. Nine-tenths of 
this time has been spent in the duty, and to me a 
pleasant one it has been, of helping to prepare classes 
for the reception of their diplomas, and yours makes 
the thirty-fourth class to whose preparation I have 
contributed. So much of my life has been devoted to 
the service of the Academy that I am not competent to 
advise you as to the details of the special, varied duties 
which will come to you sooner or later in your profes- 
sional careers; besides this, we have with us the Chief 
of Staff, a far more competent adviser in these matters. 
Then, too, you have already had much special advice; 
indeed, should you live up to all the admirable sugges- 
tions that have been given you in the past four years 
I presume you would bring up the general average of 
pee ~ Ag over the country, probably get it up, say, 
0 2.25. 


ESSENTIAL AIMS OF THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Those of us who? have spent most of our lives and 
energies in making and keeping the Academy what it 
is are justified in wishing it to be understood and may, 
I am sure, with perfect fitness refer briefly to its essen- 
tial aims and influences, and ask you to remember what 
these have been and are, and also ask you not unthink- 
ingly to condemn nor unjustly criticize either the one 
or the other; the better the Academy is understood, the 
better for it, and the wiser and more valuable will be 
the advice and criticisms that come to it. Under this 
belief I. propose, in this my last talk to the class of 
1911, first to ask your attention to a few general con- 
siderations of the Academy that I should like to see 
better understood and more generally appreciated. 

Though we all hope that strife will grow less as the 
world grows older, and that warfare will eventually 
be eliminated from among men, and though it is true 
that the relative proportion of human energy now 
directed to peaceful industries is greater than ever 
before, and the relative proportion toward military prep- 
aration less; and though the tendency of civilization 
has unquestionably been to maintain peaceful relations 
over constantly increasing areas, we must still recognize 
that armies are and will be for a long time to come 
one of the most important factors in every state and 
society. 

It is to the best interest of every community that the 
officers of its armies should be men of high type, as well 
as trained soldiers. In no profession (except perhaps 
in the ministry) are departures by individuals from the 
best type more fraught with injury to the influence of 
the whole than in the case of Army officers. This M.A. 
is but one of the means adopted by our Government to 
secure the best type of officers. And how about the 
Academy? It may be nearly correctly and briefly stated 
that the Academy has had in view the element of 
training, rather than that of simple education, and that 
this training should be accompanied by a _ properly 
developed character. This idea of the Academy’s func- 
tions has prevailed, though not without doubt, not 
without opposition and not without abundant discussion. 
I hope you will fully realize that this view is not an 
accidental ‘survival. The guiding idea has been that 
the profession of the soldier may be full of responsible 
work and needs men of character and power—that 
ability to use the rational faculties to the fullest advan- 
tage is the highest result of useful education, far higher 
than the faculty to absorb information; that conscious 
power is better, worth more, than mere knowledge; that 
this desired power is best acquired by strenuous and 
successful effort in overcoming mental difficulties; that 
every specialty and every new proposition are sooner and 
better mastered by him who has the training of concen- 
trated, continuous mental effort; that unhesitating labor, 
faithful drudgery it may be in some cases, is the surest 
means of success for the majority, and that these means 
should be made familiar habits to every graduate. — 

These, gentlemen, have been the guiding principles 
of the Academy, and I do not propose to-day to discuss 
their wisdom or to try to justify the methods pursued 
to attain them. If you have a clear conception of what 


the Academy aims to do you can form a good idea as to 
whether its methods are well suited to the purpose, for 
you have had experience of these methods. I will only 
Say now that, in my opinion, the methods under the 
conditions and for the purpose intended, and when 
properly carried out, are almost perfect. The purely 
academic end aimed at may need modification ; it should 
and will receive continual consideration in the future, 
and I shall only add that I sincerely hope the important 
training element, where it can be effectively retained, 
will never be sacrificed to the kindergarten demand for 
immediate practical results. Now, associated with these 
guiding objects of the Academy are many excellent 
features of our system that are wholly admirable, and 
do not admit of discussion as to their worth. To a few 
of these I wish for a moment to call your attention. 
One of the important things impressed upon you here 
from the beginning and all through is that whatever 
success or reward comes to you is almost wholly depen- 
dent upon your own efforts, and that such success is the 
more marked the more steady and habitual the effort. 
It is safe to found your future expectations upon this 
same principle of honest, conscientious, steady effort. 
This impress of the Academy is but an illustration alon 
one line of a great natural law—that the forms whtel 
succeed in this world do so through continuous activity, 
or, to put it in evolutionary language, the “struggle is 
incessant and the fittest survive.” You will occasionally 
see this principle apparently violated by some individual 
who has gotten up with comparatively little effort or 
accomplishment, but such apparent success is always 
due to the efforts of someone who does so much that * 
carries others with him, and the principle still holds: 
A big stone, moving, carries small ones with it, but they 
don’t go far. 


HABITS INCULCATED BY THE ACADEMY TRAINING. 


Again, the Academy, by its systematic and 
steady demand upon your time and energies, at- 
tempts to establish industrious habits, which should 
remain with you _ through life, and which are 
powerful factors of success. Man, indeed animal 
nature generally, is largely operated by habit, and 
it is immensely valuable to the average man to have 
the will, the inclination to work, aided by habit. The 
man who can readily and completely subordinate his in- 
clination for comfort and pleasure to disagreeable effort 
and work with all his powers has a high form of 
discipline, and with such discipline fully acquired you 
will all, with rare exceptions, be able to meet and 
comply satisfactorily with all the calls made upon you. 
_ Besides illustrating the success of deserving effort and 
inculeating valuable habits of industry our academic 
system and its tradition make of still higher value 
another educational feature, which is of fundamental 
importance. A little less‘than a year ago I met a very 
distinguished writer on social, economic and psycho- 
logical questions. He said that he was much interested 
in and had given considerable attention to trying to find 
an explanation of the fact that there had been so little 
dishonesty in the expenditures of the enormous sums of 
money disbursed by officers of the Army. He asked me 
if the cadets received special instruction in the methods 
of contracting and accounting for supplies, and if they 
had any considerable experience in financial responsi- 
bility. I told him that they had substantially none of 
the instruction to which he referred and that their 
financial responsibility sometimes extended to makin 
four dollars last for five days, but that in the genera’ 
case a cadet’s financial responsibility occurred in dreams 
of the revelry that would ensue when the enormous pay 
of a second lieutenant, mounted, should be his. at 
then, he asked, is the explanation of the fact mentioned. 
I told him that so far as the Academy was concerned 
the explanation is not difficult—that honesty is but one 
element of a great moral principle which is inculcated, 
emphasized and sought after in all forms of instruction 
at the Academy. This principle demands a rigid adher- 
ence to truth and perfect frankness, and when once 
attained there results an avoidance of all forms of 
falseness, and generally an upright and otherwise honor- 
able life. I further told. my inquirer that our profession 
was exempt from many of the temptations to deception, 
to unfairness, to the cunning which sometimes exist in 
the business world, where men struggle and compete for 
a living or for luxury,.and it would be the more to our 
discredit if we did not resist such temptations as do 
occur. 

Now, you must understand that I neither claim nor 
imply that the Academy’s aims or desires in this respect 
are in any way superior to those of other academic insti- 
tutions, but I do think and claim that this fundamental 
element of manhood, perfect candor in all relations, is 
more frequently called forth, more frequently demanded, 
from this student body, and more closely observed by 
their associates and superiors than in any other institu- 
tion which I have had opportunity to know. This is a 
great feature of our system, and it is a fortunate thing 
that it is so, for in coming here more than in starting 
for college generally many of the sacred influences of 
home and family are wrenched or severed, and it is well 
that here .this absolutely essential element of sound 
character is so habitually developed and strengthened. 
In my opinion it more than counterbalances, in estab- 
lishing character, the loss of the home influences which 
parents or guardians so often deplore. Then, gentlemen, 
while many of us cannot locate all the elusive roots of 
every kind of equation, nor demonstrate the problem of 
lunar culminations, and some of us cannot with certainty 
classify every oxide that turns up; while each of us 
may be weak in some respects, we all can and should 
add to the Academy’s reputation for honorable men. 
These three results of our system to which I have re- 
ferred, individual effort willingly and continually made 
through established habit guided and directed by unvary- 
ing candor, will keep us in strict accord with the 
Academy’s motto, “Duty, Honor and Country,” and, 
without any special scholastic accomplishments, give a 
kind of character that intellectual attainments alone 
can in no respect rival. 

With this brief allusion to the Academy’s aims and 
to only a small number of its important influences I 
shall now add two or three general suggestions as to 
your future careers, which I hope may possibly prove 
of benefit to you. 

Assuming now that you have the “work habit” to 
which I have referred fully acquired, and that it is 
enthusiastically indulged in, a very discouraging experi- 
ence is, notwithstanding, likely to come to some of you, 
and it is one of the garliest, and perhaps one of the 
most depressing, that tomes to a conscientious worker. 
It is this: You will work faithfully, long and well, you 
will accomplish much, but sometimes there may appear 
no appreciation of what you have done. Others, with 
less labor, even less accomplishment and apparently less 
merit, will receive praise, perhaps be rewarded. But 
remember that the law of life is labor and the joy of 
life is accomplishment. 'The full conviction that aceom- 
plishment is the end, and that recognition and apprecia- 
tion are but incidents to labor, requires a_ certain 
maturity of mind, and the sooner one arrives at this 
state of mind the more satisfactory will be his work 
and the more peaceful his mind. This conviction is 
essential to the best effort. You may, however, under 
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such circumstances feel encouraged by the almost 
universal experience that recognition and appreciation 
do eventually come, and where they are withheld it is 
generally through a lack of knowledge, not through 
malice. But in the rare case in which they do not come 
the satisfaction of accomplishment has been yours, and 
you may take a still broader view, and remember that 
every good work, every unselfish duty, every heroic effort 
extends its influences outward in ever-increasing circles, 
like waves over calm water. A great modern poet ex- 
presses this idea when he says: 


“Howe’er you babble, good deeds cannot die; 
They with the Sun and Moon renew their Light, 
Forever blessing those that look on them.’ 


ALWAYS DO YOUR OFFICIAL WORK FIRST. 

Always do your official work first ; do it willingly, well 
and completely, and you may feel sure that you are 
traveling to success. No safer rule can be followed by 
a young officer in the Service, and though the present 
may sometimes seem dull and unpromising he will be, in 
all but exceptional cases, ready to meet the latest calls 
upon him. Now, do not infer that I think an ofticer 
should have no other interests than his routine work, 
but this official routine should come first, should receive 
his first thoughts and all the time essential to its best 
accomplishment. In my experience this course has al- 
ways guaranteed a competent officer. After this official 
routine you may have time to study your profession in 
its various ramifications; this outside, unprepared work 
should be in line with some direct, professional pur- 
pose: when the facilities for the special, desired course 
of study are absent, remember that every increase of 
information, in any direction, is valuable and worth 
making and should be availed of both for self-improve- 
ment and to avoid indolent habits. ’ 

From this time forward you gentlemen will generally 
be in authority over others. As has been stated we aim 
at character, intelligence, prompt decision and energy in 
our officers, but there should always be fairness, no 
unnecessary harshness or lack of consideration for those 
who are your subordinates: the best results are only 
accomplished by interested and willing effort and these 
are always better attained by proper consideration than 
by the lack of it. Indeed, just consideration is a moral 
benefit to him who properly exercises it, as well as to 
him who experiences it, and this element in an officer’s 
character will strengthen him and forward his work. 
In conclusion, and at the risk of some repetition, let me 
remind you that our Academy is now officially 109 years 
old and it is with some pride as well as satisfaction that 
I can claim to have been officially connected with it for 
more than one-third of its existence. It is a source of 
profound regret and sorrow to me, in which I know that 
every member of the class of 1911 shares, that the only 
man living with a longer academic service, and who has 
been my respected colleague and affectionate friend for 
more than a generation, should be absent to-day. I refer 
to Colonel Larned. [Colonel Larned died just six days 
after the delivery of Professor Tillman’s address. ] 

Though 109 years old our Academy is young compared 
to several other institutions of learning in this country, 
an infant in comparison with many abroad; but its name 
has gone widely over the world, its diploma is usually 
accepted to guarantee faithfulness and honesty and these 
generally bring fitness. Each and every one of us should 
feel it an inspiring duty and sacred obligation to extend 
and strengthen this reputation of the Academy. This 
feeling does exist with many graduates and it should 
exist with all. In any unworthy act we injure not 
alone our profession, ourselves, our friends, but a great 
institution; every such departure lessens the pride of 
every graduate in his alma mater and diminishes the 
respect of others for her sons: along with other guiding 
influences let the deserved reputation of West Point and 
the honorable history of the Academy be an added in- 
spiration to willing effort and right doing. We should 
all remember that the most lasting achievements of men 
are not wrought in stone and mortar: in this material 
world it is the immaterial that persists. Time and other 
natural agencies will crumble our beautiful monuments 
and our granite buildings to dust, but the ideals of our 
Academy are imperishable and each of us should feel 
that he can assist in their realization. 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE NEEDS REVISION. 


That the South American republics, at least some of 
them, feel they have outgrown the “mothering” of the 
United States, as represented in the guardian angel 
character of the Monroe Doctrine, is suggested by the 
paper read by Joseph Hamblen Sears before the American 
Historical Association in Indianapolis. Mr. Sears be- 
lieves that the message of President Monroe with this 
country behind it made for the peace and independence 
of Latin America, whether he intended it or not; but 
years have passed since then, and in the last two decades 
the Doctrine has developed a different significance in the 
mind of the South American. When the message was 
first issued the southern republics were just setting up 
house for themselves. They had had no experience in 
government, in diplomacy, in negotiations. They were 
like children in matters of national development. Just 
released from the grip of a grinding despotism, they had 
searcely Jearned to stand by themselves. Then the 
Doctrine might well have been considered as a staff upon 
which to lean. In the last twenty years the conditions 
have entirely changed. These countries are now estab- 
lished nations, and one of them is able to rival success- 
fully even the great United States. 

“Here, then,” says Mr. Sears, “are really great and 
growing nations who from time to time hear a little 
known country farther away from them in miles and 
associations than Europe issuing what they consider 
ukases that it will look with disfavor upon any inter- 
ference with their progress. These southern people know 
France well. They have thousands of Germans among 
them carrying on trade. The English they have always 
with them. And someone whom they do not know 
presumes to assume what to their minds is nothing less 
than a protectorate over them against these very 
foreigners whom they know so well. This is not a situa- 
tion in the days of President Monroe; it is a situation in 
the twentieth century. This attitude toward the Monroe 
Doctrine confronts one in most serious conversations with 
thoughtful patriotic citizens from Ecuador southward 
around the Horn to Brazil. How much farther it goes 
I cannot say; but I myself found it in almost every 
office, certainly in every drawing room, visited. Some- 
times it seems to carry an idea that we are seeking 
eventually to absorb the southern continent. Sometimes 
it is simply offended pride.” P k 

The time for changing the attitude of the American 
people toward the southern republics, as expressed 
through the Monroe Doctrine, is at hand, according to 





this observer and others, including Representative Slay- 
den, of Texas, whose able speech on this subject we 
quoted in part. The Doctrine, if it is not to be an 
underlying cause of diplomatic friction, should be made 
to typify to the Latin-American mind a mutually 
beneficial alliance, not a protectorate assumed by the 
United States. The South Americans do not have any 
interest in our views because they do not know us. We 
need to know them through closer commercial relations 
like those which the nations of Europe now enjoy with 
the Latin-American republics. But our lines of trans- 
portation to these countries are meager, pathetic; our 
knowledge of business conditions there is ludicrous, direct 
banking facilities do not exist, and as time goes on the 
situation is not improved, all of which count against 
this country as evidence of an aloofness which is not 
found among the Europeans, who are always seeking to 
improve their trade relations with the republics of South 
America. 

The extent to which the Americans have shut them- 
selyes out of profitable business ventures in South 
America is shown by the success of Europeans in those 
countries. Practically all the railroads, all the docks, 
all the great enterprises were conceived, financed, built 
and carried through and are now conducted by English- 
men. Every railroad, with one exception, in the Argen- 
tine Republic was financed and built by Englishmen, and 
is now officered by them. The public waterworks of 
Buenos Aires, the tenth or eleventh city in the whole 
world, were built and are managed by Englishmen. In 
1909 Englishmen took $250,000,000 in dividends out of 
the Argentine Republic alone. 

When, through the energy of the American Minister 
to the Argentine, Charles H. Sherrill, the Argentine 
government recently awarded to a company in the United 
States a contract for the building of two battleships, the 
amazement of the Argentine business men was almost 
comical. Thev hardly believed the United States could 
build ships. They talked about it on the street corners. 
The English colony became highly indignant, and English 
shipbuilders had interviews in the Buenos Aires news- 
papers, saying that the States could not possibly build 
the ships and that the award must have been brought 
about by bribery and corruption. There are about 40,000 
English residents in the Argentine, and only 400 Amer- 
icans. 

The large number of Englishmen there shows that 
the enormous growth of these southern republics is appre- 
ciated in England. Buenos Aires has increased its popu- 
lation in the last eleven years 100 per cent., while New 
York has in ten years increased only 48 per cent. Buenos 
Aires is now larger than any city in the United States 
except New York, Chicago and Philadelphia. It is three 
times the size of Rome. Its traffic problems are far 
greater than those of London or New York. It has 
grown so fast that improvements cannot keep up with 
it. The hotels equal those of New York, Paris and 
London. Not until these facts are grasped by Americans 
will they understand the necessity of getting into closer 
touch with those progressive people to the south, and 
giving to our relations with them an amicableness and 
friendliness that will make the Monroe Doctrine appear 
to them as an expression of sympathy with their political 
ideals. If this is not done, perhaps the day is not far 
distant when South America will formally resent the 
quasi-suzerainty of the United States and announce that 
it is able to take care of itself. 


RIOT DUTY. 


Not only every Army and National Guard officer, but 
every organized labor leader, should read “Riot Duty,” 
by Capt. James A. Moss, 24th U.S. Inf., a pamphlet 
clearly setting forth the rights of soldiers and their 
limitations in the handling of mobs. This booklet, which 
can be had for fifty cents, is on sale at the U.S. Infantry 
Association, Washington, D.C.; the U.S. Cavalry Asso- 
ciation, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and the Post Exchange, 
Fort McKinley, P.I. The author has written much on 
military subjects, and he treats this delicate subject with 
judicial impartiality, as may be seen from the opening 
sentence: “Riot duty is, without doubt, the most dis- 
agreeable, distasteful, obnoxious and unsatisfactory duty 
that an officer may ever be called upon to perform.” 
This admission may surprise many laboring men, who 
have been told by inflammatory orators and newspapers 
that soldiers enjoy nothing so much as shooting down 
workingmen. When a body of Regular troops is ordered 
to a scene of disturbance the C.O. should demand a 
written report from the civil officer calling for the troops 
of what he desires accomplished ; if this written state- 
ment canot be obtained, then a verbal statement should 
be had in the presence of witnesses. The difficult question 
of firing in riot duty is handled with a thorough under- 
nena | of the obstacles so often encountered by an 
officer facing a mob. The question whether a person 
killed was a participant is settled by the rule of law that 
“those present at the commission of a riotous felony are 
principals.” At all times and in all circumstances the 
firing must be under the absolute control of the imme- 
diate C.O. By giving selected sharpshooters general in- 
structions to fire on rioters throwing missiles at or firing 
upon troops the C.O. does not lose control of the firing, 
nor is he relieved of responsibility. With the exceptions 
that under the law any citizen has the right to use the 
force necessary to prevent the perpetration of a felony or 
to arrest a felonious culprit, and that Par. 492, A.R., 
1908, says that “single selected sharpshooters may shoot 
down individual rioters who have fired upon or thrown 
missiles at troops,” there is nothing else definite and 
specific in the Army Regulations, in law books or else- 
where as to the circumstances in which the C.O. may 
give the command to fire. Captain Moss points out that 
the ‘seg! rr of the Army Regulations on riot duty apply 
to the National Guard only in case the Militia is in the 
service of the United States or such regulations have 
been embodied in the military laws of the state. After 
calling upon the mob to disperse, if that summons can be 
given, “it is merciful to make the fire short, relentless 
and effective. Blank cartridges should never be fired, nor 
should troops ever fire over the heads of rioters.” The 
fire should be delivered kneeling and in volleys; kneeling, 
because of the tendency of new troops to fire high. The 
law and the Army Regulations give only four concrete 
cases where troops may fire on rioters; namely, to pre- 
vent the perpetration of a felony, if it cannot be stopped 
otherwise; to arrest one who has committed a felony if 
he cannot be arrested otherwise; in case any individual 
rioter fires upon the troops or throws missiles at them. 
But these considerations do not relieve the C.O. from the 
necessity of exercising sound discretion nor from the 
responsibility of using no more force than is necessary 
to accomplish the desired end. While it is a principle of 





law that an inferior cannot be punished for refusing to 
obey an illegal order, if the inferior disputes its legality 


before obedience, error of judgment is never admitted in 
mitigation of the offense. Among some of the “don’t’s” 
of the author are these: Never harangue a mob; never 
try to bluff a mob; do not separate troops into small 
detachments. The closing paragraph of this valuable little 
book contains this caution in italic letters: ‘Under no 
circumstances should a mob be temporized with.” We 
should like to see the American Federation of Labor and 
other labor bodies circulate copies of this interesting 
manual among their members, as it would tend to make 
— understand the relation between the military and 
mobs. 


USELESS NAVY YARDS SPECIFIED. 


Recommending the abandonment of all navy yards on 
the Atlantic coast except three, Secretary of the Navy 
Meyer appeared before the House Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Navy Department on June 19. To the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs last session he recommended 
that the navy yards at Sacket Harbor, Port Royal, 
Pensacola, New Orleans, San Juan and Cavite be aban- 
doned. Further consideration of the subject has led him 





‘to believe that three navy yards on the Atlantic coast 


and three on the Pacific will give the maximum efficiency 
in time of war. The question which three of the great 
navy yards on the Atlantic coast, Portsmouth, Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Norfolk and Charleston, would 
be abandoned Mr. Meyer has turned over to a joint Army 
and Navy board for preliminary determination. Mr. 
Meyer told the committee that in addition to saving 
millions of dollars to the Government, the concentration 
would be of incalculable benefit to the United States in 
time of war. Some of the old navy yards, he said, were 
absolutely unfitted to dock or repair up-to-date war 
vessels, and others could not even be approached by a 
modern ship. 

The Secretary said that the present policy of the 
Department is not to maintain a naval base in the Philip- 
pines, but simply to retain Olongapo as a repair station. 
That could be abandoned in case of war. Battleships 
cannot get up to the Cavite Navy Yard. In the event 
of war operations in the Pacific Pearl Harbor would be 
the base. Mr. Meyer said that Guantanamo has a 
wonderful harbor, capable of containing the entire United 
States fleet and all auxiliaries at one time. ‘‘When the 
Panama Canal is opened,” said Mr. Meyer, “it will be- 
come still more evident that all these navy yards are not 
needed on the Atlantic coast, because the fleet will be 
a part of the time in the Atlantic and a part of the time 
in the Pacific. The strategic position of Guantanamo is 
very important, and Congress recognized this at the last 
session by appropriating $347,000 for establishing a tem- 
porary base there and installing repair shops.” 

Answering the question of Representative Hardy, 
whether giving up a naval base in the Philippines meant 
the abandonment of the islands in time of war, Secretary 
Meyer pointed out that the Army was fortifying itself 
very strongly in the Philippines, and said that as long 
as the U.S. Fleet in the Pacific was concentrated as a 
single unit and operating from Pearl Harbor as a base 
no foreign Power would dare to land a large force of men 
in the Philippines. No such operations could con- 
ducted, according to strategists, he said, until the U.S. 
Fleet had been destroyed. And he thought the fleet would 
be much stronger and much more dangerous, operating 
from the single Pearl Harbor base, than divided and 
operating from several bases at the same time. The line 
of inquiry pursued by the committee on June 19 indicates 
to the Boston Transcript correspondent the possibility 
of a clash between that body and the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, as he believes the Expenditures Com- 
mittee would like to have the credit of carrying out Mr. 
Meyer’s plan for the abolition of the dozen or so navy 
yards on his list. It is expected that Mr. Meyer will 
urge his plans for abolishing yards and concentrating 
docking and repair facilities at the regular session of 
Congress in December.

SOLDIER’S LUCK. 


We remember hearing the late Gen. Hamilton S. 
Hawkins say that one distinguishing characteristic of the 
successful soldier was his willingness to take a gambling 
risk. He cited in illustration the successful rounding 
up of the Nez Percé chief Joseph by General Miles, who 
succeeded where others failed because he made straight 
for the Missouri River to head Joseph off when he had 
no assurance that he could get across the river. This 
is the story as told by General Miles in the first of a 
series of reminiscences now appearing in the Cosmo- 
politan Magazine: 

“On the evening of Sept. 23 we reached a point six 
miles from the Missouri, after a forced march of fifty- 
two miles in twenty-four hours. Being desirous of taking 
every chance of success, I called upon Captain Hale, 
commanding one of the battalions, to send me a young 
officer who would ride forward and stop any steamer 
passing on the river before our arrival. Lieutenant 
Biddle quickly responded, and in a few minutes was 

alloping down the valley. He reached the bank of the 
fissouri just in time to hail the last regular steamer 
going down the river that year. With it I transferred 
one battalion of troops to the north side of the Missouri 
to prevent the Indians from crossing. From all infor- 
mation obtainable from the steamer and other sources, I 
believed the hostile Indians to be about fifty miles south 
of the Missouri. As I could not well detain the steamer, 
she resumed her voyage down the river, and we started 
to move to the west with the remainder of the command. 

“A half-hour later three men came down the river in 
a rowboat, reporting that the Nez Percés had crossed 
the Missouri at a point forty miles to the west. I re- 
membered that Capt. Frank D. Baldwin was invalided 
from hard service and was on board the steamer going 
down the river. I knew that if he was within sound of 
cannon shot he would return, and that this was the only 
means of recalling the steamer. Quickly one of the guns 
was wheeled into position and commenced discharging 
shells down the valley of the Missouri. The sound of 
the gun and bursting shells, re-echoing between the high 
bluffs, could be heard many miles. Soon we saw the 
black smoke rising above the steamer as she rounded the 
bend of the river far below and forced her way up 
against the strong current. The loyal instincts of the 
soldier had brought back the best means for our crossing 
the turbulent waters of the great Missouri. With the 
least possible delay the troops were transferred to the 
north side, and then commenced anew the march to 
intercept and encounter the Indians.” 

The result was the discovery of the Indian camp on 
the morning of Sept. 30 and the surrender of Chief 
Joseph and his band of 400 Indians after a siege of five 
days, in which two officers and twenty soldiers were 
killed and twenty-sevep soldiers wounded. Meanwhile 
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General Howard had given up the chase and disbanded 
his command. 

How Custer tried “Custer’s luck” once too often is 
also told by General Miles, who says: “In that campaign 
our governmental officiais greatly underestimated the 
strength of the hostile Indians. hey had little knowl- 
edge of the character of the country, and they sent weak 
exterior columns, 500 miles apart, into the field, without 
concert of action, against a superior interior body. The 
commands from the east and the west united on_the 
Yellowstone, at the mouth of the Rosebud, under Gen- 
eral Terry. He even then divided his force, sending 
General Custer with the 7th Cavalry south and west, 
while with the remainder he moved on the north side 
of the Yellowstone, west and then south. Evidently his 
object was to enclose the Indians; but he placed at 
least fifty miles of rough country and an impassable 
river between the two columns, necessitating the giving 
of discretionary authority to the commander of the 
isolated column, then moving into a country known to 
be occupied by a powerful body of Indians. General 
Custer has often been unjustly accused of disobedience 
of orders. The order referred to was in the nature of 
a letter of instruction, and not a positive order. In a 
general way it outlined what General Terry desired 
accomplished.” ; 

General Miles further says, the italics being his: “The 
Indians said they would have fled if Reno’s troops had 
not retreated, for the troops could not have been dis- 
lodged. They also said that when they left to attack 
Custer, had the seven companies under Reno and Benteen 
followed them down and fired into their backs they would 
have been between two fires and would have had to 
retreat.’

MILITARY POLICY OF THE UNITED STATES. 


To the student of modern military problems, and 
especially those which confront the United States, the 
most interesting part of the volume, “The Revolutionary 
War and the Military Policy of the United States,” by 
Major Gen. Francis V. Greene, U.S.V. (Mil. Academy, 
1870), will doubtless be the closing chapter on “The 
Gradual Growth of the Regular Army.” In that the 
author traces the continuous efforts of statesmen to 
break down the intense prejudice of our Revolutionary 
forefathers against a standing Army in time of peace, 
and their predilection for reliance upon an untrained 
Militia, which had been passed on by them to their pos- 
terity. That a large measure of success has attended 
this constant struggle to give the nation a proper system 
of defense may be judged from this statement of General 
Greene: “More progress has been made in the improve- 
ment of our Army in the last ten years than in all its 
previous history. The war with Spain, so brief in point 
of time, so slight as regards loss of life, has changed 
completely our relations to the rest of the world. * - 
Abuse of a disciplined Regular Army and praise of a 
patriotic untrained Militia are no longer the popular 
cries with which demagogues in politics strive to catch 
votes. Measures to improve the efficiency of the Army 
and to put the country in a proper state of defense and 
keep it so are no longer approved in the abstract and 
neglected in the concrete, but they receive the serious 
consideration of Congress and this consideration leads to 
actual legislation.” 

The establishment of the General Staff General Greene 
regards as a “landmark in our military history.” The 
merit of the law establishing it was soon shown by the 
despatching of the Army of Pacification to Cuba in Sep- 
tember, 1906, which was carried out with the smooth- 
ness and regularity of a drill on parade. “The contrast 
to the confusion, extravagance and lack of efficiency in 
previous movements of our troops in an emergency was 
most striking.” In the mobilization of the division in 
Texas last spring the author finds another complete 
vindication of the wisdom of those who saw the adapta- 
bility of the European idea of a General Staff to Ameri- 
can military conditions. General Greene pays a glowing 
tribute to Elihu Root, who took up the duties of Secre- 
tary of War in August, 1899. To him, as much as to 
any other one person, he believes, does the country owe 
those measures of Army reform and advancement for 
which its chief officers had been begging in vain for three 
generations, and the placing of the Military Establish- 
ment on a footing for which a few of its most far-sighted 
statesmen—Washington, Calhoun, Cass and others—had 
argued without success. The annual reports of Secre- 
tary Root for the period 1899-1902 “for clearness of 
thought, brevity and lucidity of statement have probably 
never been excelled in our state papers.” 

With one measure proposed by the General Staif the 
author cannot agree. The law drafted by the General 
Staff and pending in Congress providing for promotion 
by “elimination” General Greene admits would stimu- 
late promotion, but it would not accomplish the purpose 
of selecting the best men for command. “When war 
comes,” he says, “and men’s lives depend every day and 
hour on the skill of the officers in command, then the 
rule of strict seniority is thrown to the wind; the pur- 
pose then is to select the best man, and no claim of 
vested right to promotion is considered or tolerated. The 
same principles should apply when in time of peace the 
Army is preparing for war.” While rejoicing that the 
outworn prejudices of our forefathers against a standing 
Army have been overcome until now “we have an effi- 
cient Army and Militia with uniform arms, equipment, 
organization and drill, both respectable in numbers, 
though small as modern armies are counted, and both 
subject to the instant call of the President,” the author 
warns us that “compared with the possibilities that con- 
front us, and the conditions which have resulted from 
the use of steam and electricity, we are about as unpre- 
pared now as at any previous time.” _ 

General Greene recognizes the achievements of the 
Medical Department of the Army in the last few years 
in matters of sanitation and the control of diseases that 
used to scourge armies by placing as an appendix to his 
book a condensed statement of the conquest of yellow 
fever following the American occupation of Cuba in 
1898, written by Lieut. Col. J. R. Kean, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., in which is set forth in his usually perspicuous 
and succinct manner the self-denying labor o those 
military medical men who dared death from disease in 
order to conquer the yellow plague. 7 _ 

For twenty-five years General Greene had had in mind 
the writing of such a book and he -had originally in- 
tended to compress the entire history of our military 
operations from Lexington to Pekin into a single vol- 
ume of a little less than half a million words, but he 
finally decided that the subject needed a_ three-volume 
treatment and this work, which is just off the press of 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York, is the first of the 
three. The author acknowledges the assistance of Capt. 
Frederick W. Lewis, 29th U.S. Inf., in the reading of 
proofs and comparing of texts with maps, all of which, 
with one exception, have been taken by permission from 
Ayery’s history of the United States. 


NOTES OF MILITARY HYGIENE. 


In an article in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association Clement A. Penrose, M.D., of Baltimore, 
says: “The Boy Scout idea is an excellent one. Drill- 
ing, marching, ete., are the best of exercises and teach 
co-ordination of mind and body, which, though possible 
at any age, is, of course, easier to acquire the younger 
and more enthusiastic we are. The trained college 
athlete; trained to fall almost dead at the tape at the 
end of a sprint; trained to break records and health 
together. He is, in fact, the worse trained individual we 
can really mention. who develops in one direction to 
accomplish only what he is called on to do. The won- 
derful mental and physical powers of the small and in- 
significant looking Japanese is due to this muscle sense, 
developed from his childhood up. The physical and the 
mental development of the juggler, the sharpshooter, the 
lacrosse player, the swimmer, the fencer, golfer and ten- 
nis player are far above those of the weight lifter or 
the laborer. The personal courage and general fearless- 
ness of one who has this muscular and nervous co- 
ordination is recognized in the Army and on the plains. 
The best rider, the best lasso thrower, the finest shot, 
ete., is generally selected for the posts of danger, even 
when his especial accomplishment is not necessarily re- 
quired.” 

In discussing the increase of marching capacity 
through proper shoes, Major William W. Reno, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., writing in the June Military Surgeon, 
points out that foot deformity as found in the Army is 
divided into two great classes. In the first class is 
included all injury of a more or less temporary nature, 
such as callosities, corns, fissures, ingrowing nails, de- 
formed toes, blisters and tender feet. The second class 
comprises only hallux valgus and its occasional sequelae, 
the bunion. Hallux valgus is the deformity of the foot 
by which the great toe is thrown out of alignment. <A 
large percentage of men examined in the Service had 
this trouble as a permanent condition, and practically 
all had it as a temporary condition while wearing Army 
shoes. The temporary trouble is as bad as the perma- 
nent, since with the shoes now in use it is always 
present in marching. This disability can be banished 
from the Army, but not with ease. The present shoe, 
if modified slightly, would permit deformed feet to regain 
their natural outlines. Before this new shoe is manu- 
factured lasts for it should be developed from _ the 
measurement of the feet of virtually all the soldiers in 
the Army. The stocky, muscular feet of the average 
soldier are very different from the long, slender, un- 
developed feet of the average civilian, whose feet mold 
the lasts now in use. Major Reno says there is at hand 
a ready, simple and sovereign remedy for all adverse 
shoe and foot conditions, and that is frequent and carefn 
foot and shoe inspection. A daily foot inspection by 
non-commissioned officers, a weekly inspection by com- 
pany officers and an occasional inspection by medical 
officers would produce wonderful results. An easy test 
to discover whether one has hallux valgus is to place 
the bare feet alongside each other. If they touch from 
the heel to the end of the great toe the trouble is absent. 

Going back to the Old Testament for a method of 
preventing typhoid fever among troops on the march is 
the long journey taken by Lieut. Isaac W. Brewer, Med. 
Res. Corps, U.S.A., who finds in a command given by 
Moses a splendid substitute for the incinerator. In the 
Military Surgeon for June he explains the simplicity of 
this plan and how the entrenching tools or even the 
bayonet may be used to make it practicable. His atten- 
tion was directed to the need of some such simple way 
while serving in Arizona, where a part of the garrison 
made a practice march each week. In the arid region 
good camping places are hard to find, and it soon became 
the custom to camp at the same place week after week. 
Naturally the soil became polluted. The same condition 
was noticed in the recent maneuvers in Subig Bay, P.I. 
Lieutenant Brewer took part in those maneuvers, and 
he says the earth was so polluted it was impossible to 
picket out the horses. Plain and simple instruction of 
the soldiers will do much to correct their present ten- 
dency to ignore the simplest rule of health in that 
respect. 

One of the most decisive achievements of the Army 
medical officers in grappling with a disease problem has 
been the astonishing elimination of beri-beri from the 
Philippine Scouts. The nature of the change effected 
may be formed from a comparative consideration of 
previous years. In 1908 the admissions for beri-beri 
were 624, and in 1909 604. In 1910 the total for eleven 
months was only 49, distributed as follows by months: 
January, 19; February, 8; March, 12; April, 3: May, 
4; June, 1: July, none: August, 2: September, October 
and November, none. The report of the Army board for 
the study of tropical diseases in the Philippines, consist- 
ing of Major W. P. Chamberlain, Capt. Horace D. 
Bloombergh and Capt. Edward B. Vedder. all of the 
Medical Corps, U.S.A., says that the sudden drop in 
the admission rate following a change in the dietary 
affecting the use of rice, in accordance with a recom- 
mendation of the board promulgated by the division 
commander in November, 1909, indicates the causative 
relation of rice to the disease. The chief change in the 
dietary of the Scouts consisted of the reduction of the rice 
allowance from twenty to sixteen ounces, the substitution 
of beans for the rice taken away, the prohibition of 
“savings” on fresh beef and the introduction of the under- 
milled Filipino rice in place of the highly polished Saigon 
rice. However, as the undermilled rice did not go into 
effect until August, 1910, the decrease in the preceding 
months must be ascribed to some other factor, and the 
board believes that the substitution of beans supplied 
the necessary element to the diet which the polished rice 
lacked. 

Medical officers of the U.S. Army that have been 
trying to establish a connection between beri-beri and a 
certain kind of rice should read the report of Staff 
Surg. A. J. Laurie as to the outbreak of that disease on 
board the British S.S. Sphinx. After a long and patient 
investigation he has come to the conclusion that copper 
poisoning may be the cause of the sickness, the lining of 
the eating utensils being responsible for the poisoning. 
Knowing that fats easily decompose and that their acids 
as well as vegetable acids contained in some fruits, 
quickly attack copper, he was much impressed by the 
fact that the Indian native members of the crew, who 
reveled in fat foods, were the ones most seriously affected. 
The dishes used were of copper, and, not having been 
retinned for eight to ten months, there was no tin on 
the inside. ‘The disease gave the same symptoms as 
those noted in chronic copper poisoning. When the 


men changed to the use of aluminum dishes the ailment 
disappeared. This opinion as to the copper of the dishes 
being at fault was formed after the closest study had 
been made of the daily diet, of which rice constituted a 
large part. Lieutenant Colonel McGill, at the Indian 
Medical Congress, last winter, had previously brought 
up the arsenical origin of beri-beri, following an epidemic 
in a British regiment in India which had drunk much 
beer. The arsenic entering the beer in the cheap sugar 
used in its manufacture could have furnished the poison- 
ing element. The discussion of this phase of beri-beri 
may be found in the March issue of the Journal of the 
Royal Service Institution of London. ‘This suggested 
relation of copper poisoning to the Oriental disease 
should not displease dietitians, who have been surprised 
that one of the great staple foods of mankind should 
at this late day have been found to be wanting. 


ASSOCIATION MEDICAL RESERVE OFFICERS. 


Great interest has been manifested by the physicians 
of Chicago who have been appointed to the Medical Re- 
serve Corps, U.S. Army. This list now includes nearly 
100 of the most prominent physicians and surgeons of 
that city. 

During the last six months three meetings have been 
held looking to the organization of an association com- 
posed of these officers. The first was held at the Chi- 
cago Athletic Club, at which Col. L. Mervin Maus, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A.; Brig. Gen. B. J. D. Irwin, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., retired; Lieut. Patricinne J. H. Farrell, M.R.C., 
and others spoke. At the second meeting, held by the 
courtesy of the trustees of Michael Reese Hospital and 
its superintendent, Lieut. J. Allen Hornsby, M.R.C., at 
that institution, Col. L. Mervin Maus presided and spoke 
on the objects of the corps, Lieut. Charles Adams, 
Surgeon General of Illinois, and Lieut. 'Lhomas J. Sul- 
livan described the matter from the viewpoint of the 
Or anized Militia and Capt. James F, Hall, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., gave many interesting practical points on cus- 
toms of the Service, ete., for the benefit of those unin- 
structed. At this meeting Lieut. Charles Adams was 
elected temporary president and Lieut. Samuel C. Stan- 
ton temporary secretary, and a committee was appointed, 
consisting of Lieuts. Thomas J. Sullivan, C. Hugh Me- 
Kenna, William L. Baum and Gustav Fiitterer, M.R.C., 
and Capt. James F. Hall, Med. Corps, U.S.A., to draft 
a constitution and by-laws to be submitted at a later 
meeting. 

At the third meeting, held at the Hotel Sherman June 
6, addresses were made by Col. L. Mervin Maus, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., on the duties of the Medical Reserve 
Corps officer in peace and war, the duties to which he 
would probably be assigned in case of war, the technical 
preparation for such duties and the benefit to be derived 
by the United States from his patriotic service, and by 
Surg. George B. Young, USPH and M.H.S., who 
stated thatthe officers in his service formed a medical 
reserve, whose prime object was the prevention and con- 
trol of epidemic diseases which materially diminished 
the efficiency of the fighting forces. The constitution 
was then adopted. It provides for an active membership 
of Medical Reserve Corps officers and an honorary mem- 
bership consisting of the President of the United States, 
the Secretaries of War and the Navy, the Surgeons Gen- 
eral of the Army, Navy and Public Health and Marine 
Hospital Service and such other physicians as the As- 
sociation may from time to time decide to honor. 

The following officers were elected: President, Lieut. 
Frank Billings; vice-president, Lieut. Edmund J. Doer- 
ing; secretary-treasurer, Lieut. J. Ailen Hornsby, and 
councilors, Lieuts. Charles Adams, Junius C. Hoag, 
Daniel A. K. Steele and_ Albert E. Halstead. Surg. 
Gen. Robert M. O’Reilly, U.S.A., retired ; Col. L. Mervin 
Maus, M.C., U.S.A.; Surg. George B. Young, U.S.P.H. 
and M.H.S., and Capt. James F. Hall, M.C., U.S.A., 
were elected honorary members, and votes of thanks were 
given Colonel Maus and Captain Hall for their aid and 
valuable suggestions in perfecting the organization of the 
Association. 

It is proposed to Hold meetings at stated intervals, 
which will be partly social and partly professional in 
character, and at these meetings addresses will be made 
by prominent officers of the Medical Corps of the Army, 
which will give the technical instruction so much needed 
by_and so valuable to the members of the Association. 

It is to be hoped that the other states of the Union 
will follow the example of Illinois and organize similar 
associations, and that in due course a National Associa- 
tion may be evolved. Such an association would play 
an important réle not only in furnishing a capable body 
of men to assist the Medical Corps in case of emergency, 
but would also act in an advisory capacity to the Medical 
Department in case of impending conflict. 








ANTI-TYPHOID VACCINATION. 

The success of anti-typhoid vaccination in the British 
and the United States armies has led to qa determined 
effort by leading French surgeons to bring about the 
adoption of that prophylactic measure for the French 
army. The committee of the French Academy of 
Medicine having reported in favor of such a measure, 
Medical Inspector General Delorme, of the army, called 
the committee’s conclusions premature and excessive, and 
appealed to the Academy not to adopt them. Dr. Netter, 
in replying to the M.1.G., dwelt at much length upon 
the beneficial effects of such vaccination in the U.S. 
Army, as published by Major F. F. Russell, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., and called the attention of the M.1.G. to the 
outbreak of typhoid in the 1st Battalion of Engineers, 
U.S.A., at Washington Barracks, recently reported by 
Lieutenant Foster, as an excellent example of the value 
of the preventive inoculation. Figures were given to 
impress the army medical chief with the danger from 
typhoid in the French army. The morbidity of typhoid 
in the French army for the three years, 1905, "06 and 
°O7, was 5.1, 5.1 and 4.3 respectively; for Austria the 
ratio was 1.9, 2.0 and 2.1; for Germany, 0.67, 0.41 and 
0.50, and for Great Britain, 0.60, 0.60 and 0.70. In 
accordance with the protest of the government of Malta 
against the use of the term “Malta fever,” as being 
prejudicial to the island of Malta and unjust, as the 
same kind of fever is endemic in other countries, includ- 
ing the Philippines, the French Academy will hereafter 
designate that ailment as “Mediterranean fever.” 

Vaccination against typhoid has had no more consistent 
and able advocate than Surgeon General Torney, U.S.A. 
He has now proposed to the city of Baltimore that, 
through its health department, it should institute this 
vaccination among the civilian population. The demon- 
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stration of the efficacy of the inoculation has been so 
forcible: during the Texas maneuvers that the Surgeon 
General canmot see why a city should wait till it is in 
the grip of a typhoid epidemic before essaying the benefits 
of this preventive measure. ‘The Maryland Militia 
officers who visited the maneuver camp at San Antonio 
were impressed with the successful use of vaccine, and 
many Officers and men of the Maryland regiments are 
now making a trial of its efficacy. Surgeon General 
_ Torney does well to call the attention of the civilian 
population to the virtues of a system which he has tried 
with such advantage in the Army. Now that practically 
all the soldiers of the Army at home have been vaccinated, 
sufficiently impressive data have been obtained to have 
some effect upon the customarily lethargic city govern- 
ments. With typhoid virtually under control, with beri- 
beri conquered, with yeliow fever deprived of its centuries’ 
old power to scourge mankind, with smallpox reduced to 
a negligible quantity and with malaria robbed of its 
old-time virulence, the Army medical men are laying 
mankind under a heavy obligation, which can best be 
discharged by taking advantage of the information which 
the Service Medical Corps can supply and using it for 
the benefit of the human race.

POETIC SPARKS FROM THE 21ST INFANTRY. 


There must be something poetic about the 21st U.S. 
Infantry, for we find Capt. Celwyn E. Hampton, U.S.A., 
retired, its historian and former adjutant, who has had 


his nose buried in official archives and war reports for 
several years preparing the record of that famous com- 
mand, suddenly bursting out as a poet in a little book 
of verse entitled “A Falling Spark.” (Edward T. Miller 
Co., Columbus, Ohio, publishers.) And that, too, right 
in the midst of the mobilization at San Antonio, where 
the preface was written last March. If anybody is dis- 
posed to kick against this unloading of verses upon an 
unsuspecting public, he should read Captain Hampton’s 
lines on “The Army Mule,” and the futility of kicking. 
That the author is a sensitive reader of poetry is sug- 
gested by lines that recall other poets, such as in ‘““The 
Soul of Our Samurai,” in which such lines as “The 
swords that once in battle rang,” inevitably suggests 
Moore’s “The harp that once through Tara’s halls” ; 
and the refrain, “If we could know,’ which bring to 
mind Stedman’s “Could we but know.” But there is 
much of originality and poetic value in the volume, and 
in his preface the author disarms criticism on this score 
in saving: “I acknowledge my debt to my predecessors 
of all times, and deny no plagiarisms.” Neither fore- 
word nor book would be complete, he adds, without an 
expression of gratitude for the friendship and the kindly 
encouragement of Dr. Edward S. Holden and the officers 
on duty at West Point. The picture of the author, 
dressed in the regimental mess jacket, appears as the 
frontispiece. One of the best things in this little volume, 
if not the best, is “The Rock Crusher,” an example of 
“the new poetry,” written at Fort Bayard in 1910. We 
quote the opening stanza: 

“Look at her yonder where she sits 

Enthroned upon a pedestal of massive iron, 

Uplifted high above the crowd of lesser folk 

That throng about her feet and hum and growl, 

And clash their pulleys and their iron teeth 

All through the dusty days and nights— 

She rules o’er all of these. 

The builder placed her there, 

In this, her high estate, 

That rattling, clanking steel cars 

Might run beneath her pulsing throat 

And carry forth MacAdam stone, 

When she has pleased to feed them full, 

To make smooth highways for a million feet. 

But she makes high demands and must be fed 

With constancy and care, else she rebels 

And turns from usefulness— 

She is a woman. If you doubt the word, 

Follow with patience, if you can, 

My devious story of her charming ways, 

Forthwith to be convinced.”

SCHOOL OF FIRE, FIELD ARTILLERY. 


We published last week the paragraphs of G.O. 72 
establishing the School of Fire for Field Artillery at Fort 
Sill, Okla. Following is the order in full: 

G.O. 72, JUNE 38, 1911, WAR DEPT. 

I. The School of Fire for Field Artillery shall be part of 
the command of Fort Sill, Okla. 

II. The following regulations governing the School of Fire 
for Field Artillery, Fort Sill, Okla., are announced. 

1. The object of the school is to give practical instruction. 
Theoretical instruction will be confined to the needs of the 
school and will be given concurrently with the practical in- 
struction. 

-_ The personnel of the school will consist of the com- 
mandant, the school staff, the school detachment, the instruc- 
tion batteries and officers and men detailed for the course of 
instruction. The school staff will consist of all officers not 
students on duty with the school. 

3. The commandant will be selected and detailed by the 
Secretary of War. In case of the absence or disability of the 
commandant the senior officer of the school will be acting 
commandant. 





4. The Commandant. 

a. The administration of the school is intrusted to the 
commandant. The appropriations for its support and for the 
purchase of school property will be disbursed only on vouchers 
approved by him. 

. He will make application for the detail of officers for 
the staff of the school and will assign them as secretary, senior 
instructors and instructors in the school, as may be necessary. 

ec. He will submit not later than Aug. 31 of each year a 
report regarding the progress and needs of the school, and 
before Aug. 1 of each year a detailed program of instruction 
covering the course to be given during the year. When ap- 
proved by the Chief of Staff this program will be sent to the 
post commander, Fort Sill, Okla., with authority to publish it 
for the information and guidance of the officers on duty at 
the school. 

d. He will supervise the training of the instruction bat- 
teries and the methods of instruction in the school courses. 
Upon the relief of any officer from duty with the school, he 
will forward to the Adjutant General of the Army, through 
the commanding officer, Fort Sill, Okla., a detailed repart as 
to the character of the work done by the officer. 

5. The Secretary. 

The secretary will be the custodian of the books and prop- 
erty and will, disburse the funds of the school. He will con- 
duct the correspondence of the school and will issue the 
orders and instructions of the commandant. 

6. Senior Instructor. 

The senior instructor, under the supervision of the com- 
mandant, will have charge of the instruction work and of the 
training of the instruction batteries. He will have charge of 
the preparation of the firing records, and of the collection and 
tabulation of all statistical data obtained at target practice. 


7. Instructors. 


The instructors will have charge of the instruction work. 
When practicable instructors will be senior in rank to student 
officers, but whether senior or junior, instructors in the exe- 
cution of their duties will be accorded the respect due to their 
position. 

8. All courses of instruction at the school will comprise 
practical exercises, problems, research work, conferences and 
lectures. Each firing, practical exercise or problem will be 
followed by a field critique, and a detailed critique will be 
held after each firing, as soon as the target reports can be 
prepared. 

9. The following courses are prescribed: 

Course A—For captains and lieutenants of Field Artillery 
and such officers of the Infantry and Cavalry as may be or- 
dered to attend by the War Department. 

Course B—For field officers of Field Artillery. 

Course C—For non-commissioned officers of Field Artillery. 

Course D—For officers of the Field Artillery organizations 
of the Organized Militia, under regulations prescribed by the 
Secretary of War. 

Course A—Target practice and the tactical use of field ar- 
tillery, as far as the occupation of position is concerned. 
Study of the organization of the personnel, matériel and am- 
munition supply of foreign services in comparison with our 
own. Reconnaissance and panoramic sketching. Ammunition 
supply service. Practical ballistics. 

Course B—Duties of Artillery commanders. Target prac- 
tice. Reconnaissance and occupation of positions in accord- 
ance with concrete tactical problems. Fire direction for the 
organization of which their rank gives them command. Am- 
munition supply service. 

Course C—Setting up and operation of targets. Observa- 
tion of fire. Sketching and scouting. Range finding, use of 
instruments and such other instruction as the commandant 
may find necessary in individual cases. 

Course D—Such parts of Courses A and B as may be pre- 
scribed by the commandant of the school. 

10. Officers and enlisted men who have completed any 
course saticfactorily will be furnished with a certificate to 
that effect, signed by the commandant of the School of Fire, 
and duly recorded by the secretary. 

11. The School of Fire for Field Artillery will be governed 
by the rules of discipline prescribed by Army Regulations and 
by its own special regulations. It is exempted from the con- 
trol of department and division commanders to the same ex- 
tent as are the schools enumerated in Par. 189, Army Regu- 
lations, 1910, except that correspondence with officers on 
duty with the school will be conducted through the command- 
ing officer of Fort Sill. 

12. The instruction units will not be required to comply 
with the annual instruction order for field artillery, and the 
officers serving with them will not be required to pursue the 
garrison school course nor the postgraduate course. 

II. By direction of the President Par. 2, G.O. 118, W.D., 
June 15, 1909, as amended by Par. 1, G.O. 25, W.D., Feb. 
15, 1910; by Par. I., G.O. 173, W.D., Sept. 13, 1910, and by 
G.O. 61, W.D., May 9, 1911, is further amended so as to 
provide for a detachment for the School of Fire for Field 
Artillery at Fort Sill, Okla., as follows: 

Field Artillery School of Fire Detachment (white)—One 
regimental sergeant major, Field Artillery; three sergeants, 
first class, Signal Corps; one battalion sergeant major, Field 
Artillery; one battalion Q.M. sergeant, Field Artillery; one 
first sergeant, Field Artillery; five sergeants, Field Artillery; 
seven corporals, Field Artillery; two cooks, Field Artillery; 
five chief mechanics, Field Artillery; five mechanics, Field 
Artillery; eleven privates, Field Artillery. (Total) 42.

HOW GENERAL CUSTER DIED. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your article on “Scalps and Scalping,” published 
April 1, you quote from General Dodge’s book as to the 
Indian superstition of not scalping a suicide and then 
remark editorially: “The fact that the body of General 
Custer was not scalped and was in no way mutilated in- 
dicates the nature of his death.” [This was the state- 
ment of General Dodge, as the context shows. It should 
have been included in the quotation marks.—EDITorR. ] 

I believe this is an injustice to the memory of General 
Custer. There is nothing in his record to indicate that 
he was other than a brave, fearless man, or that he was 
other than a bold, courageous and hard fighter. He was 
a man of strong will power and I never heard that he 
lost his presence of mind in battle. Such qualifications 
are not usually found in the suicide unless the powers 


‘have been weakened by disease or narcotics. eneral 


Custer was an abstemious man and was then in the full 
enjoyment of vigorous manhood. : 

While burying the dead on the Little Big Horn bat- 
tlefield on the morning of June 28 Major Reno sent for 
me to help identify the dead on “Custer’s Hill.” When 
I arrived General Custer’s body had been moved from 
the position where originally found. Mr. Fred Girard, 
our Ree interpreter, told me that he was one of the first 
to locate and identify General Custer’s body, and when 
found was between the ies of two soldiers (one 
thrown across the other) in a squatting or sitting posi- 
tion, one elbow or upper arm resting on tne uppermost 
body, his face resting in the hand, as in a position of 
meditation. The bodies were all stripped of all clothing. 
_ There were two wounds on General Custer’s body, one 
in the left breast and one in the left temple; the latter 
was a fatal wound and I think the former one was too, 
but am not so sure about it. I examined the wounds; 
there were no powder marks on the body. 

On the tenth anniversary of the battle there was a 
reunion on the battlefield. Chief Gall, the warrior chief 
of Sitting Bull’s band, was one of the party. On our 
return to the Standing Rock Agency, where I had the 
most competent interpreters, I asked Gall why General 
Custer’s body was not scalped and not mutilated. He 
replied promptly and with emphasis: “Because my peo- 
ple recognized him as the big chief and a brave Rghter 
and they respected his position.” He then explained 
that the mutilations were done by the women and young 
boys. That the women were exasperated by the loss of 
their husbands or some member of their family.

CRITICISM OF ARMY HILES.

I was informed while at Fort Riley a few weeks since, 
when the 7th Cavalry went out and the 13th Cavalry 
came in, of one troop that had not one re-enlistment in 
three years. Possible exaggeration, but half this com- 
mand is made up entirely of recruits, and is better off 
than others. 

By the way, I suppose you know that the article on 
“The U.S. Army” in the World’s Work in February 
and March numbers, was prepared by Mr. H. L. Clot- 
worthy, with approval and encouragement of officers; I 
think under the auspices of the Infantry Association. 
And I am told that recently Mr. C. collected the corre- 
spondents at a dinner in San Antonio and asked them, 
in behalf of the Army, to tear up the laudatory stuff they 
had written; that it was not what officers wanted or 
the Army needed; that what was really desired was a 
showing of the difficulties against which officers had to 
contend and the glaring defects of the system. This 
useless and expensive post is one illustration, with a 
beautiful post, Fort Omaha, fourteen miles away, with 
unlimited ground available for purchase for extension.

PROGRESS IN ARTILLERY TACTICS. 


That the introduction of smokeless powder has revolu- 
tionized field artillery tactics and should bring modern 
artillerists back to the methods of the Napoleonic days 
is the contention of so authoritative a writer as Major 
C. Holmes Wilson, of the Royal Field Artillery of the 
British army, who holds that the absence of an adequate 
target puts us in the same conditions that obtained in 
the days of the short-range guns. Discussing the artil- 
lery spirit, in the United Service Magazine, Major 
Wilson says: “The experiences of the war of 1870 may 
be taken as a proof that the fundamental principles of 
1810 still hold good. With the adoption of rifled guns 
it was held that a change of tactics was needed. The 
old short-range guns, once committed, could not be 
moved. With the rifled gun used in 1870 this was not 
the case. The matériel was indifferent, and guns that 
came into action at long or medium ranges did each 
other little harm. As a result they could be withdrawn 
and used again. In addition, on account of the employ- 
ment of black powder, artillery generally had a target. 
These details led to a revolution in artillery tactics, as 
compared with those in use in 1815, at the close of the 
Napoleonic struggle. Instead of reserves being formed 
with a view to using masses at decisive points, the guns 
were pushed into action early and moved as the phases 
of the fight changed. These conditions no longer hold. 

With the improved matériel now in use movement is no 
longer easy, and employment of smokeless powder has 
made it impossible to distinguish targets in the early 
stages. As a result we have to revert to the conditions 
of the Napoleonic era and wait till a decision has been 
reached in regard to what is the decisive point. It is, 
however, no longer necessary to hold guns back, as they 
can come into action concealed, ready to open fire or 
move as called on. Positions of readiness occupied must 
be concealed, otherwise the batteries may not be able 
to establish a. superiority of fire. Groups should be 
formed so as to obtain the effect derived from a mass. 
Owing to the invisibility of objects on the battlefield 
no suitable targets are likely to be seen in the earlier 
stages, and the progress of the infantry advance will 
first give indications as to the positions occupied by 
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the enemy. In South Africa this was frequently done, 
the infantry sending back information in regard to the 
position of the enemy’s riflemen. In returning to 
Napoleonic conditions everything points to the need of 
using masses or groups, once a decision has been reached 
as to where the decisive attack is to be made.” The 
battle of Wagram is used to illustrate the Napoleonic 
method of using artillery masses. The French had 
been checked on both flanks. Finally Davout made 
headway on the right. Napoleon then gave the com- 
mander of the center the laconic order: “Move, take a 
hundred guns, and crush the enemy.” ‘The attack of 
this force proved irresistible. The Austrian center was 
broken and a mass of cavalry driven in between the 
parts. At the battle of Shiloh, in 1862, it was Sherman’s 
massing of the artillery that checked the Confederates’ 
final charge on the first day.

ARMY ITEMS. 


It is not expected that any lieutenants in the Army 
will be ordered up for* promotion examinations before 
the fall. 

Thirty-four officers and men from the Cavalry are 
now at Fort Ethan Allen, and the same number from the 
Infantry are at Fort Sheridan, trying for the Cavalry 
and Infantry rifle teams, which are to be sent to Camp 
Perry this year. Lieut. William H. Clopton, jr., will 
again act as captain of the Cavalry team and Lieut. 
George C. Shaw will serve again in the same capacity 
for the Infantry team. It is expected that both the 
teams will go to Camp Perry about Aug. 10, to remain 
until the matches are completed, about Sept. 1. From 
Camp Perry they go to Sea Girt to participate in the 
annual matches of the New Jersey State Rifle Associa- 
tion. Both of the Army teams will be considerably re- 
stricted in the choice of candidates by the ruling of the 
Department that no one could be brought from the Ma- 
neuver Division to try for a place on the team. This 
has limited the Infantry and Cavalry to a smaller field 
and deprives them of the services of some of the crack 
shots in the Army, who are serving in Texas. 

The honor graduates at the Army School of the Line 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., class of 1911, announced 
on June 22, are the following: Capt. Wilson B. Burtt, 
20th Inf., Capt. Charles W. Weeks, 28th Inf., Capt.

With instructions to reorganize the school for en- 
listed men in the Signal Corps at Omaha, Neb., Capt.

W. N. Haskell, who is temporarily in charge of the 
school, will act as Captain Cowan’s assistant. Although 
Captain Cowan has not fully developed his plans he ex- 
pects to provide for two courses of study at the school. 
One will be for non-commissioned officers and the other 
a sort of preliminary training for recruits. Among the 
studies which will be included in tne curriculum will be 
telegraphy, telephony and wireless engineering. A com- 
prehensive course in cable work and instructions in 
gasoline engineering will also be provided for in the 
school. No officer in the Signal Corps is better quali- 
fied for the work, as it has always been Captain Cowan’s 
specialty since he entered the Service. 

Major Harry G, Learnard, Gen. Staff, who was re- 
lieved from duty at the Maneuver Division, came to 
Washington June 19 to clear up his desk preparatory to 
going on duty with the 14th Infantry at Fort Missoula. 
Before joining his regiment Major Learnard will prob- 
ably go on a leave of absence to Sept, 1. He expresses 
himself highly pleased with the work of the Maneuver 
Division, and thinks much has been done toward perfect- 
ing the field regulations of the Army. 


Second Lieut. Theodore E. Atkinson, P.S., who was 
tried by G.C.M. some months since, as shown in G.O. 12, 
Feb. 14, 1911, Department of Luzon, published on page 
949 of our issue of April 8 last, is again in trouble, 
according to the Cablenews-American, which says, in 
part: “Lieutenant Atkinson was placed under arrest May 
10 by order of Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, com- 
manding the Department of Luzon, and is now under 
surveillance and confinement at the Cuartel de Espafia. 
The Lieutenant’s arrest followed immediately after an 
interview he had with General Funston and is the culmi- 
nation of a long series of troubles into which he has been 
immersed. His case has been the subject of investigation 
by the inspector general of the division, and about a 
week ago sieutenant Atkinson was ordered to come down 
from Camp Gregg, Pangasinan, where his company was 
serving on rinderpest quarantine duty, to report to the 
inspector general. He failed to report to that_officer, 
and was summoned to appear before General Funston 
to give an account of himself. Lieutenant Atkinson 
has been ill, and his condition is such that General 
Funston deemed it best to have him put for safekeeping 
in the guardhouse at Cuartel de Espafia. His case is 
now being fully investigated by the military authorities, 
while he is being closely watched.” 

First wieut. Jason M. Walling, 3d U.S. Inf., according 
to the Manila Times of May 9, 1911, was before a 
G.C.M. at Cuartel de Espafia May 15. “Lieutenant 
Walling,” says the Times, “has been in charge of the 
Subsistence Department potato farm at Camp Vicars, 
Mindanao, which was recently ordered to be abandoned. 
It seems that while on duty at the farm Lieutenant Wal- 
ling had some trouble with his superior officers, and that 
one of the charges to be preferred will be of impertinence 
to Major Herbert H. Sargent, 2d Cav., who will be one 
of the principal witnesses at the trial. Another of the 
charges is the result of disputed ownership of some 
gun shells which were sent to the potato farm and 
which should have gone to the post exchange at Mala- 
bang. It seems that Lieutenant Walling had ordered 
some shells from an officer stationed in Manila, and when 
the other shells arrived at the farm he assumed that 
they were his and made use of them. When the shells 
were demanded by the Malabang post exchange the 
Lieutenant, still of the opinion that they were his own 

roperty, refused to give them up.” Lieut. Col. A. C. 

ucat, $0th U.S. Inf., is president of the court, and 
Capt. M. F. Smith, 20th Inf., judge advocate. 

It has been decided to detail Major Jay E. Hoffer, 
U.S.A., Ord. Dept., as professor of ordnance and gunnery 
at West Point, Although Major Hoffer does not assume 





the duties of the position until next year, se is now 
at the Academy to formally relieve his predecessor. There 
will be no class in ordnance at the Academy next year, 
on account of the change that has been made in the 
course of study. 

Lieut. Col. Elmer W. Hubbard, Coast Art. Corps, 

.S.A., has been undergoing trial by G.C.M. at Camp 
Crockett, near Galveston, Texas, charged with conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline. 
Major Frank W. Coe, Coast Art., counsel for Lieutenant 
Colonel Hubbard, entered a plea of mental irresponsibility 
at the time of the occurrence of the alleged act. The 
trial was halted while the plea was submitted to the 
Judge Advocate General in Washington. Upon receiving 
instruction to proceed with the case Major Coe entered 
another plea al leging insanity at the present time. This 
matter was again referred to the War Department. The 
president of the court has been notified to hold members 
— at Galveston until the case is finally dis- 
posed of. 





A lady who has a son among the enlisted men in the 
maneuver camp in Texas sends us the extract which 
follows from one of her son’s letters, which shows how 
some things appear from the point of view of a young 
soldier: “I don’t suppose an army of any sort can ever 
be made a thoroughly moral institution until human 


nature is so changed that we become ‘like the angels in 
heaven’ and don’t need armies; but thin can be 
materially bettered. The JOURNAL has given full enough 
accounts of the conditions near the camp at San Antonio. 
If men could get liquor to a reasonable extent in their 
canteens they wouldn’t have to go to low dives for it. 
Some would keep about half tipsy all the time perhaps 
if the management of the canteen happened to be slack. 
This would be a rare abuse, and some would go to low 
dives anyway ; but there wouldn’t be nearly so much vice 
as there is now. I doubt if the restoration of the canteen 
would be an unmixed blessing, but it would be a long 
and thoroughly practical step in the right direction. It 
would take away nearly all the trade from and so drive 
away most of the saloons or other places to get intoxi- 
cants, which are so disgraceful about most military and 
naval stations, as well as kill the bootlegging trade carried 
on to a greater or less extent on every post and in every 
camp I’ve seen—and carried on by a pretty low class of 
civilians, too, as a general thing. Many enlisted men, 
and not altogether the brightest minded ones either, have 
told me, and I have felt it myself, that nearly all the 
efforts to better our conditions—the Y.M.C.A. is really 
the only thing of the sort—are too ‘dead,’ too juvenile 
in their treatment of us, and too goody-goody. he best 
thing I’ve ever heard of the Y.M.C.A. doing was a lecture 
they got a major of the Medical Corps to give one Sunday 
night in their big tent at San Antonio, a fine thing for 
the couple of hundred young fellows who were there.”

At the next naval battle practice, commencing Aug. 
31, there will be experiments in shooting at balloons and 
aeroplane kites with three-inch guns. This will be the 
first attempt to use anything other than Service rifles in 
aeroplane marksmanship. Several of the ships in the 


fleet are being equipped with special gun carriages for 
this work. No plans for the carriages have been fur- 
nished by the Navy Department, but the commanders of 
ships have been left to work out the problem them- 
selves, Secrecy as to how these aeroplane carriages are 
to be built is being maintained as there is a sort of com- 
petition betwen the different ships not only as to the 
aeroplane marksmanship, but as to plans for the guns 
to be used. The Michigan on June 20 made a splen- 
did record in firing at the Texas. For the first time re- 
duced charges were used which made the danger space 
very small, and was a very severe test for the marks- 
men upon the Michigan. The Commercial Club, of Cin- 
cinnati, composed of fifty of the most prominent busi- 
ness men of that city, witnessed the shooting. ‘The 
party was picked up at Norfolk by the Sterett and Bur- 
rows and taken to the scene at a thirty-knot speed. The 
party was so enthusiastic over the marksmanship of the 
gunners, and the speed of the Sterett and Burrows that 
they sent a wireless telegram to the President express- 
ing their high opinion of the efficiency of the Navy. 





By the confirmation of the nomination of Thomas J. 
Cowie, the Paymaster General of the Navy on June 21 
attained permanently the rank of rear admiral. This is 
under the provision of law by which officers with a 
service of over thirty years who are acting as chiefs of 
bureaus are given a new permanent commission with 
the rank of rear admiral. Not until the question was 
submitted to the Attorney General did the Navy De- 
partment reach the conclusion that the Paymaster Gen- 
eral came under the same law which gives Chief Naval 
Constructor Capps the rank of rear admiral, even after 
he has retired from the head of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repairs. This was not ‘on account of any 
desire on the part of the Secretary or ‘any officers in 
the Department to deprive the Paymaster General of the 
rank which his service entitled him to, but because 
attorneys did not all agree in the construction which 
they gave the law, owing to its rather uncertain wording.

Fifty years ago on June 1, says Town Topics, the Jo 
Daviess Guards marched proudly out of Galena, IIl., to 
put down the rebellion. A local fire company escorted 
them ; a brass band played martial airs, and the Mayor, 
in an impassioned speech, bade them go to glory or the 
grave. As they paraded to the railroad station a short, 
stout, quiet man, carpetbag in hand, stepped from the 
sidewal and fell in behind them alongside of the negro 
who carried the water pail. This unexpected recruit was 
Capt. Ulysses S. Grant, late U.S.A., who was very glad 
to get free transportation to Springfield, where he in- 
tended to offer his services to Governor Yates in any 
capacity. The reply to this offer was, “There is nothin 
for you to do.” Letters to Adjutant General Thomas an 
to Major General McClellan, then the idol of the Army 
and the people, were unanswered. “I guess they don’t 
want me!” said Captain Grant sadly and patiently. 
When historians searched the archives at Washington his 
letters were found among masses of waste papers—the 
had not even been put on file at the War Department. 
Sorsaget later Grant was appointed by Governor Yates 
as colonel of the 2ist Illinois Volunteers, not because 
anybody wanted 





1 | him, but because there was no other 
available man with any military experience. In less than 
two years he was in command of all the troops in the 
Mississippi Valley, had captured Vicksburg, was a major 
fama! in the Regular Army. In three years he was 
ieutenant general—the first revival of this rank since it 
was he ns Washington—and had completely eclipsed 
and superseded General McClellan, who had ignored him, 
while Adjutant General Thomas had long since been for- 
gotten. This meteoric rise, without a precedent save that 
of Napoleon, is one of the romances of the Civil War and 
should not be forgotten in the series of semi-centennial 
celebrations. It has its moral: that the emergency al- 
ways finds the man if the man is prepared for the emer- 
gency. 


When the U.S.S. Delaware was at Rio they learned 
that the breech blocks of the guns on the Brazilian men- 
of-war were stowed away on shore as a measure of 
precaution; also all the rifles. The Brazilian officers 
were obliged to apologize for their inability to render 
proper salutes. he chief occupation of these officers 
seemed to consist of afternoon promenades on_ the 
“Avenida” and evening dinners at their several villas.

The un- 
official reports of the Delaware’s South American cruise 
indicate that none of her lower broadside guns could 
have been operated in heavy weather, as the sea reached 
the gunsills, and would have made the accurate agen” d 
of the guns an impossibility. A ship under such condi- 
tions would be at the mercy of a modern destroyer, which, 
big and seaworthy, is fully able to operate in bad 
weather. A tentative plan to raise the lower broadside 
guns of these two ships must be worked out. The Utah 
and Florida and the Arkansas and heen are a little 
better off, having eight of their torpedo defense guns 
mounted on the deck above.”

The 
sailors were lost by the sinking of a barge when they 
were returning from shore leave. 














World-wide attention is being attracted to the new 
wireless towers which are to be erected at Arlington by 
the Navy Department. The contract for the towers was 
let on June 20 by the Bureau of Yards and Docks to 
the Baltimore Bridge Company for $105,000. V 
complete the plant will cost about $150,000. It will be 
the largest high-powered station in the world. As stated 
previously, the top of the highest tower, which will be 
600 feet from its base, will be over 200 feet higher above 
the sea level than the Washington Monument. It is 
estimated that the station will have a radius of com- 
munication of about 3,000 miles.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Med. Dir. Edward Shippen, U.S.N., retired, a well 
known officer of the old Navy and of wide experience, 
died at his country home in Chestnut Hill, Philadelphia, 
Pa., June 16, 1911. He was born in New Jersey in 
1826, and was a graduate of Princeton and the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. He entered the naval service as 
an assistant surgeon from Pennsylvania in 1849. He 
was aboard the sloop Marion, of the East India 
Squadron, 1849-52, when the Portuguese frigate Donna 
Maria Segunda was torn to pieces by the explosion of 
her magazines when within a cable’s length of the 
Marion. Of the large number on board the frigate only 
nine were rescued by the Marion. The only person 
seriously injured on the U.S. vessel was a boatkeeper 


on the side away from the explosion. One of the frigate’s 
guns was blown over the Marion. Dr. Shippen served 
in the East India Squadron aboard the Ohio and 
Boston, 1852-3; the steamship Fulton, in the Fishing 
Banks Squadron; the steamship Hetzel, of the coast 
survey, and the brig Dolphin, on the coast of Africa, 
1855-57. During his cruise in the Dolphin on the coast 
of Africa he was present at a bombardment of a native 
town, and also took part in two landings for the protec- 
tion of white traders. Among other services he was in 
the Caledonia, of the Paraguay expedition, 1859; the 
flagship Congress, of the Brazil Squadron, 1859-61. He 
was commissioned surgeon April 26, 1861, and was then 
attached to the frigate Congress, of the North Atlantic 
Blockading Squadron. He was with the Congress when 
she was attacked by the Confederate ram Merrimac at 
Newport News, Va., and was injured by a shell. He 
was aboard the frigate New Ironsides, 1864-5, at both 
battles of Fort Fisher and at Bermuda Hundred. While 
in the Canandaigua, 1866-8, of the European Squadron, 
he made the Russian cruise under Admiral Farragut. 
He was fleet surgeon, European Station, 1871-3, which 
was his last sea duty. During his long Navy career he 
was a member of various boards, and he was retired for 
age in 1888. Medical Director Shippen was a Fellow 
of the College of Physicians, of Philadelphia; member 
of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania; president of 
the Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania; governor of 
the Society of Colonial Wars of Pennsylvania ; companion 
of the M.O.L.L.U.S., ete. He was also the author of the 
entertaining and instructive works, “Thirty Years at 
Sea,” “A Christmas at Sea,” “Naval Battles of America” 
and “Naval Battles of the World.” 

Asst. Civil Engr. Robert S. Furber, U.S.N., who for 
the last year was stationed at the navy yard, New York, 
died June 17, 1911, at the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, 
while undergoing an operation for appendicitis. He was 
born in Minneapolis, and entered the Service May 21, 
1901. He was commissioned assistant civil engineer 
May 9, 1907. He is survived by a widow, who was Miss 
Emily Jenkins, of Baltimore. 

Rear Admiral Cipriano Andrade, U.S.N., retired, died 
at Wadsworth’s Moss Hill Sanitarium, South Norwalk, 
Conn., June 19, 1911. The y was sent to Washington 
for interment in the National Cemetery at Arlington. 
Rear Admiral Andrade was born in Tampico, Mexico, in 
1840, and entered the U.S. naval service as a third 
assistant engineer in 1861. He was assigned to the 
steam sloop Lancaster, then engaged in protecting the 
Isthmus of Panama and cruising for Confederate com- 
merce destroyers. He became a_ second assistant 
engineer in 1862, and went to the steam gunboat Pontiac, 
on the North Atlantic Blockading Station. While aboard 
that vessel he took part in the attack on Battery Mar- 
shall, and was also in the Broad River campaign at 
Honey Hill to open communication with General Sher- 
man, resulting in the battles at Tulfinny Crossroads, 





On General Sherman’s leaving Savannah the Pontiac 
was with much difficulty taken up the Savannah River 
to Sisters Ferry, about forty-five miles above the city, 
and guarded the pontoon bridge from molestation by 
the Confederates while General Slocum’s wing passed 
into South Carolina. The blockade runner Amazon was 
captured, which later became a serviceable transport for 
the Union Army. He was promoted to first assistant 
engineer in 1865, became chief engineer, with rank of 
captain, in 1898. He had also served on board the Tus- 
carora, the Saugus, the Benicia, the Trenton, the Yantic, 
the Swatara, the Yorktown, the Columbia and the New 
York. While aboard the Tuscarora in 1866 he witnessed 
the bombardment of Valparaiso and the attack on Callao 
by the Spanish fleet, and was engaged in running a line 
of deep sea soundings from San Francisco to Honolulu 
and from the latter place to Brisbane, Australia, and it 
was greatly owing to the care of the then P.A. Engineer 
Andrade that the soundings were completed, as the 
boilers and engines of the Tuscarora were not in good 
condition. He was engineer of the fleet on the North 
Atlantic Station, on board the New York, from 1895 
until 1897, serving on the general staff of Admirals 
Mead and Bunce, and was present at the Kiel celebration 
of the opening of the North Sea Canal. He served in 
Cuba and Porto Rico in 1898, repairing the machinery 
of a number of vessels under Rear Admiral Sampson. 
He was placed on the retired list on his own application 
after forty years’ service on July 1, 1901, receiving the 
rank of rear admiral. 

Mrs. Isabel Melville Barney, wife of Dr. Fred M. 
Barney, Med. Res. Corps, U.S.A., died at Dolgeville, 
N.Y., June 14, 1911. 

McLean Sandoz, age fourteen months, son of Lieut. 
Comdr. F. L. Sandoz, U.S.N., died in Wytheville, Mo., 
June 15, 1911. 

Of the death of Lieut. Col. Nat P. Phister, 30th U.S. 
Inf., on May 9, 1911, a correspondent writes: ‘In the 
untimely death of Colonel Phister the world has lost one 
of its most beautiful characters, for in Colonel Phister 
were combined the sweet and lovable nature which made 
for him friends wherever he went; a strong sense of 
justice and honor and the courage of a true, unflinching 
soldier. A general officer, in speaking of him, said that 
‘he was one of the best officers in my command, a true, 
loyal, faithful, courageous soldier’ ; and his young officers 
say of him that ‘his life was such that any young officer 
might take him for a_model with profit to himself and 
credit to the military Service.’ He was a man extremely 
temperate in everything, with a mind unusually keen 
and alert, being up on everything military and otherwise 
to a remarkable degree. The instant expression of great 
grief by the whole regiment when the notice of his death 
was read, and the desire of the men to all act as his 
last escort, spoke for itself the great affection in which 
he was held. Colonel Phister was the son of Dr. John 
P. Phister, of Maysville, Ky., one of the most beloved 
and distinguished physicians of the state. Besides his 
widow, who was Miss Mary Harriet Fifield, daughter of 
Mr. James Marcus Fifield, of Conneaut, Ohio, and their 
two daughters, Miss Belle Duke Phister and Mrs. Cowin, 
wife of Capt. William B. Cowin, 9th Cav., he leaves 
two sisters, Mrs. Basil Duke, of Maysville, Ky., and 
Mrs. Charles A. Stark, of Cincinnati, Ohio. The world 
has lost a great man surely, for his like is seldom seen.” 

Mrs. Lydia M. Crocker, widow of Chaplain George D. 
Crocker, U.S.A., died at Chino, Cal., May 25, 1911. 

Capt. James W. Hinkley, jr., who resigned from the 
Army Jan. 23, 5, while holding the commission of 
captain, Artillery Corps, died at Poughkeepsie, N.Y., 
June 19, 1911. He had been a sufferer from nervous 
breakdown. He was born in Pou ew Sept. 8, 18738. 
He was appointed a cadet at the tS) .A. in June, 1896, 
and was graduated and assigned to the 3d Artillery in 
June, 1896. He distinguished. himself in both football 
and baseball, besides breaking records in track athletics 
while at the Academy. He was stationed at various 
times at Fort Hamilton, N.Y.; Fort Washington, near 
Washington, D.C., and at the Presidio, at San Francisco. 
For four years he was detailed to West Point as an 
instructor in mathematics, having been promoted captain 
Aug. 1, 1901. In April, 1904, Captain Hinkley’s father 
died, and it became necessary, in January, 1905, for 
him to resign his commission and return to Poughkeepsie 
to take his part in the management of his family in- 
\terests. He became president of the Poughkeepsie City 
and Wappingers Falls Electric Railway, and, in addi- 
tion, had many other interests. Captain Hinkley was 


“a member of the Army and Navy Club of Washington, 


the Army and Navy Club of New York, and of the 
Manhattan Club, of the Amrita Club, Duchess Club and 
Tennis Club, of Poughkeepsie. Captain Hinkley was 
married June 18, 1902, to Miss Etheline Louise Hart, 
of New Britain, Conn., and leaves, besides his wife, his 
brothers and sisters and his mother, three children, a 
girl and two boys. He was fully conscious to the very 
last and said good-bye to every member of the family. 
One of his last injunctions was: “Now, children, no 
tears!’ The Poughkeepsie Daily Eagle, in referring to 
his death, says, in part: “He was a Army officer 
of the best type, a natural leader and a well trained 
leader of men. Had opportunity occurred, he would 
doubtless have distinguished himself in the Service, but 
the Spanish War was fought by the Navy and the In- 
fantry—the Artillery, particularly the heavy Coast 
Artillery, having little or no part in it. Captain Hinkley 
was fond of the Army, and regretted the necessity of 
resigning from the Service. He remained a true soldier 
until the last, and faced the conquering enemy with a 
soldier’s courage.” The Evening Enterprise of Pough- 
keepsie also pays a high tribute to Captain Hinkley 
editorially. Captain Hinkley was the author of a text- 
book on Coast Artillery adopted by the War Department.

On June 15 
Chaplain Murphy was scheduled to make a march on 
horseback of about 270 miles, the route being west to 
Prairie du Chien, Wis., and thence north to Sparta.

Plans are now being made for an elaborate entertainment 
of the Admiral in Washington. 
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LOCALIZATION OF REGIMENTS. 
Localization plans for the Army, under consideration 
in the General Staff, which were described in the last 
issue of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL are being actively 
discussed in the Service. These plans are also attract- 
ing attention outside of the Army among those who are 


interested in the great question of national defense. Ob- 


jections are raised, however, and it is suggested that the 
ones most competent to form a judgment are officers in 
command of companies. I[t is urged that the local in- 
terest in Volunteers was a disadvantage during our 
Civil War, and that the best regiment of Volunteers we 
ever had, the U.S. Volunteers, were without local ties. 
At Washington very few objections have so far been 
raised, and much has been said in favor of the scheme. 

The suggestion has been made that regiments and 
organizations should not only be enlisted locally, but 
permanently stationed. In behalf of this plan it is urged 
that the transportation cost of the Army could thus be 
reduced to a minimum. This plan would keep a regiment 
permanently in the Philippines or at the same post in 
this country. In order to divide up foreign service offi- 
cers could be relieved of their commands in the Philip- 
pines every two or three years, and enlisted men who 
do not care to re-enlist in the Philippines could be 
relieved by recruits from the States. 

While this plan might result in some saving, doubt is 
expressed by those who favor the localization of the 
Army as to whether it would be possible to keep the 
regiments at home stations recruited up to their 
authorized strength. Experienced recruiting officers 
declare that the first thing that a recruit wants after 
he enlists is a railroad ticket. A great majority of 
enlisted men enter the Service for the trip abroad. Even 
in the National Guard most of the men enlist because 
the regiment goes into camp once a year. If the Militia 
was not taken on a trip once a year, but kept drilling in 
its home town, it would be impossible to keep up any- 
thing like the organization that exists at present. This 
is true in the Regular Service even to a greater extent 
than in the Militia. 

Not only in the General Staff, but among other officers 
stationed at Washington, is this view held. The same 
opinion is entertained by a number of non-commissioned 
officers who have been interviewed. Of course, thosc 
in the Service did not presume to discuss the matter, 
but a number who have been in the Service did not 
hesitate to say that the most attractive feature of the 
Army life to civilians when they enlist is the foreign 
service. 

Perhaps no other officer in the Service is quite as 
competent to discuss the general question of the locali- 
zation of the Army as Lieut. Col. Jacob G. Galbraith, 
of the 4th Cav., who is now at the Army War College. 
He made an experiment in local recruiting for the 1st 
Cavalry in Iowa which proved to be a success in every 
respect. By recruiting especially for the regiment from 
that state it became known as the Iowa regiment, and 
was filled to its authorized strength at a time when it 
was very difficult to secure recruits for the Cavalry. 

“My experience in recruiting convinces me that noth- 
ing would popularize the Service more or do more to 
increase the efficiency of the Army than to enlist men 
for each regiment from the same locality,” said Colonel 
Galbraith when asked to express his opinion of the plan 
as it is now before the General Staff. “Of course, I 
am speaking for the Cavalry, and do not presume to say 
how the plan would work with other arms of the Service, 

“When I went into Iowa to get recruits for the 1st 
Cavalry Arizona was regarded as undesirable a station 
as the Philippines are now. But by making the Ist 
largely an Iowa regiment we were able to fill it up with 
a high quality of enlisted men. Aside from Arizona not 
being a desirable station, there was decided prejudice in 
Towa against the Regular Army. Still, as the result 
of recruiting exclusively for one regiment from the state, 
there was such a change in the sentiment in the state 
toward the Service that there was a general demand for 
a post, which resulted in the location of Fort Des 
Moines at the capital of the state. Even now I am 
receiving letters from men whom I enlisted while I was 
on duty in Iowa. One man writes me that ‘you remember 
that I am one of the Iowa boys that you enlisted, and I 
want you to put my son in the Army.’ The men that I 
enlisted under these conditions became attached to me 
and I to them. ‘The regiment became known as the 
‘lowa Regiment,’ and everybody in the state was in- 
terested in its welfare. 

“IT am convinced that an excellent Cavalry regiment 
could be recruited from West Virginia, for instance. In 
time, if a system of recruiting for the same organization 
was kept up, the state would become as deeply interested 
and closely identified with it as if it were a volunteer 
regiment. The Regular Army, we should not forget, is 
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a volunteer army, and in my opinion there is no reason 
why it should not be recruited just like the troops which 
we term ‘volunteers.’ ” 

“Do you think that regiments should be permanently 
stationed in localities from which they are recruited 
under this proposed system?” was asked. 

“No; I do not think there should be any change in 
the present scheme for foreign service,” replied Colonel 
Galbraith. “I found that the most attractive feature 
of the Army to the recruits is service in the Philippines. 
The most ambitious recruits enlist because they either 
want to see the world or go to some place where they 
are apt to see some fighting. We never experience any 
difficulty in securing recruits when there is a prospect 
of war. The more unsettled conditions are in the 
Philippines the easier it is to get recruits. 

“Then ‘there is something about a home regiment 
marching off in a body for the Philippines or any other 
foreign station which, in my opinion, would be very 
attractive to enlisted men. I think that a regiment 
should all be enlisted from the same locality, sent to its 
foreign station and at the end of two years brought 
back home. This plan would soon fill up all of our 
regiments with the most desirable enlisted. men, and 
gradually create a spirit in the different regiments which 
would not only revolutionize conditions in the Army, but 
entirely change the attitude of the country toward the 
Service.” ¢ 

“I would be tempted to re-enlist,” said John Lochran, 
who served as a private in the Regular Army, “if a 
regiment were recruited from Washington.” Mr. Lochran 
is the son of a wealthy tobacco merchant, and now 
holds a responsible position in his father’s establishment. 
He went into the Army simply for the love of the serv 
ice, and thinks that it did much to fit him for business. 

“Of course, I would go into the Service again because 
1 would expect to go to the Philippines or some other 
foreign station. I would not re-enlist if I thought 1 
would be kept at Fort Meyer or any other post in the 
country all the time. I think that the War Department 
would experience very little trouble in recruiting a regi- 
ment in the District of Columbia if all of the men were 
assured that the regiment was to be maintained as a 
Joecal organization. If the boys should all go to the 
Philippines and come back I think that you would find 
a better class of enlisted men in the Army. I do not 
want to be understood to be saying that there are not 
in the Army some of the very highest class citizens in 
the country, but we all know that a great many get into 
the Service who are not very desirable associates. 
Nothing, in my opinion, would do more to elevate the 
Service than the recruiting of a regiment from the same 
locality.” 

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 

At this writing, June 23, the leaders of both the Senate 
and the House are at sea without a pilot or compass. 
The tariff question, with all of its troublesome complica- 
tions, is now before the Senate, and the Senators and 
members are so deeply engrossed with it that they give 
very little consideration to any other legislation. This 
condition may continue until the adjournment of Con- 
gress, although the Senate leaders may suddenly adjust 
their differences and proceed on the even tenor of their 
way. So often in the Senate the darkest hour is just before 
the break of day. ‘The fact that the insurgents and the 
regular Republicans are so far apart is not a sure indi- 
cation that within a few days they may not be working 
together again. 

Under normal conditions, if they are restored, another 
caucus of the Democrats of the House on Army, and 
Navy legislation will soon take place. Unless the Senate 
should send to the House a bill completely revising the 
tariff the House will have very little to do until time 
for adjournment. ‘This will give Chairman Hay, of the 
Military Affairs Committee, and Chairman Padgett. of 
the Naval Affairs Committee, an opportunity to press 
their legislative programs. It is known that neither of 
the chairmen has entirely given up hopes of securing 
legislation at this session, and some developments in 
Congress may yet occur that will be of interest to the 
Service. 

Over in the Senate Committee this week Generals 
Oliver, Wood and Murray appeared in extended hearings 
advocating the passage of the most important Du Pont 
Volunteer Army bill. They were in accord on the con- 
tention that in the time of peace legislation should be 
enacted for the organization of a volunteer army. The 
laws covering this subject, it was declared, are very im- 
perfect, and should be amended without delay. The 
committee will probably report out the bill in the near 
future. 

In response to Senate Resolution 55, directing the 
Secretary of War to furnish information relative to the 
proposed re-establishment of division headquarters in 
the Army, General Murray appeared before the Senate 
Committee on June 22. In opening his talk to the com- 
mittee he stated that all the questions asked in the 
resolution were answered in Senate Document 42, noticed 
in the last issue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 

General Murray called attention to the fact that no 
Secretary of War or officer of the Army who had given 
the subject careful study had favored any other organi- 
zation of the Army. He produced some of the corre- 
spondence when the scheme had been condemned, which 
made it evident that those who are opposed to it 
had given it scant consideration. General Chaffee was 





quoted as being opposed to the scheme because it would 
interfere with commercial interests and would be 4 hard- 
ship on the clerks. In response to questions from 
Senator Hitchcock, General Murray stated that the pur- 
chase of supplies for the Army would continue as here- 
tofore under the charge of “chiefs of bureaus concerned. 
Such purchases are now made at points most advan- 
tageous to the Government, quality, price and cost of 
transportation being considered, amd it is not thought 
that the places of purchase will be greatly affected by 
the. new arrangement.” 

The Military Committee of the House now has before 
it the letter of the Secretary of War on territorial divi- 
sions, with the documents accompanying and enumerated 
in the letter, as we published it June 10, page 1243. As 
the territorial divisions are already provided for by 
G.O. 64, W.D., appearing on page 1173 of our issue of 
May 27, these documents are not important, except for 
the instruction of Congress. They show how our Army 
has heretofore shifted back and forth, to and from the 
territorial division organization, without any such change 
in the duties of department commanders as is now pro- 
posed and as described in the letter of Secretary Stimson 
referred to.

In common with the other executive departments, the 
War and Navy Departments are being searched by com- 
mittees of the House for campaign material. This always 
oceurs when there is a change in the political complexion 
of Congress, and always will. The Democrats are look- 
ing forward to the next Presidential campaign, and if 
they can create a suspicion that there is waste, extrava- 
gance or corruption in the Departments they think they 
can use it in helping to elect a Democratic President 
in 1912. It will be observed that the Covington resolu- 
tion directed against the Pay Department of the Army 
is so framed as to cast a reflection on every pay officer 
in the Army. Privately, Representative Covington said, 
and for that matter in the debates in Congress, that it 
referred to only certain officers. But the refusal to name 
the officer or officers against whom the charges are made 
involves the entire Army. That the politicians are ready 
to seize any pretext, and have no concern as to upon 
whom the charges come, is evidenced by the effort to 
discredit the management of the Washington Navy Yard. 
All of the charges against the navy yard and also against 
the Pay Department of the Army have long ago been 
thoroughly investigated and proved to be groundless. In 
a statement given out at the Navy Department, with 
regard to the testimony of J. W. Lucas and J. B. Sims 
before the Committee on Expenditures in the Navy 
Department, it is declared emphatically that the irregu- 
larities charged have no existence, except in the imagina- 
tion of discredited employees. The motor boat of Pay- 
master Merriam, said to have been built in a cellar in 
the yard, was, as a matter of fact, built outside a year 
before he was assigned to the yard, and the repairs made 
were at his expense, the commandant’s permission having 
been first obtained. Another charge is made that Pay- 
master Merriam has an employee named George Lawrie 
working for him in government time and on government 
pay. Paymaster Merriam employs Mr, Lawrie to attend 
to his automobile and motor boat outside of government 
time, and pays him out of his own pocket. Paymaster 
Merriam affirms that he never authorized Lawrie to work 
for him during government hours. As to the statement 
that there has been no complete inventory for seven 
vears, it is to be noted that an inventory and appraisal 
of all government property at the Boston Yard was 
hegun July 15, 1909, and completed in October, 1909; 
one at New York in November, 1909, was completed 
January, 1910; that at the Philadelphia Yard was begun 
in April, 1910, and the appraisal at Puget Sound reached 
ihe Department three months ago; the inventory at the 
Washington Yard will come in due course. As for an 
alleged deficiency of $8,000 in some electrical material, 
there was no shortage whatever. Certain stores, which 
were outside of the general storehouse and under the 
charge of the captain of the yard, were drawn out from 
time to time, and a proper record kept. When this was 
discovered by the general storekeeper stub requisitions 
covering all materials were obtained from the different 
departments and charged to the proper appropriations. 
This was last July. 





A general order will shortly be issued by the War 
Department describing the changes in the uniform of the 
Army. Im all probability this is the last time that a 
general order will be issued covering this subject, and 
in the future any changes in the uniform will be an- 
nounced through instructions issued by the Quarter- 
master’s Department. Considerable delay in issuing this 
order has been. occasioned by the proceedings of the In- 
fantry and Cavalry equipment hoards. Decision as to 
some of the changes in the uniform will be postponed 
until it is known whether they will interfere with the 
recommendation of the equipment boards. A complete 
table of occasions is being prepared by the General 
Staff. Not since 1907 has any table of this character 
been issued, and the officers of the Army have frequently 
been embarrassed because they were not fully advised as 
to what uniform should be worn at different times. This, 
it is thought, will be one of the most valuable documents 
issued by the Department covering the subject of 
uniforms. Standard patterns and samples of standard 
color and character of cloth which will be required by 
the Department is to be issued to uniform manufacturers 
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by the Quartermaster General’s Department. In the 
past tailors have depended largely upon descriptions 
issued by the War Department, and as a result, there 
have been variations in) the character and general ap- 
pearance of uniforms. ‘The Quartermaster General’s 
Department is now working on these samples, and they 





will probably be issued at the same time that the order 


is made public. In all probability the general order 
will provide that officers detached from their arm under 
the provision of the Act of 1901 will, during the period 
of their service away from their arm, wear the insignia 
of their arms or corps without regimental numbers, This 
will not apply to officers of the General Staff,. majors 
of the Philippine Scouts, field officers of the Porto Rico 


Regiment and other officers serving on classes of detached ° 


duty, for their insignia is provided for by existing regu- 
lations, Neither will acting inspectors general serving 
under the Act of 1874 wear the insignia of the Inspector 
General's Department. The order will not cover the 
modifications in the design of spurs, of caps, service 
uniforms for officers and enlisted men and of dress and 
full dress uniforms for officers of the Quartermaster’s 
Department. These changes will be described in detail 
by specifications furnished by the Ordnance Department 
and the Quartermaster General. All the changes will 
probably go into effect July 1. 





A report of service target practice held at Fort Mills, 
P.I., has just been received by the Chief of Coast Ar- 
tillery, which indicates the efficiency of our fortifica- 
tions in the insular possessions in service target prac- 
tice. The practice referred to was held by the 11th Co., 
Coast Art. Corps, with 12-inch guns on disappearing 
carriages on March 23, 1911. This company fired six 
shots from two guns at a material target 30 feet high 
by 60 feet long in 3 minutes 48 and 2-5 seconds. The 
target, which was at a distance of 41%4 miles from the 
battery firing, and moving at a speed of a little more 
than eight miles per hour, was struck six times, the bat- 
tery scoring 100 per cent. of hits. This is the best rec- 
ord made with 12-inch guns during the target practice 
year of 1910. The figure of merit in this practice was 
283.68. Considering the range of the target, the rate of 
fire and the number of hits, this is one of the best heavy 
gun practices which has ever been held with guns of 
this caliber. The company was commanded by Capt. 
Louis E. Bennett, Coast Art. Corps. The Chief of 
Coast Artillery considers that this practice has such 
merit as to warrant special commendation of the offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the 11th Company, and recom- 
mendation will be made to the Chief of Staff accordingly. 


Secretary Stimson is looking for 200 young college 
graduates to appoint as lieutenants in the Army. No 
political or other influence is reauired to secure one of 
these appointments. He wants to get voung men of the 
proper physical and moral fiber and the only require- 
ment is that they shall pass the prescribed examination. 
While a diploma from a college is preferred, it is not 
required, and any young man who can pass the exam- 
ination will have an equal chance with those who have 
secured diplomas. There are 282 vacancies in the Army, 
and the class just graduated from West Point filled only 
eighty-two of them. ‘Lhe age limit is from twenty-one 
to twenty-seven years, amd any young American who 
wants to be an officer in the United States Army can 
have it for the asking. Secretary Stimson has had com- 
piled circulars of information with reference to these 
appointments, which can be had upon application to the 
War Department. 








It is altogether probable that the general order issued 
some time ago for the movement of troops to the 
Philippines will be completely revised before the expira- 
tion of the six months’ suspension on account of the 
concentration of the troops in Texas. Plans are under 
consideration by the President which call for a reduction 
of the number of regiments to be stationed in the Philip- 
pines, where the regiments are to be recruited up to 
war strength, so that there will be no decrease in the 
number of rifles, although not as many organizations 
will be kept in the islands. If there is no further 
disturbance in Mexico the Maneuver Division is apt 
to be broken up in August. The troops which are to go 
to the Philippines will be returned to their stations in 
this country with the rest of the division. It is expected 
that they will have plenty of time to pack before going 
to the islands. 


After June 15 no general court-martial case will be 
referred to courts appointed by department commanders; 
all will be forwarded to division commanders, where 
they will be taken under consideration on July 1, when 
the new division scheme goes into effect. Major Beverly 
Read will remain judge advocate general of the Depart- 
ment of Texas to complete the cases growing out of 
the Maneuver Division. The same policy will be pursued 
with reference to judge advocates general of the other 
existing departments. It is probable that some of the 
judge advocates general may remain on duty at the 
present departmental headquarters as late as Sept. 1, in 
order to clear up the business which is now in hand. 
Cases which come up after June 15 will be in the hands 
of division commanders. 








The War Department has approved the application of 
the Cuban government for two officers of the Cuban 
army to attend the Fort Leavenworth school, but has 
disapproved the application for two at Fort Riley on 
account of lack of quarters. 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Col. Robert N. Getty, 7th U.S. Inf., promoted from 
lieutenant colonel, 7th Infantry, vice Sharpe, detached, 
to date from June 1, 1911, was born in New York Jan. 
17, 1855, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 
1878. He served as an officer in that organization until 
Jan. 23, 1899, when he was transferred to the Ist In- 
fantry. He reached the grade of major, Ist Infantry, 
July 23, 1901, and lieutenant colonel, 7th Infantry, 
Oct. 1, 1907. He is a son of the late Major Gen. George 
W. Getty, U.S.A., class of 1840, and during his early 
service was on frontier duty in Texas, Colorado and 
Montana, and was engaged in a skirmish with Ute 
Indians July 17, 1884. He also, among other duties, 
served with Casey’s scouts at Fort Keogh, Mont., and 
in the Sioux War of 1890 and 1891. He was with the 
5th Army Corps during the Spanish-American War, 
participating in the engagements of El Caney, San Juan 
Hill and in the siege of Santiago. He subsequently, 
among other duties, saw service in the Philippines from 
September, 1900, to April, 1903, and from February, 
1906, to November, 1907, and he went on a third tour 
to the islands in 1909, which was his last assignment 
to duty. 

Lieut. Col. Henry P. Birmingham, Med. Corps, U.S.A.. 
promoted colonel June 7, 1911, vice Appel, retired, was 
born in New York March 15, 1854. He entered the 
Army as an assistant surgeon Feb. 18, 1881. He reached 
the grade of major Dec. 15, 1898, and during the war 
with Spain he served as major and brigade surgeon of 
Volunteers. He was promoted lieutenant colonel April 
23, 1908, and his last post of duty was in the Surgeon 
General’s Office, Washington, D.C. 

Lieut. Col. George E. Bushnell, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
promoted colonel recently, was born in Massachusetts 
Sept. 10, 1853, and entered the Army as an assistant 
surgeon Feb. 18, 1881. He reached the grade of major 
Dec. 10, 1898, and during the war with Spain served 
as a major and chief surgeon of Volunteers. He has 
been on duty at Fort Bayard, N.M. 

In our last issue, page 1274, we briefly referred to 
the retirement of Col. Walter S. Scott, 15th U.S. Inf., 
on June 20, 1911. A correspondent sends us the follow- 
ing tribute: “One of the saddest things coming into the 
life of a regiment is when the ‘officers’ call’ summons the 
officers to bid adieu to a long loved commander. We 
were called to witness such a_parting at the temporary 
maneuver camp of the 15th Infantry at Leon Springs 
Reservation on June 4, 1911, when Col. Walter S. Scott 
summoned his officers to bid them farewell as their 
commanding officer. The Colonel was of the old school 
fatherly class, and his pent-up emotions were reflected 
in the faces of every officer standing in the ring formed 
about him. The farewell word is an old Army custom 
which requires unusual bravery to carry out, but the 
Colonel believes in handing down the old Service customs, 
and awaits the coming of the last officer in solemn 
silence. The attentions of Army officers are usually 
taken up with other matters than the making of formal 
speeches. No person, under like circumstances, would 
be expected to make an address of well formed sentences, 
paragraphs and rounded climaxes. He had called us 
because the time had come for him to say good-bye to 
us. Another must take his place. Others may be better 
colonels than he, but none would love us more. His 
commands may not always have been perfect, but he 
had done his best. At the conclusion of his few remarks 
he expressed a wish to shake hands with all his officers 
and extended his hand; but each seemed occupied with 
his own emotions. The awkward pause was broken by 
the chaplain stepping forth, taking the extended hand 
and saying in subdued tones, “The Lord bless you, 
Colonel,’ only te hasten away to conceal his feelings. 
After every officer had bidden adieu to one who had ruled 
them more like a father than an officer he stood at a 
distance looking in confused manner at the man who 
had been a ruler of men for thirty-seven years say a 
parting word and shake the hands of the non-commis- 
sioned staff, then the men standing by, not even over- 
looking a prisoner doing some fatigue work near at hand. 
He then went into the headquarters tent to sign his last 
official paper, and stepped into his waiting automobile 
with a final good-bye and a wave of his hand. But he 
was not yet past the things which try the emotions of 
strong men, for as he passed the end of the soldiers 
tents he found they had crowded the roadside to wave 
him farewell. The memory of many acts of kindness 
and mercy, mingled with his duties of administering 
justice, led them to wish to make some expression of 
appreciation. Some person began a cheer, but others 
saw that to be out of order and hushed the cheer; but 
the men must express themselves, and, remembering 
they might express themselves in the religious services 
by the clapping of their hands, they all adopted that 
manner of saying their farewell to one whom the writer 
knows to have been loved well by the enlisted men of his 
commands. A solemn hush fell on the camp. Officers 
went to their tents thinking of the time when they, too, 
must say the farewell. The enlisted men were for once 
without boister or laughter, and even the evening chapel 
service was pervaded with a more than usual. silence 
and solemnity. Colonel Scott during his Army life com- 
manded the Ist Battalion of his regiment at the battle 
of El Caney, Cuba, July 1, 1898, before Santiago, Cuba. 
He was with the Lake Lanao expedition, P.I., March 30 
to June 13, 1902; in skirmishes at Fort Gadungan April 
19, 1902, and was promoted to be lieutenant colonel, 
assigned to the 18th Infantry, and joined that regiment 
at Camp Bumpus, Tacloban, Leyte, P.I., May 9, 1903. 
He commanded the field forces of the Luclaton_expedi- 
tion from May 20 to Aug. 1, 1903. On Oct. 21, 1903, 
he was given ‘honorable mention’ in G.O. 100, Philip- 
pines Division, ‘for persistence in holding his position 
against great odds from beginning to end of battle of 
Bayan, P.I., May 2, 1902, on the Lake Lanao expedition, 
when major, 27th Infantry, and commanding the 2d 
Battalion of that regiment,’ and was recommended for 
the above honorable mention in the report of Brig. Gen. 
Frank D. Baldwin, U.S.A., commanding the Lake Lanao 
expedition.” Bat a wh 4 

Col. Charles G. Treat, promot rom lieutenan 
colonel, unassigned, to date from May 6, 1911, and 
who has been assigned to the 3d Field Artillery, was born 
in Maine Dec. 50, 1859. He is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1882, when he was assigned as a 
second lieutenant of the 5th Artillery. After his gradua- 
tion leave he served on frontier duty at Fort Omaha, 
Neb., from Sept. 30, 1882, to Oct. 1, 1884, and then 
served at various posts in the East. He was acting aid 
and also aid to Major Gen. O. O. Howard in 1889-1894, 
and among other duties was captain and major of U.S. 
Volunteers in 1898 and 1899, being adjutant general, 
Light Artillery Brigade, Tampa, Fila., Santiago, Cuba, 
and Montauk Point, L.1., to September, 1898. He was 
assistant adjutant general on the staff of Major Gen. § 
Ludlow, Military Governor; was senior instructor of 
Artillery, U.S. 1901; was commandant of 
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Army of Cuban Pacification, Dec. 3, 1906. His last post 
of duty was at the Army War College. 


COL. CHARLES W. LARNED. 


Col. Charles W. Larned, U.S.A., for the past thirty- 
five years professor of drawing at the Military Academy 
and dean of the faculty, died on the morning of June 19, 
1911, in the sanitarium at Danville, N.Y. He had been 
under treatment there for some two months, and in the 
care of his devoted wife and a trained nurse. He was 
joined at Danville by his son, Lieut. W. E. Larned, 
U.S.A., a graduate of 1911, and by his daughter a day or 
‘iso before his death. Miss Larned had returned to West 
Point for a few days to be present at her brother's 
graduation, at which Lieut. Paul A. Larned, 5th U.S. 
Inf., was also present, but the entire family were at 
Colonel Larned’s bedside when the end came. 

Lieut. P. A, Larned was graduated from the Academy 
in 1907 and assigned to the 5th Infantry. He is among 
the officers detailed as instructors in the department of 
drawing for the coming year. Lieut. William Edmund 
Larned received his diploma June 13 last, standing 24 
in a class of 82. The members of the family returned 
with Colonel Larned’s body to West Point on Tuesday 
morning, June 20. 

The funeral of Colonel Larned was held at the old cadet 
chapel on Thursday morning, June 22, at eleven o’clock. 
The battalion of cadets, under Lieutenant Colonel 
Sladen, marched to the entrance of the old cadet chapel, 
and remained drawn up outside throughout the services. 

The funeral services were conducted by Chaplain 
Travers, assisted by the Rev, Dr. William Reed Thomas, 
rector of the Church of the Holy Innocents, Highland 
Falls, and the Rev. Herbert Shipman, rector of the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York city. The 
cadet choir sang the hymns “Holy Offerings Rich and 
Rare” and “Lead, Kindly Light.” 

Handel’s “Largo,” a favorite composition of Colonel 
Larned, was played on the violin to organ accompaniment 
at the conclusion of the service. The members of the 
Academic Board acted as honorary pallbearers, and 
were seated with the family on the left of the main 
aisle, while the instructors in the department of drawing 
occupied a pew to the right. The members of the family 
were all present. Mrs. G. Norman Tuieber, sister of 
Mrs. Larned, came to the Point on the receipt of the 
news of the Colonel’s death. 

To the strains of “Nearer, My God, to Thee,” played 
while the casket was being placed upon the caisson, 
sueceeded Chopin’s march as the long line wound slowly 
toward the cemetery gate by the road. The committal 
service at the grave was read by the chaplain. 

The profusion of exquisite flowers, which had been 
placed beside the chancel rail at the chapel, were placed 
above the grave at the cemetery, which was next that 
of Professor Larned’s mother. 

Old friends from far and near were present at the 
services, in addition to the officers of the post, civilian 
employees and those present officially. Capt. and Mrs. 
Metcalfe, of Cold Spring; Mrs. Q. O’M. Gillmore, Miss 
Warner, Mrs. J. P. Morgan, Mrs. C. F. Roe, Lieut. 
Charles Braden, Mrs. S. S. Paine, Capt. and Mrs. F. 
W. Lewis, Rev. H. L. Thomas, Mrs. and Miss Thomas 
and Mrs. J. K. Thompson. 

Colonel Larned had friends in all ranks and stations, 
and all were represented in the number present to pay 
the last tribute to his memory. 

Colonel Larned was the son of Add. Paymr. William 

Larned, U.S.N., and was born in New York March 9, 
1850. He was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A. July 
1, 1866, and was graduated and promoted in the Army 
to second lieutenant, 3d Cavalry, June 15, 1870. He 
was transferred to the 7th Cavalry Oct. 10, 1870, and 
in the early days of his military life. saw considerable 
service against the Indians. He was, among other 
duties, on frontier duty at camp near Detroit, Kas., in 
1870, and while on the Yellowstone expedition, in 1873, 
was engaged in the combat on the Yellowstone River, 
Aug. 11, of the latter year. After a service at Fort 
Lincoln, Dak., and at the War Department, he was 
ordered to the U.S.M.A. Aug. 30, 1874, as assistant 
rofessor of drawing, and was appointed professor July 
%, 1876. Since that date he has held the position 
continuously, adding to the duties of his department 
many contributions to literature. Upon the death of 
Colonel Michie, in 1901, Colonel Larned became senior 
professor of the Academic Board. Colonel Larned was a 
man of unusual intelligence and of a philosophical habit 
of mind. He was interested in various subjects of study 
outside of the limitations of his strictly professional 
duties, and in speeches on various occasions and in 
contributions to periodical literature he had an opportu- 
nity to present his opinions, which were always interest- 
ing, instructive and in the line of the improvement of 
educational methods and of human progress. He was 
actively interested in religious subjects, and took a 
pronounced part in the erection and adornment of the 
new chapel at West Point, as well as in the architectural 
plans for the reconstruction of the post, which, in its 
new and enlarged form, so far bears the impress of his 
personality that it may be accepted in no small measure 
as his monument. 

Colonel Larned’s point of view is shown by his last 
public utterance, the “Salutatory,” appearing in the 
volume for the present vear of the Howitzer, the annual 
class publication of the Military Academy corps of 
cadets. In this Colonel Larned said: “The officer has 
not ceased to be a citizen in becoming a soldier; and 
burning questions of the day are as intimately related 
to his responsibilities of command and his personal wel- 
fare as to the duties and interests of the civilian. * * * 
Modern society is coming to appreciate the fact that 
there is a great and useful function in the energies and 
organized intelligence of a military class. As an object 
lesson of restraint and orderly control alone it serves as 
a fine moral tonic for society and operates as a perpetual 
check upon the violence of a social impulse. * * * 
The moral of all this lies in the demand for earnest and 
sympathetic study on the part of the soldier of the social, 
economic and political problems, whose solution in any 
form is bound to change the face of the world under 
his feet, and to transform the social order of which he 
is a part. Everywhere men are demanding readjustment 
and a new deal. * * * Have convictions upon all 
vital issues, and don’t try to live on opinions merely— 
particularly those of others. Convictions determine con- 
duct; opinions determine compromise and expediency. 
A man without convictions regarding the great issues of 
existence is a flabby derelict on the ocean of life, useless 
to society and a menace to navigation. man who 
has convictions, even if wrong, will alwavs dominate 
him whose only motive power is opinion. > * 
the New Testament the three laymen most distinguished 
by Divine approval, without the slightest reprobation of 





their calling, were captains of infantry in the regular 
Roman army. Repudiating sordid motives in 
your ambition, be faithful to the motto of your Alma 
Mater; and translate into action those finely tempered 
principles of clean integrity and right living which have 
made Her famous and her sons respected throughout the 
earth. Then, wherever duty calls you, unafraid you 
shall face the issue with tranquillity and a clear con- 
science, faithful to your God, your country and your- 
selves— 


‘So when the Angel of the darker Drink 

At last shall find you by the river brink, 

And, offering his Cup, invite your soul 

Forth to your Lips to quaff—you shall not shrink.’ ”

On Oct. 10, 1870, he was transferred to the 7th Cavalry 
Tada promoted first lieutenant in that regiment June 25, 


The first four years of his service were with his regiment, 
during which time he took part in the Yellowstone expedition 
of 1873. In 1874 he was assigned to duty in the department 
of drawing at the -nmceng Academy, and in July, 1876, suc- 
ceeded the late Professor Robert W. Weir as the head of that 
department. 

For thirty-five years he directed the instruction in his de- 
partment with marked ability and developed it along the lines 
of greatest usefulness to the Army. Alert and resourceful, he 
constantly modified the system of instruction to meet the new 
requirements of the military profession. 

As a member of the Academic Board he labored con- 
scientiously and unselfishly for the best interests of the Acad- 
emy. An accomplished writer—he used his pen to lay before 
his countrymen the aims and needs of the Academy in a 
way that added greatly to its reputation and to its sphere 
of usefulness. As chairman of its Advisory Board and its 
architectural expert, he was tireless in studying the plans of 
its recent development and in making many valuable sugges- 
tions for their improvement. As cuairman of the committee 
on the revision of the course of studies, he was indefatigable 
in his efforts to bring the course to its highest state of effici- 
ency for the Academy and the Army. 

Professor Larned was a man of broad culture and wide 
reading and showed keen interest in all matters relating to 
the Academy, the Army and to public affairs in general. His 
interest in education was confined not alone to the Academy, 
as his writings show, but embraced the broad field of public 
education in the country. 

His associates, in the Army and in civil life, will ever re- 
member his genial personality, his courteous manner. and his 
sympathetic interest. To the members of the Corps of Cadets 
he was a friend on whom they relied for counsel and advice. 
In his death, the country, the Army and the Academy have 
suffered a great loss. 

The officers of the Army on duty at the Academy and of 
the Corps of Cadets will wear the usual badge of mourning

WAR COLLEGE RIDE AND DINNER. 


That aeroplanes would have been of very little use in 
the Virginia campaigns of the Civil War, while wireless 
telegraphy and other modern methods developed by the 
Signal Corps would have entirely changed the character 
of the operations of the Army in those campaigns, were 
among the conclusions reached by the officers on the 
annual ride of the Army War College. During the ride 
special attention was given to the study of the aero- 
plane as an adjunct to the Army in the field and to 
Signal Corps work in general. With wireless telegraphy, 
or even the buzz telegraphy now in use by the Signal 
Corps, the surrender of Lee would, in the opinion of 
some of the officers on the ride, have occurred at least 
a year earlier than it did. Because of the wooded con- 
dition of most of the battlefields in Virginia an officer 
in an aeroplane could have flown over a column of 
troops a mile long without detection, and it would have 
been equally difficult to locate the troops. The officers 
of both armies in the days of McClellan and Lee were 
continually ambushing their troops, so that even the 
Cavalry was frequently surprised when thrown out to 
discover the position of the ertemy. Aside from this, an 
aeroplane, when discovered, would not get very far over 
any of the ground, which was the scene of a good many 
ace fought battles, without being shot to pieces by 
pickets. 

Incidentally it was observed by officers of the party 
who had been over the battlefields bef.re that after 
careful study of the conditions under which the campaigns 
were fought there is not as much to criticise the way 
the armies were handled by the officers as the historical 
records would indicate. Those who have been over the 
fields under all conditions have come to a full realization 
of the fact, known to every survivor of the campaigns 
in Virginia, that there was ample reason for the delays 
in, the movement of the armies which appear inexcusable 
to those who have no correct idea of the condition of 
dirt roads in Virginia, over which an army is movin 
with its heavy transportation. Next year it is planne 
to send out with the class some Signal troops to work out 
its problems under more modern conditions. Pack wire- 
less telegraph outfits will be taken along, so that different 
parties can be placed in communication with each other 
as under war conditions. 

The class left Washington May 10, and returned on 
June 17. Rain did not interfere with its movements, 
and the ride covered 800 miles of the most important 
fields of operations during the Civil War. General Mun- 
ford, of the Confederate Army, who figured prominently 
with Stewart’s Cavalry at Chancellorsville and Spott- 
sylvania, accompanied them on a good part of the ride. 
The class started at Fredericksburg and studied the 
battlefields of Chancellorsville, the Wilderness, Spottsyl- 
vania, North Anna River, Totopotoney River and Cold 
Harbor. McClellan’s campaign on the Peninsula was 
studied, ending at Malvern Hill. A staff ride was taken 
northwest from Richmond, via Louisa, Gordonsville, 
Rapidan Station and Warrenton. ‘

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PROPOSED NAVAL AMALGAMATION. 


In a communication to the chairman of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, dated June 19, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy recommends the amalgamation of naval 
constructors and paymasters with the line of the Navy. 
This step was a profound surprise to many of the officers 
in the Department, as well as to the members of the 
committee. ‘The only intimation of Secretary Meyer’s 
intention “to make this recommendation was in the form 
of a remark which Rear Admiral Wainwright made 
during the hearing on the Hobson National Defense bill 
before the Navy Committee early this session. The 
Secretary’s suggestion, that the amalgamation would 
bring about a more harmonious condition in the Navy, 
is concurred in by the chairman and most of the members 
of the committee. For some time there has been an 
impression at the Capitol that the friction between the 
line and the staff has been a serious detriment to the 
Navy. This has been indicated by remarks at hearings 
and in the recommendations which have been sent to 
Congress. 

The most serious suggestion that has been raised in 
the committee to the proposed amalgamation is that it 
would result in frequent shifting of the management of 
the navy yards and shops. This feature of the proposed 
change is regarded as undesirable in the minds of the 
adherents to the Newberry scheme of organization. How- 
ever, it is impossible at this time to say whether the 
committee will regard this of sufficient importance to 
reject the plan for amalgamation. 


The Secretary’s letter is as follows: 


Department of the Navy, Washington, June 19, 19:1. 

My Dear Mr. Chairman: forward herewith two separate 
statements, in which are discussed the reasons for the amalga- 
mation of the naval constructors and paymasters of the Navy 
with the line of the Navy. The arguments contained therein 
are based mainly on the undoubted benefit resulting from hav- 
ing but one corps, with one interest, to man and fight our 
fleet. This does not, of course, refer to surgeons or chaplains, 
but to all other officers who serve on board ship. Following 
the reasoning of these papers, the constructors are recom- 
mended to be amalgamated because sea experience will aid 
them in securing the best results in repair work on ships and 
in new designs and the paymasters because they are already 
a part of the fighting complement of ships. 

In regard to the amalgamation of the naval constructors 
with the line, I have no doubt. The constructors are Naval 
Academy graduates, and the work of inspection, navy yard 
duty and other technical work is like, and very little different 
from, that of line officers at navy yards and on inspection 
duty. For those few constructors who design ships a certain 
amount of sea experience cannot fail of a beneficial effect. 
There appears no reason why the navy yard and inspection 
duties of the other constructors should not be performed 
equally well by. officers trained to general duties. 

I am strongly in favor of the amalgamation of the naval 
constructors with the line. 

In regard to the paymasters, amalgamation will be of un- 
doubted benefit on board — and this consideration is of 
course paramount, since the efficiency of the fleet is the prime 
object. On shore the line officer could naturally do general 
storekeeper duty, but beyond that no special appropriateness 
would call him to other paymaster duties. 

On the whole, the benefits to be derived lead me also to 
recommend the amalgamation of the paymasters with the line. 

As regards the details of amalgamation, the older officers of 
staff corps should continue to perform the duties peculiar to 
their own corps, while those lower down could be given the 
option of taking up line duties on condition of passing a quali- 
fying examination within a stated time; for instance, a year. 

Amalgamation, broadly speaking, substitutes service interest 
for corps interest and cannot fail to increase efficiency and 
remove disturbing factors inseparable from small separate 
corps. I may -—_ here to the unqualified success of the 
amalgamation of the old Engineer Corps within the line. 

I Save recommended the application of amalgamation as 
much as the advantage accruing to the fleet demands. The 
principle can be further applied if it is desired. b } 

I may say here that the proposed personnel bill will be 
much shortened if the recommendations herein are carried 
out.

The Secretary shows that there are now two metheds 
followed in the Navy: one is by selecting men supposed 
to have special qualifications for appointment to technical 
corps, as in the case of the Construction, Pay and 
Medical Corps; the other is a selecting from the line 
officers showing special aptitude, as in the case of the 
engineering and ordnance specialist. It is proposed to 
apply the second methods of selection to all the corps 
(except the medical officers and chaplains, although we 
know some Navy officers who would make excellent 
chaplains). The proposed amalgamation of the Con- 
struction and Pay Corps is in a line with this last 
method of selection. Increased efficiency aboard ship 
may be expected if the pay officer be available for any 
and every duty. His present duties could be so simplified 
and standardized as to lessen the amount of his technical 
work. His duties are simple, except as they are com- 
plicated by laws, regulations and customs. All naval 
officers should be capable of performing them after a 
certain amount of preliminary instruction. Pay officers 
now have battle stations, but they are not trained for 
them, and cannot neglect their pay duties, as they are 
at present, to participate in the constant drills which 
the battle station requires. Under the change proposed 
the duties of the pay officer would be analagous to those 
of the navigator, chief engineer, ordnance officer, ete. 
The limited space aboard ship should be occupied by 
fighting men, except medical officers and chaplains. The 
knowledge of the duties of accounting and storeekeeping 
would, moreover, be of great value to line officers. 

In his statement of reasons for the transfer of the 
nayal constructors to the line Secretary Meyer argues 
that there should be but one corps for all line and tech- 
nical duties, with specialization as needed, but within 
the corps. This is an age of specialization, and to it 
the commercial and industrial world owes its present 
progress. In the Navy the one essential speciality is 
that of commander of warships and fleets, and to be a 
success in his specialty the commander must know 
something of all the component specialties that go to 
make up the naval profession. 

The young officer fancies one or another branch of 
duty and may select a special course. This completed, 
he goes to sea, taking up his specialty ashore on the 
completion of his cruise. The talent for design is con- 
sidered to be inborn, but in the whole Service but forty 


or fifty of these geniuses are required, and for the En- 
gineer Corps the line of the Navy has always developed 
all the designing engineers needed. It may eventually 
be found better to retain these few designers permanently 
on shore, promoting them with their classmates and 
excusing them from sea service in the higher grades. 
Under the system proposed each man will develop accord- 
ing to his inclination and surroundings. Practice and 
training in administration afloat and ashore and the 
acquisition of technical knowledge concerning every 
detail of the ship’s mechanism will be simply invaluable 
to the commanding officer. 

The general method of carrying on construction work 
would be identical with that now practiced in ordnance 
and engineering work. “A bill to accomplish these 
objects should aim to change the status of the present 
constructors to the least extent practicable. The older 
ones should continue to perform construction duty only, 
ashore or afloat, as at present. The intermediate grades 
should have the option of selecting either line or con- 
struction duties; the lower grades should perform both 
duties. They should retain their present status with 
regard to rank and precedence in all respects unchanged, 
ranking with each other and the line and other staff 
corps according to rank, or, in the same rank, according 
to precedence. This should not be changed in any re- 
gard. Some few constructors would be promoted, as 
their precedence would give them a higher rank in the 
combined line than they had ini their own corps. An 
officer having a higher rank in his own corps would 
retain such rank.”

TEXAS MANEUVER DIVISION. 


Major Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A., commanding 
the Texas Maneuver Division, in a letter dated San 
Antonio, Texas, June 138, says: 


_ “Following the progressive course of instruction, the 
division was march by parallel roads to the Leon 
Springs Reservation May 13. Outpost problems, employ- 
ment of the reduced division against a reinforced brigade 
and the selection and occupation of defensive positions 
by the entire division, involving simulated attacks, occu- 
pied this — The results were very satisfactory. 
On June the division was again marched to Leon 
Springs Reservation and similar employment given the 
command, except that the attack of positions by the 
entire division was substituted for the defense of posi- 
tions. Owing to the supply of water being insufficient, 
it was necessary to abandon the maneuvers and return 
to the permanent camp June 9. The men and animals, 
barring the need of water, were in fine form, and a night 
march was ordered. The shortest distance to be marched 
by any organization was about twenty-two miles, and 
the greatest distance was twenty-six and four-tenths 
miles. The march was commenced at 5:30 p.m., so as 
to get the single column on the road before dark. The 
leading unit arrived at destination at 1:30 a.m. and the 
last wagon was in at 5:30 a.m. There was no straggling. 
The usual marching of a division averages ten to twelve 
miles a day. The division is entirely fit for active service. 

“Efforts are now being concentrated on a rearrange- 
ment of camps and vhe procurement of some form of 
shelter for 6,200 head of horses and mules. The health 
of command continues excellent. It will be seen from 
the sanitary report, herewith, that only a slight increase 
in the sick list has occurred during the month, but the 
rate is still only about one-half the normal garrison rate. 
Considering the large number of recruits assigned to the 
division, who brought measles and mumps from recruit 
depots, the continuing low rate is quite phenomenal. It 
is intended to arrange, in the near future, for the use 
of the target range for instruction of recruits of all the 
Infantry regiments. Nearly 900 officers of the National 
Guard have reported at these headquarters to observe 
the conduct of affairs in the division. They have been 
assigned to organizations as contemplated by the War 
Department instructions, and have generally messed with 
the Regular officers and accompanied them at all duties.” 

Major Nathan Jarvis, M.D., surgeon on the staff of 
Gen. George Moore Smith, 1st Brigade, N.G.N.Y., and 
captain, U.S.A., retired, who was present as an observer 
at the Texas Maneuver Division last April, wrote an 
interesting article on “The Medical Side of the Army 
Maneuvers in Texas” for the Medical Record. In the 
course of his article Major Jarvis says: 

“Every facility and courtesy have been extended by 
the alert and hen division surgeon, Col. H. B. 
Birmingham, U.S.A., and his efficient assistants. Every 
question has been patiently answered, and the utmost 
pains taken to make clear the methods adopted to avert 
disaster to the Army from disease and to care for the 
wounded in campaign. Some adverse criticisms of this 
department have appeared in lay papers, based, as is 
usually the case, upon gross ignorance of the situation 
and a too great willingness to criticise without investi- 
gation. ; “ 

“This is the first time that a complete tactical sanitary 
organization has been brought together in accordance 
with the new Field Service Regulations. Four complete 
ambulance companies and four field hospitals make up 
the complement. The personnel of the Hospital Corps 
lacks 150 men, and the Medical Corps, which should 
aggregate 101 officers, now numbers seventy-eight, but 
the vatancies in men and officers are being rapidly filled.« 
There is also a og tomy of about 150 mules, to supply 
all the demands of the Medical Department in campaign, 
although the number on hand is quite sufficient for 

resent conditions. Men and animals are being rapidly 
orwarded to make up deficiencies, so that in a few days 
there will be not even a theoretical defect in the tactical 
makeup.” Aika 

Major Jarvis gives a description of the Army and 
camp, and describes fully its sanitation and methods 
taken to prevent disease, and, among other things, says: 

“All solid and liquid refuse from the kitchens is 
burned at the kitchen crematory, which has proved so 
effective at Pine Plains and other camps. 

“An excellent procedure is here carried out to further 
obviate the fly nuisance, and consists in the frequent 
burning of the picket line with straw and petroleum ; 
for this purpose crude petroleum is furnished to the 
extent of twenty gerne a day to each picket line. This 
procedure will kill the larve which might be deposited 
in the soil, and which, in spite of sweeping and raking, 
often complete the cycle of development. ; 

“The medical officer of each unit is held responsible 
for the proper scrutiny and supervision of his camp, 
and is required to report at once to his immediate com- 
mander the existence of sanitary defects. | The sanitary 
control of the entire camp is completely within the grasp 
of the medical officer and sanitary personnel, as is also 
all transportation and equipment which may be necessary 
for this purpose. The sanitation of a large camp, how- 
ever, can be accomplished only with the consent and 
co-operation of the line officer, and there is every evidence 
that the Medical Corps at San Antonio is receiving every 
practical and moral aid from the commanding general 
to the junior subaltern. 

“From the commanding general down, every officer and 
man has been vaccinated, and as the recruits arrive they 
are also protected. In a few instances, where there is 





evidence that men are recent convalescents from typhoid, 
this measure is dispensed with upon the advice of the 
medical officer. 

“The division surgeon is provided with an executive 
officer, Major Elbert Persons, and a sanitary inspector, 
Major Paul Straub, of the General Staff, both men of 
wide experience and sound judgment.”

ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The Second Division of the Atlantic Fleet, under 
Rear Admiral C. J. Badger, U.S.N., consisting of the 
Louisiana, Kansas, South Carolina and New Hampshire, 
after enjoying Russian hospitality, are now the guests 
of the Germans at Kiel, who have arranged an elaborate 
program of entertainment. 

While at Cronstadt, “Russia, Rear Admiral Badger 
gave a banquet on June 17 on board the flagship 
Louisiana to a number of notable men who had been his 
hosts during the week the fleet has been at that port. 
Hundreds of others were entertained on the other vessels 
of the fleet. There were many informal speeches, in 
which tributes were paid to hosts and guests and refer- 
ences made to the unbroken cordiality between the United 
States and Russia. The baseball game June 16 between 
the teams of the New Hampshire and the Kansas on the 

evski football grounds, under the auspices of the New 
English Club, was enjoyed by hundreds of spectators. 
After the game the teams and band were entertained at 
a restaurant. In the evening the officers and 300 men 
of the Russian cruiser division greatly enjoyed a smoker 
and vaudeville entertainment on board the Louisiana. 
The entertainment included moving pictures by the ship’s 
cinematograph. 

The division left Cronstadt at six o’clock p.m. June 
18, bound for Kiel, piloted by officers of the Russian 
navy as far as German waters. The Minister of Marine, 
with the leading admirals, representatives of the cities 
of St. Petersburg and Cronstadt, and an immense crowd, 
including paeee prominent in society on board a vast 
number of steam and sailing yachts, were present at 
the departure, cheering the sailors aboard the battleships, 
who cheered in reply. 

The division arrived at Kiel, Germany, on the morning 
of June 21, receiving a most enthusiastic reception. The 
US. warships were met at sea by a despatch boat carry- 
ing Lieut. Comdr. F. A. Traut, U.S.N., American Naval 
Attaché at Berlin; Mr. Paul H. J. Sartori, American 
Consular Agent at Kiel, and German officers who had 
been assigned to pilot the visitors to their anchorage. 
As the American battleships, led by the Louisiana, flag- 
ship of Rear Admiral Badger, slowly streamed through 
the narrowing fiord and passed long lines of German 
ships they turned to their assigned places between the 
flagships Deutschland and Kaiser Wilhelm II. and the 
other vessels of the German fleet. The German high sea 
fleet, assembled in the roads, extended a most enthusiastic 
welcome. Practically the entire German navy, including 
a full division of the new Dreadnoughts, assembled, the 
only absentees being the cruiser Von der Tann, which 
is at Spithead for the coronation, and the obsolete reserve 
division at Wilhelmshaven. 

As soon as the division was moored the Louisiana 
saluted Admiral von Tirpitz’s flag and the salute was 
promptly answered. From then on there was an almost 
uninterrupted exchange of salutes for several hours as 
the admirals, commanders, diplomats and consular repre- 
sentatives came and went between the entertaining and 
visiting craft, exchanging official calls of courtesy. Rear 
Admirals Schroeder and Badger and their captains called 
officially on the ranking German naval officers, both 
afloat and ashore. ‘ . 

The German Emperor arrived from Hamburg on board 
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the Hohenzollern at two o'clock, flying the American flag 
at her mizzenmast head in honor of the visiting American 
warships. Rear Admiral Badger and his captains were 
presented to the Emperor on board the Hohenzollern. 

The Kaiser congratulated Rear Admiral Badger on 
the victories of the American craft in the sonder class 
races, but the monarch was in particularly fine spirits 
over his own victory at Hamburg, when the imperial 
yacht Meteor beat the English boat White Heather. The 
Kaiser spoke of the various features of the American 
warships, notably the tubular masts. 

Rear Admiral Badger, in an interview, reciprocally 
admired the appearance and qualities of the German 
ships of the Nassau class. He was particularly impressed 
with the color of the German vessels. 

Capt. Thomas 8S. Rodgers, while roteraing from the 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern to the New Hampshire, 
a san five Germans whose sailboat had capsized in the 
harbor. 

There was considerable comment as to the difference 
in appearance of the American and German vessels. The 
former seemed to be shorter and to stand higher out of 
the water. The big guns of the American warships 
showing out of the turrets fore and aft also attracted 
attention. 

The fleet has taken on 2.500 tons of Westphalian coal, 
in addition to the 12,500 tons on the Cyclops. It will 
return home via the Orkneys, which will make the trip 
300 miles longer than the direct route to Cape Cod. 

The U.S. battleship Delaware, representing the United 
States at the coronation of King George, arrived at 
Portsmouth, England, June 19, firing the customary 
salutes, and passed through the lines of the British 
fleet, taking up her assigned position. After visits were 
exchanged many of the officers and men were given shore 
leave. 

Three hundred of the Woman’s Navy League paid a 
visit to the flagship Louisiana on June 22, in the after- 
noon. Captains Winterhalter, Hoogewerff, Fechteler and 
Rodgers, U.S.N., commanding the respective U.S. bat- 
tleships, were among those who dined with the Kaiser, 
on board the imperial yach Hohenzollern on the night of 


June 22. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

With reference to the Brownsville colored soldiers 
reinstated in the Army by the Act of March 3, 1909, the 
Comptroller says: “The non-commissioned officers and 
enlisted men of certain companies of the 25th U.S. In- 
fantry coming within the provisions of the Act of March 
3, 1909, who re-enlist within three months from the date 
they receive notice of their eligibility for re-enlistment 
(see 16 Comp. Dec., 794) are entitled to pay, clothing 
and rations frem the date of their discharge under said 
Special Orders, No. 266, as of the rank held by the:n 
on the date of their said discharge, and to the benefits 
of continuous service and continuous service pay. As 
it is impracticable to give them the rations in kind, they 
may be paid the value of the ration, and in determining 
such value reference should be made to Army Regula- 
tions. The men of the 25th Infantry discharged under 
Special Orders, No. 266, were paid travel pay from place 
of discharge to the place of their respective enlistments, 
and they are not entitled to any further travel pay. The 
decision of the Auditor is modified accordingly and any 
part of his said decision which is in conflict with the 
views here expressed, is disapproved.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The U.S. Naval Academy Practice Squadron, under 
command of Comdr. R. E. Coontz, consisting of the Iowa, 
the Indiana and the Massachusetts, entered Queenstown 
Harbor, Ireland, June 18. The squadron will be moored 
at the Admiralty buoys until June 27, when it will depart 
for Kiel. Commander Coontz and Rear Admiral Coke, 
commanding the British squadron, exchanged visits June 
19. In the afternoon the American commander went to 
Cork to visit Major General Pulteney and the Mayor. 
Four hundred midshipmen went ashore. They, received 
a hearty official welcome. Mr. Hennessy. chairman of 
the Town Council, headed a deputation that boarded the 
Iowa, and in the name of the port extended a_hearty 
welcome to the squadron. Commander Coontz declared 
that he was charmed with Ireland, and was sure that 
his Government would appreciate the compliment that 
had been paid by its people to an American fleet. 

The U.S.S. Florida has been ordered placed in com- 
mission at the navy yard, New York, on Sept. 15, 1911, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

The Department's order to place the U.S.S. Rhode 
Island in reserve has been revoked, and that vessel will 
remain in full commission. 

The U.S.S. New Jersey has been ordered placed in full 
commission at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., on July 
15, 1911, or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

The U.S.S. Prairie sailed from Guantanamo for Phila- 
delphia, June 18, with the officers and men of the Ist 
Regiment, Provisional Brigade, U.S. Marines, who will 
be returned to their original stations upon arrival at 
Philadelphia. The commanding officer, Provisional Bri- 
gade, sailed from Guantanamo for Hampton Roads, on 
June 18, with his personal staff, on the U.S.S. Wash- 
ington. Officers and men of the 3d Regiment, Provis- 
ional Brigade, are returning to the nited States on the 
cruiser squadron, and will be distributed to their original 
ships and station. : 

An official report on the cruise of the Third Subma- 
rine Division, from Newport, &.1., to Gloucester, Mass., 
says: “The submarines made an excellent run from New- 

ort to Gloucester. They were to submerge in Newport 
Harker on Thursday, June 15,.and to proceed to sea, 
running up Vineyard Sound submerged, to avoid dis- 
covery by any passing vessels. And then to rendez- 
vous for the night in Nantucket. To leave the next 
morning at four, run across the shoals, and submerge 
off Pollock Rip Lightship. Proceed up the coast and 
enter Provincetown submerged, coming up as hear as 
possible to any vessels that might be in that port. That 
night, leave the next morning for Gloucester sub- 
merged, and come up near the entrance to Gloucester 
Harbor. The instructions were well carried out. After 
leaving Newport all escaped detection by passing ves- 
sels, newspaper reporters, etc., until they were in the 
harbor of Provincetown. The run across Massachusetts 
Bay was an excellent performance, one vessel making 
a considerable run at a depth of sixty feet. The track 
from Newport to Gloucester was 150 miles, and some of 
the boats made 20 miles of this run submerged. The 
longest time submerged was between eleven and twelve 
hours. There were no mishaps, and officers and crews 
came in in fine condition on Saturday afternoon, the 
17th. P 

U.S.S. Paragua and the U.S.S. Mindoro were 
dies from the Navy list on June 17 and 19. These 
two old Spanish gunboats, which were captured by 





Dewey at Manila, will be sold at auction. The Mindoro 
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is 100 feet long and the Paragua measures 115 feet. 
The largest guns on the boats are six pounders. The 
ships are antiquated and unfit for service.

The Maryland Steel Company will build either one on 
the Department’s design at $984,000, but will build the 
two on designs of its own at $973,000, delivery to be 
made in eighteen to twenty-four months. On another 
proposition, following its own designs and specifications 
entirely, the company will build one for $962,000, or 
the two for $51,000 each, delivery in the same time. On 
the two seagoing tugs the Maryland company bid $210.- 
000 for one, or $209,000 for each of two. The New York 
Shipbuilding scaled its prices from $205,000 down to 
$194,000, acocrding to the variations in specifications.

The monster passenger steamer Olympic, the world’s 
greatest steamer, arrived at New York June 21.

The first Chinese warship. to’ visit_the United States 
will arrive in New York Harbor in July. This will: be 
the cruiser Hai Chi, now in British waters to take part 
in the Spithead naval review. Only once before has any 
Chinese vessel visited an American port, and that was 
in 1880, when a small merchant vessel called at San 
Francisco. The Hai Chi is the largest vessel in the’ 
Shinese navy, having a displacement of 4,300 tons and 
a speed of 24 knots. She is armed with two S-inch snd 
ten 4.l-inch guns. The Na Department is making 
arrangements to welcome the "Chinons sailors. 

The Clyde will this year produce a motor cruiser 78 
feet on water line, 83 feet over all, 13 feet 6’ inches 
beam and six feet extreme draft. It will be of steel 
construction throughout, is to have a plumb stem and 
torpedo stern, and the propelling machinery will consist 
of a 100-brake horespower Beardmore reversible heavy-oil 
engine, which is expected to give a speed of ten knots 
in average weather. Intended for open water cruising, 
space will be provided for sufficient fuel for 1, 
nautical miles at full speed.

‘The nomination of Capt. Ellsworth P. Bertholf to be cap- 
tain commandant, Revenue Cutter Service, was confirmed by 
the Senate June 15, 1911. 

Capt. Ellsworth P. Bertholf was confirmed by the Senate 
on June 15, and on the 19th took the oath of office as cap- 
tain commandant and assumed the duties as Chief of the Divi- 
sion of Revenue Cutter Service. Captain Bertholf’s nomina- 
tion was sent to the Senate on May 22, but his confirmation 
was held up on account of some baseless charges having been 
filed against him. After a thorough examination of these 
charges by the committee it unanimously agreed to favorably 
report to the Senate his confirmation. 

Captain Uberroth has been detached from the Gresham and 
assigned to duty at the department in the office of the captain 
commandant, in charge of details. On taking his departure 
from the Gresham he was rowed to shore by the commissioned 
officers. Although loath to part with him as an officer of 
the Gresham, Captain Uberroth was shown marked attention 
by the officers of the fleet and was given three cheers on his 
departure.

THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
FIRST (SPECIAL) SESSION. 

The Senate on June 20 passed S. 2117, to promote the 
efficiency of the Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service. The bill brings the salaries on a par with those 
of the Army and Navy. The Surgeon General to-day 
gets $5,000, and this bill raises his salary to $6,000, in 
conformity with the salaries of the officers of the same 
grade in the Army and the Navy. It raises the salary 
of the assistant surgeons general from $2,900 to $4,000; 
the senior surgeons from $2,500 to $3,500; the surgeons 
from $2,500 to $3,000, and the passed assistant surgeons 
from $2,000 to $2,500. There has been no change in the 
salaries of the officers of the P.H. and M.H.S. since 1889. 

On June 16, in the Senate, Mr. Hitchcock secured 
the passage of S. Res. 71, “Resolved, That the Committee 
on Military Affairs be authorized and directed to investi- 


gate and report to the Senate its findings and recom- 
mendations upon the question presented in Senate 


Document No. 42, involving the relative merits of 
division, as distinguished from departmental, head- 


quarters in the military organization throughout the 
country.” As originally introduced the following clauses 
were attached to the end of the paragraph, but were 
stricken out by the efforts of Senator Root: “Concerning 
which a controversy has existed for many years in the 
War Department, as is revealed by the letter from the 
Secretary of War, resulting in numerous changes from 
the divisonal system of headquarters to the departmental 
system of headquarters, and back again every few years.” 
Mr. Root said: “Between July, 1899, and the spring of 
1904 there was no controversy in the War Department 
on this subject, and I do not understand that there is 
any controversy in the War Department now on this 
subject. There may be differences of opinion among 
individual officers, but I do not think the Senate ought 
to pass a resolution declaring that there is a controversy 
in the War Department, thus reflecting upon the disci- 
pline of that Department. I have no objection to the 
proposed inquiry, but de not let us, in advance of the 
inquiry, make findings of facts that we know nothing 
about.” 

Favorable report was made in the Senate on June 21 
on S. 2761, amending certain laws relating to the civil 
administration, revenues and coinage of the Philippines. 

Senator Watson, of West Virginia, on June 22 intro- 
duced a bill authorizing a statue to cost $5,000 to be 
erected on the grounds of the U.S. War College in 
Washington, commemorating the deed of Major Andrew 
Summers Rowan, U.S.A., retired, who carried the mes- 
sage to Garcia from President McKinley during the 
Spanish-American War. : ; 

The House on June 15 passed H. Res. 208, directin 
the Secretary of War “to transmit to the House o 
Representatives copies of all records, reports, letters or 
papers of any description which, on June 14, 1911, were 
in or recorded in any bureau or oflice of the War Depart- 
ment, or were in the custody of any civil or military 
officer or employee in any bureau or owce of the War 
Department, and which relate in any way to charges or 
accusations of criminal or other misconduct on the part 
of any officer or officers of the Pay Department of the 
Army since Jan. 1, 1905, or which relate in any way 
to absence from duty since Jan. 1, 1905, of any such 
officer or officers against whom such charges or accusa- 
tions have been made.” Effort was made to add an 
amendment providing “That this resolution shall only 
apply to those persons who are at the present time com- 
missioned officers in the Army.” Chairman Hay, of the 
Military Committee, said: “There is no doubt about the 
fact that if this resolution is passed no man is goin 
to be injured by it who ought not to be injured. 
venture to say that there is not an officer in the Pay 
Department who would be opposed to the passage of this 
resolution on the ground that there might be some charges 
pending in the War Department against him. If charges 
are pending against him, what objection is there to the 
country knowing what charges are pending? When has 
it become the rule that these charges, if such there be, 
are to be buried in the ee of the War Depart- 
ment? If charges are of such a character as to call for 
a court-martial, these charges are made public; and if 
some man, through the favoritism of high officials in 
this Government, has been able to escape justice, has 
been guilty of crime and misconduct, is it for this House

West Point, N.Y., June 20, 1911. - 

The funeral of the late Capt. Harold Hammond took place 
at the mortuary chapel here at 2:15 p.m., Sunday, the 18th. 
The detachment of Engineers, Band and detachment of. Field 
Musicians escorted the remains to the grave, and the Engi- 
neers fired the salute. All officers, except the officer of the 
day and one medical officer, attended. The flag was at half- 
staff from the arrival of the remains at 10:20 a.m. until the 
last volley fired over the grave. The report that the in- 
terment would be at San Antonio proved incorrect, and the 
remains were brought to West Point for interment, as Cap- 
tain Hammond’s friends felt confident would have been his 
own desire. They were accompanied by his widow and her 
brother, by Captain Hammond’s parents and by two brothers 
from his old home, Rushmore, Ill. Captain Hammond’s sud- 
den death seems to have been due to an attack of acute in- 
digestion, and not to ptomaine poisoning, as first reported. 
He was seized with his fatal illness while in a stage, travel- 
ing in the performance of his duties as paymaster, between 
Brackettsville and Fort Olark, Texas. The services, con- 
ducted by Chaplain Travers, were held in the old cadet 
chapel, the removal of which and its re-erection on its pres- 
ent site at the entrance to the cemetery had just been com- 
pleted. The honorary pallbearers were Lieutenant Colonels 
Sladen and Willcox, Capts.

After a period of duty at the Naval Academy argregating 
nineteen years, and which has been continuous over the last 
fifteen years, Chaplain H. H. Clark will preach his last ser- 
mon as chaplain of the Academy in the chapel on Sunday and 
will retire from this duty on June 30. Chaplain anu Mrs. 
Clark will make their home in Annapolis. he affectionate 
regard of all those connected with the institution go with 
Chaplain Clark, who has endeared himself to those attached 
to the Academy in every capacity. Probably the largest part 
of Chaplain Clark’s work has been with the midshipmen, and 
the act of the brigade in securing his portrait and having it 
hung in the recreation hall of Bancroft Hall was an exhibi- 
tion of the feeling which was particularly appreciated by 
Chaplain Clark. 

The portrait is Sentient and lifesize and is hung in that 
part of the recreation hall in which the meetings of the mid- 
shipmen’s Christian Association were held. his is pecu- 
liarly appropriate, inasmuch as Dr. Clark has been the con- 
stant friend and adviser of the midshipmen in this line of 
work. The portrait is by Paul Wilhelmi, of Philadelphia, and 
is regarded as a splendid likeness and a fine work of art. 

Chaplain Clark entered the Navy as chaplain on Jan. 27, 
1873, being recommended by ex-United States Senator Eugene

chaplain, and in every portion of the world. His first period 
of duty at the Naval Academy was from April 1, 1890, to 
Nov. 27, 1894. After his detachment he was again ordered 
to the Academy, his second period ie on Oct. 17, 1896, 
and it will terminate on June 30, 1911. t is interesting to 
note that his chaplaincy has covered a most interesting period 
in the existence of the institution, the entire work of recon- 
structing the grounds and buildings having taken place during 
that time.

PUNISHMENT OF DESERTERS. 
G.O. 77, JUNE 10, 1911, WAR DEPT. 

I. In connection with G.O. 204, W.D., Dec. 15, 1908; Par. 
II, G.O. 42, W.D., March 15, 1910, and Par. Tr, G.O. 52, 
W.D., April 22, 1911, the following Executive Order is pub- 
lished to the Army for the information and guidance of all 
concerned: 

Executive Order. 

The Executive Order dated Nov. 25, 1908, establishing limits 
of punishment for enlisted men of the Army, under Act of 
Congress approved Sept. 27, 1890, which order was published 
in G.O. 204, W.D., Dec. 15, 1908, and amended by the Execu- 
tive Order dated March 3, 1910, published in G.O. 42, W.D., 
March 15, 1910, and further amended by the Executive Order 
dated April 14, 1911, published in G.O. 52, W.D., April 22, 
1911, is further amended by rescinding Article I and substi- 
tuting therefor the following: 

Article I. 

In all cases of desertion the sentence may include dishon- 
orable discharge and forfeiture of pay and allowances. . 

Subject to the modifications authorized in Sec. 3 of this 
article the limit of the term of confinement (at hard labor) 
for desertion shall be as follows: 

Section 1. In case of surrender— 

(a) When the deserter surrenders himself after an absence 
of not more than thirty days, one year. 

(b) When the deserter surrenders himself after an absence 
of more than thirty days, eighteen months. 

Sec, 2. In case of apprehension— 

(a) When at the time of desertion the deserter shall not 
have been more than six months in the Service, eighteen 
months. . ; 

(b) When he shall have been more than six months in the 
Service, two and one-half years. _ ; , 

Sec. 3. The foregoing limitations are subject to modifica- 
tion under the following conditions: : 

(a) The punishment of a deserter may be increased by one 
year of confinement at hard labor in consideration of each 
previous conviction of desertion. _ mh 7 

(b) The punishment for desertion when joined in by two 
or more soldiers in the execution of a conspiracy, or for de- 
sertion in the presence of an outbreak of Indians or of an 
unlawful assemblage which the troops may be opposing, shall 
not exceed dishonorable discharge, forfeiture of all pay and 
allowances and confinement at hard labor for five years. 

This order shall become operative in the United States and 
contiguous ey Jul on sa ~~ —" within the 
jurisdiction of the United States Aug. 1, > 
* (Signed) WM. H. TAFT. 

II. 1. By the Executive Order of May 26, 1911, published 
in Par. I of this order, the provisions of the Executive Order 
of June 12, 1905, as amended, in respect of maximum pun- 
ishments in cases of desertion are revived and made effective 
in the United States and contiguous territories on and after 
July 1, 1911, and elsewhere within the jurisdiction of the 
United States on and after Aug. 1, 1911. The limits of pun- 
ishment which these provisions fix are believed to be suffi- 
ciently severe for the gravest cases. The graduated scale of 
punishments they provide is essential to be re-established in 
order to ayoid the inequality of punishments that has been 
so marked a feature of sentences of courts-martial for de- 
sertion since the uniform limit of three years was established 
by Executive Order of Nov. 25, 1908. ; 

2. It is the purpose of the new and modified order to se- 


more appropriate sentences in the cases of inexperienced 
soldiers ag in the earlier periods of their enlistment 
contract and in cases of soldiers who surrender themselves 
from desertion promptly or show a disposition to atone for 
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the offense. It is expected that under the revised order 
courts-martial will pot in this class of cases generally award 
dishonorable discharge, but will award terms of confinement 
with forfeiture as a corrective punishment, giving the soldier 
an opportunity to return to the colors and redeem himself, to 
the end that the Government shall not be deprived of the 
services of one who, as the result of such corrective punish- 
ment, will probably become a good soldier. 

3. The attention of reviewing authorities is particularly in- 
vited to the policy of dealing with desertion and deserters 
announced in this order, the ends of which can be attained 
only through their co-operation in the review of trials of this 
offense by courts-martial. 

4. Nothing in this order will be construed by anyone con- 
cerned as in any way modifying the policy at present being 
pursued in the matter of the apprehension of deserters, nor 
should it influence either courts or reviewing authorities to 
leniency except in the classes of cases referred to in Sec. 2

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


69TH N.Y.—COL. L. D. CONLEY. 


In accordance with the orders of Brig. Gen. George Moore 
Smith, lst Brigade, N.Y., Co. E, 69th Regiment, paraded for 
inspection and drill under Capt. John J. Scanlon on the night 
of June 16 before Major A. W. Little, I.G., of the brigade. 
The drill was ordered incident to the application of Col. L. D. 
Conley to have the Captain examined as to his fitness for the 
Service under Par. 83 of the Military Law. The company 
paraded sixty-three officers and mén out of seventy-nine on 
the roll, and when formed looked a serviceable looking body 
of men. Major Little for one hour and a half inspected the 
company, ordered a drill by company and platoons, had the 
Captain explain some of the movements and the company 
execute the loadings and firings. There was no confusion in 
the marching movements and this part of the drill was con- 
sidered by a number of critics present to be very good, and it 
compared favorably with the average company drill, especially 
considering the fact that drills had been abandoned for the 
season over a month previous. People were admitted to the 
galleries to watch the drill and were not slow in frequently 
applauding Co. E during different movements. here were 
some errors, of course, more particularly in the platoon move- 
ments, and until Major Little’s report is made public it 
would be idle to speculate as to what it will say. 

Capt. John J. Scanlon has preferred charges against 
Colonel Conley, alleging that the Colonel belittled him in a 
speech in the presence of his company and that he is being 
injured and oppressed by him. Lieut. Percival E, Nagle has 
made complaint agaimst the Colonel and asks for a court of 
inquiry. He alleges, among other things, that the Colonel has 
spoken disrespecttully of him in public and that the affairs of 
the regiment demand an investigation. The papers in both 
cases have been sent to the Colonel, to forward. Complaint 
has been made by some of Colonel Conley’s friends that 
Lieutenant Nagle was sent to the maneuvers in Texas by 
orders from headquarters over the Colonel’s head. As to 
this they are mistaken. The name of Lieutenant Nagle was 
among those submitted by Colonel Conley in a letter to the 
A.G., dated March 20, 1911. He was also recommended by 
an officer of the staff of General Roe.

Governor Dix, of New York, announced the appointment 
of Col. Samuel M. Welch, 65th Regiment, as brigadier gen- 
eral of the 4th Brigade to succeed Gen. Pettebone, retired. 
On two occasions, as we previously noted, there was an un- 
successful attempt to elect a brigade commander because 
neither candidate received a majority of the ballots cast. 
The Governor, as provided for in the Military Law, then 
appointed. Brigadier General Welch served as colonel of 
the 65th Regiment during the Spanish-American War from 
April 30 to Nov. 17, 1898. General Welch first joined the 
Guard as first lieutenant of Co. I, 65th Regiment, on May 26, 
1879. On June 30, 1879, he was made a captain, and in 
February, 1882, he was elected major. He was advanced to 
a lieutenant colonel in November, 1883, and was further 
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honored on Aug. 1, 1887, by being elected colonel. The rank 
of brevet brigadier general was conferred on Dec. 20, 1894, 
for faithful service.

W. D. A. Ander- 
son, ©.E., U.S.A., and forty men from the U.S. Engineer De- 
tachment at West Point. The rain during the week did not 
interfere with the practical work of the regiment and there 
was instruction in pontoon work, spar bridges, field derricks, 
constructing obstacles and entanglements, profiles of fortifica- 
tions, etc. A practical demonstration of demolition with ex- 
plosives was also given, and there were instructive lectures.

Colonel Hotchkin, appreciating the 
assistance of Lieutenant Anderson, of the Army, presented 
him with a handsome regimental watch fob, with the regi- 
mental coat of arms on it, and further ornamented with a 
diamond. The 7th Regiment relieved the 22d on June 17, 
having fifty-seven officers and 733 men on the first morning 
report.

IOWA. 

The same plan as was pursued to equip the enlisted men of 
the Iowa Guard with the U.S. Army russet government march- 
ing or service shoes for the year 1910 is adopted for this 
year. The price fixed for the Army russet marching or 
service shoe is $3 per pair for organizations of the Iowa 
Guard, which includes freight charges to company station. 
One-half of the cost of shoes per pair to be deducted by com- 
pany commander from camp pay of enlisted men; the men to 
retain the shoes after camp. One-half will be paid by the 
state of Iowa to the commanding officer of each organization 
on proper requisition providing same does not exceed $1.50 
per pair. Shoes will only be provided for such enlisted men 
as perform the tour of duty in camp, and payments from 
state funds will not be allowed in excess of that number. 

The annual competition in rifle and pistol firing for the 
Iowa National Guard for the year 1911 will be held at the 
state rifle range, eleven miles north of the city of Des Moines, 
commencing Monday, July 17, and ending Thursday, July 20, 
inclusive. The competition will be preceded by preliminary 
practice. Schools of instruction will be held daily and every 
means possible will be taken advantage of to impart instruc- 
tion. 

The ninth annual meeting of the Iowa Rifle Association will 
be held in conjunction with the guard competition on the 
completion of the preliminary practice provided, and the rules 
and regulations for small-arms competitions prepared by the 
National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice are 
adopted for the government of this competition. All mem- 
bers of the guard are privileged to shoot in all matches of the 
Association, but they are not to share in the prizes unless 
they are members of the Association or have paid the required 
entrance fee. i. 

Lieut. Col. S. W. Brookhart, chief ordnance officer and 
acting general inspector of small-arms practice, is designated 
as 0.0. and chief executive officer for the competition. The 
assistant executive officer is Capt. M. C. Mumma, U.S. Cav. 

There are seventeen different matches, and these include a 





regi tal team match for teams of twelve men from each 
regiment of the Iowa National Guard or any regiment of the 
U.S. Army stationed in the state and a ‘‘pistol match,’’ 
open to officers and men armed with the pistol who are mem- 
bers of the Association, and to members of pistol clubs af- 
filiated with the N.R.A. of America.

MICHIGAN. 


A camp of instruction in rifle practice will be held on the 
Detroit rifle range, commencing Monday, June 26, 1911, and 
lasting up to and including Saturday, July 1, 1911, during 
which the annual competitions will be held; also the matches 
of the Michigan State Rifle Association. 


The commanding officer of each regiment of Infantry and of 
the Naval Brigade are authorized to send a team of fourteen 
and one officer who shall act as captain, and of each troop 
of Cavalry, Co. A, Engineers, company of Signal Corps, com- 
pany of ‘Infantry, Field Artillery and Medical Corps a team 
of six, one of whom shall act as team captain. Officers and 
enlisted men are eligible to compete on these teams. 

Members of all teams must have performed seventy-five per 
cent. military duty, such as parades, drills, encampments and 
other duties of a military nature in the organization to which 
they belonged during the previous year. 

Anyone who is a member of the state team, or who served 
either as principal or alternate on the state team within three 
years past, will not be eligible to shoot in competition in the 
regimental or company team matches.

Ordinarily they 
would be relieved about March and May, 1912, but they are 
likely to be affected by the recent orders lengthening certain 
foreign tours six months; if so, they may not return before 
September and November, 1912, respectively. No orders 
for their relief have been issued. 
_ H. D. S.—Officers of the Organized Militia, when called 
into the service of the United States, shall on all detachments, 
courts-martial and other duty, wherein they may be employed 
in conjunction with the Regular or Volunteer forces of the 
United States, take rank next after all officers of the like 
grade in said Regular forces, and shall take precedence of 
all officers of Volunteers of equal or inferior rank, notwith- 
standing the commissions of such Militia officers may be 
older than the commissions of the said officers of the Regular 
forces of the United States. Article of War 124, 


B. B. asks: What is the age limit at which an enlisted 
man is permitted to take the examination for a commission 
in the Army? Answer: He must be under thirty years of 
age on July 1 of the year in which he is to enter the com- 
petition, and must have served honorably not less than two 
years in the Army as an enlisted man on or before that date. 
_ D. G. N. asks: In what enlistment period am I now serv- 
ing? My first enlistment June 8, 1904, discharged June 7, 
1907; re-enlisted Jan. 4, 1908, discharged July 11, 1908; re- 
enlisted July 12, 1908, to attend F. and H. School at Fort 
Riley. Answer: First. 

M. J. EAs you did not re-enlist within the prescribed 
three months you are not entitled to holdover qualification in 
marksmanship. See Par. 1368, Army Regulations, 1910. 

P. S. A. asks: (1) Am I entitled to the bonus? I en- 
listed Nov. 7, 1907, and was tried by G.C.M. in October, 
1910, was sentenced to six months’ confinement, was re- 
leased in March, about three weeks before my sentence should 
expire, my discharge is dated Nov. 6, 1910. (2) Should I 





“receive pay for the time I did over my enlistment? Answer: 


(1) Yes; if you re-enlisted within three months after your 
discharge. (2) See Paymaster’s Manual, Pars. 742, 743. 

R. H. 8. asks: In case of using the United States flag for 
decorating walls of buildings, no staff being used, should 
the field be at the right or left, a person facing the flag? 
Answer: As a flag is made to be flown or carried, with both 
sides to be shown, one as much as the other is the right 
side; ordinarily, when attaching a flag to the side wall of a 
building it is the custom to place the flag so that the field 
shall be in the upper left hand corner, but there is no regu- 
lation to prevent the use of the flag in such various posi- 
tions as may appeal to the decorator’s taste. 

W. P. asks: (1) Is the 20th Infantry sure of going to 
Fort Douglas when it goes back to the States? (2) When 
is the 15th Infantry going to the islands? Answer: Unless 
other orders intervene, the original orders for the 20th to 
sail from Manila for Fort Douglas June 15 will be carried 
out in accordance. with the six-months’ postponement plan, 
which would make the sailing time Dec. 15, 1911. (2) The 
same orders would make the sailing time of the 15th Infantry 
for Manila Nov. 15, 1911. At the present time it is thought 
that no further delay of troop movements will be necessary. 
General orders are looked for very shortly that will cover 
this subject. 

H. W. S.—If the Militia pay bill passes in its present form 
the pay -will come from the United States Government. Ex- 
isting law does not permit of payment of pension to one 
drawing either active or retired pay.

INTERPRETATIONS, INFANTRY DRILL REGULATIONS, 
1904. 
Copyright, 1911, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

A. L. G. asks: In the position and aiming drills ptescribed 
in the Provisional Small-Arms Firing Regulations, what are 
the different positions of the sight leaf in the exercises, 
Position Exercise, Aiming Exercise and Rapid Fire Exercise? 
Answer: The object of the ‘‘Position Exercise’’ is to edu- 
cate the muscles (Par. 19) and not to teach the aim (Par. 
20). The sight leaf would ordinarily be down, though it 
would not be an error to have it up so as to note any ten- 
dency to cant the piece “(Par. 20). In the ‘‘Aiming 
Exercise’’ the sights will be fixed at any elevation directed 
by the instructor. In ‘‘Rapid Fire Exercise’’ the sights may 
be fixed at any range, but ordinarily the battle sight would 
be used. 

. J. M.—In connection with our answer to the question 
of ‘‘Caduceus,’’ as we understood it, he did not wish to 
move forward. In Pars. 183 and 278, I.D.R., you will find 
exceptions to the rule you lay down in connection with com- 
pleting the entire command for one movement before giving 
another. 

ALABAMA asks: What would be the correct way for a 
captain, with his company, to approach and receive his orders 
for a competitive drill, where each company is brought upon 
the drill grounds separately? Answer: There is no author- 
ized method; it is customary to march the company in line, 
halt it about eight paces in front of the umpires and salute 
the senior. This is repeated at the conclusion of the drill. 

C. Q.—See answer to S. S. 

S. S. asks: At a military post in the United States an un- 
assigned colonel of Infantry is in command. The colonel 
whose regiment is stationed at this post is temporarily in 
command of the department with headquarters at Chicago, 
Ill. ‘‘A’’ claims that No. 1 walking post would turn out 





‘the guard for the colonel temporarily in command of the de- 


partment, and if the sentry did not do so that the above 
mentioned officer could order the sentry to turn out the 
guard. ‘‘B’’ claims that No. 1 walking post would not turn 
out the guard for the colonel in temporary command of the 
department unless empowered to do so by the proper au- 
thority, and that the officer in question would not hold the 
authority to instruct this sentry to turn out the guard. Who 
is right? Answer: Par. 265, Manual of Guard Duty, pre- 
scribes that between reveille and retreat the guard of a 
post or camp turns out and presents arms to the following: 
Commanding officer of the post or camp. Under this para- 
graph the sentinel on No. 1 should turn out the guard for 
the temporary commanding officer without instructions to do 
so from the latter. 

W. C. writes: (1) Par. 144, ILD.R., describes ‘‘cease 
firing.’ Having executed ‘‘cease firing, 1 Order, 2 Arms,’’ 
when is the command ‘‘Order, Arms’’ given and by whom? 
(2) Say the company is in line of squads, the captain gives 
command for firing by squad as prescribed in Par. 236, 
I.D.R., the captain would command cease firing when he saw 
fit to do so, in the case by whom and when would command 
Order arms be given? (3) The captain commands, ‘‘1, Fire 
by squad, 2, So many volleys, commence firing.’’ The cor- 
poral gives the necessary commands, delivers the indicated 
number of volleys and then commands ‘‘Cease firing,’’ when 
and by whose command are pieces brought to the order? (4)

ONE OF SIR EVELYN WOOD’S STORIES. 
(From the Westminster Gazette. ) 

Some forty years ago at Aldershot the camp was 
commanded by Sir James Yorke Scarlett, a Crimean 
veteran. On the occasion in question he was directing 
seme sham fighting. In a manner then usual he was 
leading a line of skirmishers of one force against 
another, many yards in front, as in earlier times he had 
led the Heavy Brigade at Balaclava against three times 
its numbers. ‘To a soldier of the younger school it 
seemed a preposterous proceeding, and Sir Evelyn ven- 
tured to criticize it. 

Sir James replied, “Young man, have I not ordered 
you twice to hold your tongue? If I like to lead my 
skirmishers, what the hell is that to you?” Sir Evelyn 
rep licd, “Ten thousand pardons, sir, but it is the 
enemy’s line in retreat you have been leading for the last 
ten minutes.” He was shortsighted and did not wear 
glasses, so was unable to see the distinguishing mark, a 
sprig of heather worn in the shakos of the troops he 
was attacking. 





The daily papers are publishing as entirely new an 
old story of Gen. U. S. Grant, told this time by Lieut. 
Gen. Sir W. F. Butler, of the British army, in an auto- 
biography just published by the Scribners. It is the 
story of General Grant replying to the criticism that he 
had only three river steamers to bring back, in case of 
defeat, his troops over a river they had crossed for battle. 
General Butler says: “Rumor said that the General had 
consumed a good deal of Bourbon whiskey that day, as 
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was his wont at the time, I have heard; but be that, 


as it may, it did not unlock his lips; he continued to 
roll and bite the big cigar in grim silence. The staff 
officer repeated his observation about the scantiness of 
transport. After a bit the General seemed to have be- 
come aware that somebody had spoken and that he was 
himself expected to say something in reply. Then the 
big cigar rolled quicker than before, and from the com- 
pressed lips the remark issued: ‘Guess them three boats 
will be enough to take back what’s left if I’m licked 
to-morrow.’” It would seem that a man of General 
Butler’s character and position should have been above 
circulating a false camp report to the disadvantage of a 
fellow-soldier of distinction. Perhaps it was to make 
amends that he goes on to say: “Augur was of that 
splendid type of gentleman which West Point has so 
long. given to America, and I will venture to hazard the 
opinion that if America keeps her military. school at 
West Point in the future as she has kept it in the past 
she need not fear that either foreign or domestic enemies 
will do her serious harm. West Point will give her 
captains for many wars; and the class to which that 
‘peace preserver’ belonged, whose peculiar methods of 
discipline I have already described, will give her the 
rank aud file of fighting men.’ 





A sergeant in the British army in northern India, 
whose name was Walker, was taken prisoner by the 
Afridis and kept for six weeks. On rejoining his regi- 
ment he was court-martialed for being “absent without 
leave.” This singular experience is matched by a curious 
incident in a British naval man’s career in India. It 
appears that in 1757 a man-of-war’s man, Strahan by 
name, captured almost single-handed one of the forts on 
the Hoogly. The fort, which was strongly situated, was 
invested by the admiral, and Strahan, during the time 
of midday repose, wandered off ‘on his own hook” in its 
direction. Gaining the walls without discovery, he took 
it into his head to scale a breach made by the cannon 
of the ships, and on reaching the platform he flourished 


his cutlass and fired his “pistol at the natives, shouting, 
“The place is mine!”
